II—ON PUBLICATIONS 


We recognize in the press a powerful factor in molding moral sentiment. 
Our state and national elections are largely influenced, if not controlled, by 
the daily and weekly papers. 

The Prohibition movement has seemed to make much greater advance- 
ment since gaining general notice in the public press than ever before. This 
shows the effect of the press on the public mind. 

Man believes and is influenced very largely by what he reads; hence the 
danger of impure literature in the hands of the people in corrupting their 
morals. Many a young life has been wrecked on the sea of time through 
the influence of evil books and papers. For these reasons we should be very 
eareful in the choice of our reading matter, both for ourselves and for our 
families. We should use as much care in selecting our reading matter as we 
do our food; and as unwholesome food poisons the body and destroys the 
health, so unwholesome literature poisons the mind, and helps to turn man 
aside from paths of virtue into paths of vice and moral pollution. Books and 
papers of elevated tone and no others should be allowed in our homes. 

Our pastors everywhere should see to it that our people are furnished 
with books of high moral tone in Christian biography, history, ete., to the 
exclusion of fictitious works. 

Many of our people seem to be inconsiderate and undiscerning as to the 
reading matter placed in the hands of their children, so that their minds are 
poisoned and their tastes perverted by bad literature. 

Many of the religious books of to-day are unsound in doctrine and con- 
fuse the minds of the readers, especially on vital doctrines, and we should 
warn our people against them. 

Our own periodicals are highly worthy of patronage, and no Free Meth- 
odist family should be without the Frese MrrHopist. 

" Our Sunday-school literature is as good as the best; and our missionary 
publications for the foreign and home work ought to be in our homes. 

We would call attention to THr Porrnhanpd OLIVE BRANCH, published in 
the interest of the Olive Branch Mission of Portland, by Aaron Wells. 

We hope the HARNEST CHRISTIAN, which is likely to change hands in the 
near future, and may become one of our own publications, may continue to 
be an able exponent of the glorious doctrine of holiness, as it has been in the 
past, and that it may have a hearty support by way of subscriptions in the 
hounds of this conference. 

We are liable to lose sight of the stealthy, onward march of secretism, 
with its blighting curse upon society everywhere, unless we read upon the . 
question. ‘To this end we recommend the reading of the “Christian Cyno- 
sure,” published monthly in Chicago, Illinois, and edited by President Blanch- 
ard, of Wheaton College. 

We also recommend to all of our readers THE NATIONAL PROHIBITIONIST 
as probably the best authority in the world on the prohibition question, 
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III—ON BHDUCATION 


With reference to education, our position remains the same as hereto- 
fore. We are American citizens and appreciate our public schools. We note 
constant improvement in methods, work done, and in general oversight of 
pupils. : 

County, state and national conventions tend to unification of training in 
the grade and high schools. If our children have proper training at home, 
they can be made intelligent and helpful citizens of the commonwealth, and 
haye an advantageous prospect for useful life. 

While we feel justly proud of our system of free public schools, we feel 
that in the line of morals and specific training for Christian citizenship, our 
own denominational schools are unexcelled. We point with especial pride 
to the nearest of our schools, Seattle Seminary, and propose to continue to 
give it our moral and financial support. In this connection we would sug- 
gest that President Beers. who is present with us, be invited to speak to the 
conference on the subject of Education and in the interests of the seminary. 

We would not overlook our other schools in New York, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, South Dakota, California and Nebraska, and our college at Greenville, 
Illinois. We pray that they may continue to do the excellent work that has 
been characteristic of them in the past.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The conference was harmonious throughout. Much good work has been 
accomplished, but seme. losses sustained at a few points. Bishop Hogue was 
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at his best, and presided over the conference with general acceptability. His 
sermons were strong, spiritual, and very uplifting to all the work. “The ded- 
ication of the new church Sunday morning was a feature of the conference. 
About $2,400 was raised, and the church formerly dedicated by Bishop Hogue. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society showed a decided gain in re- 
ceipts over last year. ; 

The conference claims were ordered taken in the following manner: First 
quarter, Home and General Missions; second quarter, Bishops’ Salaries: 
third quarter, Conference Claimants and Permanent fund; fourth quarter. 
Church Extension. 

The following persons were elected trustees of Seattle Seminary: C. E. 
McReynolds, A. Beers, H. D. Kindig, C. S. McKinley. 

The property of the First Church having been sold, and the members of 
this society having been scattered throughout the city, many of them living 
near other Free. Methodist churches; and the work being greatly wéakened 
from Josses sustained by members moving out farther where rents are cheaper. 
the society voted to disband and unite with other societies. This subject was 
discussed at the conference, and the action of the First Church ratified, a 
part of which was that the money derived from the sale of the First Church 
property be given to Seattle Seminary, and that $2,000 of it be used in es- 
tablishing a Free Methodist mission down town when such a mission could 
be started under the direction and approval of the Puget Sound district. 

The pulpits of other churches in Everett -were largely supplied on Sun- 
day by Free Methodist preachers.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON STATE OF THE WORK 

This year has come and gone like a watch in the night. We can truly 
say with the poet, “Time speeds away, away, away.” 

At the beginning of the year the preachers went to their respective fields 
of labor with the determination to push the battle to the gates, and although 
some have had to skimp and save, and then have not come out even, yet on 
the whole they seem to be encouraged. 

Last September we held a district camp-meeting at Oak Park, Stockton; 
the same place that this one is now being held. It was small, but it was con- 
ceded by all who attended to have been the best they had attended for years. 
From this point, the preachers and laity, who were there, went home feeling 
that there was hope for the California conference. We all went to work, 
and revivals have been held on almost every circuit in the conference. 

Rey. W. C. Graves and Rey. W. E. Shepard held meetings at San Jose, 
Santa Cruz, Sacramento, Plymouth, lone and Alameda. We organized a class 
at Turlock of nine full members and one probationer. After the meeting at 
Santa Cruz, a class was organized of twelve full members and eight proba- 
tioners. They want a preacher another year. 

The work at Sacramento has been quite discouraging, as they have no 
parsonage and rents are very high; but Rev. C. V. Carpenter, the pastor, took 
it upon himself to. see what could be done about building a parsonage, and 
he secured cash amounting to $295; and with all the labor donated, they have 
a fine, up-to-date parsonage of five rooms, with bath and pantry, for which we 
feel like praising God; and we believe we can say the work there is on a 
permanent basis. 

The Plymouth circuit being left to be supplied, E. L. Porter and wife 
went there about the first of November and were abundant in labors, having 
two appointments and two Sunday Schools. \ 

We, as a chureh, have to face on one hand a worldly-conformed, frozen, 
formal church, that depends on a cultured ministry, who think more of 
eulture than they do of Jesus; who every week read more on art and science 
than they do the Bible or holy books; who talk more of culture than of holy 
things, nay, many of them positively loathe a conversation on personal holi- 
Ness. 
The church is idolizing her statistical tables, and is far more anxious to 
crowd in great numbers than to crowd true holiness into ‘the members. In 
missionary and anniversary speeches,' in the church papers, on the platform, 
in pulpit, everywhere and always the perpetual changes are rung on “our’ 
big statistics, until it is a stench in the nostrils of the Almighty. The curse 
of David for gloating over the statistics of Israel, is utterly unheeded by the 
proud church boasters of this age. 

On the other hand, we have to face a world loving, secret society going, 
dressed-up, so-called holiness. We have come to the conclusion that the Free 
Methodist church has divinity about her or she would have been deluged in 
the awful whirlpool of worldliness, and been wrecked on the rocks of formal- 


ism long ago. 
But, thank God, 


with a body of self-denying, God-fearing, Holy Ghost 
preachers who are not depending on mental culture, or statistics, 


or church 
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machinery, or ritualism, but in the extreme simplicity in doctrine and wor- 
ship, and a mighty indwelling of the personal Sanctifier, the Holy Ghost, in 
the individual souls of the church; and with a backbone like a steel crow- 
bar, that runs right up in front, and with four of the most godly bishops 
that ever graced the church, who have no compromise, at our backs, we are 
resolved to “stand by the old landmarks.” 

And now once more we are blessed with the privilege of meeting in our 
annual conference. Truly we can say, with one of old: 


“Thus far the Lord has let us on, 
Thus far His power prolongs our days; 
And every evening shall make known, 
Some fresh memorial of His grace.” 


None of our members have been called to their reward this year, and 
but few of the laity. -Although we may never all meet in another annual con- 
ference together, yet all may meet where “We'll never say good-by.’’ And, 
may it be said of us all, “These are they which came out of great tribulation, 
and have washed their robes, and made them white in the blood of the Lamb.” 


“There let us hope ‘tis not in vain, 
Though moistened by our griefs the soil, 
The harvest brings us rest for pain 
The rest repays the weary toil. 
For they shall reap who sow in tears, 
Rich gladness through eternal years.” t 


IIlL—ON REFORMS 


We, your committee on reforms, submit the following report: 

While our main issue as a church is “Holiness unto the Lord,’ we be- 
lieve that to stand by this issue involves the defense of everything that makes 
for the putting down of evil and the uplifting of humanity. If there ever 
was a time when we heeded a reform it is now. In the political, commercial 
and religious world a general awakening needs to take place. We therefore 
submit the following for your consideration : 

SABBATH OBSERVANCE.—The sacredness of the Sabbath is an institution 
ordained of God for the moral, spiritual and physical well-being of mankind. 
We, therefore, deplore the spirit of the age that seems to demand the running 
of theaters, saloons and many kinds of business on Sunday. Irreverence and 
disregard for the Sabbath of the Lord is alarmingly on the increase. Sunday 
excursions, base-ball games, and the pursuit of pleasure are rapidly taking 
the place of religious worship among the masses. Christians of every name 
should bear their testimony against Sabbath desecration; such as visiting the 
post-office, writing secular letters, going to the meat-market, reading Sunday 
papers. This will be a powerful factor in inspiring a proper respect for 
God’s holy day in the minds of the people. 

THE Liquor FRAFFIic.—The most gigantic evil in our country at the pres- 
ent time is, without any doubt, the organized and legalized liquor traffic. It 
is the curse of, our fair land. Three-fourths of all crime is traceable to the 
saloon. The $1,227,000,000 spent annually is only a small part of the havoe 
wrought by this monster drink traffic, which defies God, curses man, destroys 
the family, fills our jails, penitentiaries, asylums and poor-houses. It is a 
blighting curse to our land, a black spot and a destroyer of soul and body. 
Therefore, we as a church will, by our prayers, our ballots, and by every legit- 
imate means, do all we can to destroy this monster and drive him to his na- 
tive hell. 


SECRET SoOcIETIES.—We believe the system of secret societies as it exists 
to-day to be very selfish, and contrary to the Bible and Christianity. Secret 
societies are selfish in their nature, false in theiy teaching and hypocritical 
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in their pretensions. We believe the position taken by our church toward se- 
cret societies is right and scriptural, and should be maintained at any cost. 


Dress.—In this age of pride and gaiety we can but see that the tendency 
is to let down the bars and admit the little foxes which spoil the vines.. 
While the customs and fashions change, and the people are running after 
them and studying the fashion plates, we believe the one that Paul and Peter 
gave us is good enough for Christians to follow. We should be neat and plain 
in our dress; and we should not only follow it ourselves, but we should in- 
sist that our children be plain in their attire. If we allow them to wear 
things which they will have to give up when they are converted, it is less 
likely that they will ever be converted. While plainness is not a proof of 
godliness, yet those who are godly will be plain. 


CovETOUSNESS.—This word may seem harsh, but the anxiety over worldly 
gain, along with the crowding in of business cares and labors, is liable to 
crowd out the time and interest we should have in God’s cause, resulting 
in lagging interest and corresponding discouragement in the work of 
God. Jesus said (Luke 21:34), “And take heed to yourselves, lest 
at any time your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting, and drunkenness, 
and cares of this life, and so that day come upon you unawares.” 


SrcrET Prayer.—We feel there had ought to be more of a spirit of pre- 
vailing prayer among us as a church, more of that travail of soul that brings 
forth spiritual children. Brethren, it is our only hope. Therefore we recom- 
mend that one and all go down before God in prayer until He comes in 
power, and a revival takes place in our midst. Prayer is the key that un- 
locks heaven.

The conference was held in connection with a camp-meeting in Mineral 
Park, Los Angeles. There were seven sittings. <A spirit of unity and har: 
mony prevailed. Bishop Wilson T. Hogue presided with his usual grace and 
dignity and was greatly blest in preaching. 

A very impressive memorial service was held in memory of N. J. Dayis, 
W. T. Warren, H. Cook, E. E. Ely and Mrs. May E. Griffith. 

A very special, feature of the conference was the educational service 
held on Saturday. A very able report on education was presented by the 
committee, several addresses were given and a very able and inspiring ad- 
dress on Christian education was given by Bishop Hogue. In a few moments 
nearly $500 was pledged for the school to cover the deficiency in current 
expenses. 7 

The conference elected as fraternal delegate to the Council of the Holi- 
ness Church of Christ, David McLeod. C. B. Ebey was elected alternate. 

The conference by vote requested Bishop Hogue to transfer Rey. E. B. 
Shelhamer to the conference as soon as he shall receive his certificate of 
standing.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON REFORMS 


Since God transformed into an Eden the world which was yoid and with- 
out form, which man straightway lost, the world has been badly in need of 
reforming. Following closely the trend of human events, there have always 
been reformers, working out each and severally their plans of reform. God 
himself is a reformer, while unnumbered heroes, both illustrious and un- 
kmown in the wilderness of the world, have blazed the way of reform, and 
hewn a path for those more dull of sight and slow of speech to follow. 

Srcrecy.—Born of an urgent need was our little Zion. The parent 
church had lost her high ideal and was slackening her pace to keep step with 
the world. Pride and worldliness ever creeping in, while secrecy had -become 
the ruling power which it is to-day, corrupting church and state, thwarting 
justice and protecting guilt. In this reform our church has always hewn 
to the line. Let us see that there is no backward step, no compromise in this 
vital question. 

Dress.—This is an era of extravagance. Fashion’s votaries are running 
riot in our streets. Never was more urgent need of reform in dress than at 
the present. Let us advocate and practise simplicity in attire and maintain 
the Scriptural standard of modesty in apparel. 
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Topacco.—We believe the use of tobacco in any and every form is sin, 
and detrimental to health, decency and good breeding. Let us continue as 
we have done since our early existence as a denomination to give the tobacco 
devil no quarter. 

SABBATH OBSERVANCE.—A proper observance of the Sabbath is a most 
vital need. The desecration of God’s holy day is apparent on every hand. 
The crowded cars and beaches, the demoralizing Sunday newspaper, the open 
theater and dens of vice, the lack of proper state laws and the failure to 
enforce those we haye—all have their influence upon the young who are fast 
growing up a nation of Sabbath-breakers. We should not fail to “vemember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy.” ; 

PROHIBITION—Last but not least we come to that “sum of all villainies,” 
the legalized liquor traffic. We have reason to glory in the fact that our 
church has stood nobly shoulder to shoulder during the dark days when yvic- 
tory seemed so far away that only the eye of faith could behold it. Often 
has the question been asked, “Do you think it will ever come?’ Always 
we have answered by voice and vote in the affirmative. We believed God and 
it has been “counted for righteousness.’ Having been so long in the minority 
it will be a new sensation when, ere long—we repeat it—rRE LONG, we shall 
be of the majority. Long years ago from the southland boomed the guns of 
Sumpter firing the land with resentment. Now on southern breezes are 
borne the sound of other guns—heralding the glad news as state after state 
wheels into line for prohibition—filling the land, not with anger or resent- 
ment, but with hallelufahs. Do we fully realize how rapidly is coming the 
answer to our prayers, the fruition of our hopes? While to a man we are 
PROHIBITIONISTS, we can work a little harder—double our diligence. Not in 
the least disparaging the grandeur and necessity of the missionary cause in 
which our church is taking a noble part, we are not doing our whole duty 
to the prohibition cause if we do less for this than the other. And we trust 
we may be pardoned is we say MorRE in the present crisis. “New occasions 
teach new duties.” Changed conditions entail greater responsibilities. In 
this fight God demands our att. Not only should we vote fer prohibition, 
but your committee feel that our people should be urged to take more inter- 
est in the primaries and conventions and attend them whenever possible. 


IIL—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


The Sunday-school should be one of the most important auxiliaries of 
the chureh. ‘There is no better nor more promising field for Christian effort 
than in the Sunday-school and among the youth. 

But the work is of such a character and of such vast importance that 
all classes should be embraced in and, as far as possible, take an active part 
in some department of the Sunday-school. The pastors, especially, should put 
forth strenuous efforts to make the Sunday-school a success in every respect. 

The most important and essential study in which the mind of man can 
be engaged is the Bible. Here we have a correct and comprehensive revela- 
tion of the character of the true God, and of the work and purpose of crea- 
‘tion, and the redemption of man with a history of God’s dealings with His 
people until the Christ came, who brought life and immortality to light. 

The Sunday-school teacher should diligently and prayerfully seek to ac- 
complish two things: 

First, to instil into the mind of the pupil the facts and truth of the 
Bible with a correct understanding of the same. Second, to lead the pupil 
to fully submit to the will of God as revealed in the Bible, and by faith ac- 
cept of Christ for present salvation from sin. 

The Sunday-school should be so conducted in all its departments as 
not to detract in any way from these two objects. 

The teacher, should, as far as possible, seek to qualify himself or herself 
for the work of teaching by becoming somewhat conversant with such books 
as “Binney’s Theological Compound,” “Hurlbut’s Biblical Geography” and - 
other books on the history and customs of Bible times, and also some reli- 
able book on the science and art of teaching. We would recommend to all 


iu) 
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Sunday-school teachers ‘““Handbook for Sunday-school Workers,” by Rey. W. 
B. Olmstead. : 

The Sunday-school is not a singing school, but a Bible school: not a 
place of amusement or to provide entertainment. but a place for earnest and 
prayertul work with a definite purpose in view. 

The work of the Sunday-school hour should be principally concentrated 
on the Bible lesson for the day. The children should occasionally haye an 
opportunity to decide publicly for Christ, and much prayer should be offered 
up to God for their early conversion. 

We approve of the “Ten Points of Excellence’ as recommended by our 
general conference Sunday-school secretary. 

We feel ourselves highly favored by having such good Sunday-school 
literature as is issued by our own publishing house, and would recommend 
that it be used in preference to all others. 

Last year our conference reported a membership of 488, and the num- 
ber of Sunday-school pupils, teachers and officers as being 1,054. 

In proportion to our membership our Sunday-schools are numerically 
in the front rank of the Sunday-schools in the Free Methodist church. 

We would hope that in other respects we will not lag behind. 


IIJ.—ON STATE OF THE WORK 


We are deeply grateful to God for his goodness and mercy during the 
year just closed. We come with praise and thanksgiving before him and 
say, “Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto thy name give glory, for 
thy mercy, and for thy truth’s sake.” 

In general the work is in a good condition. Our people are loyal to our 
principles and church, and stand for separation from the, world in custom, 
costume and association; hence they stand for civic and business righteous- 
ness, simplicity of apparel and separation from all secret orders. : 

They stand for spirituality in worship in all of its departments. We 
do not believe in the merely sensational, but we do believe in and urge the 
people to seek for the cleansing power of the Holy Spirit in his full baptism. 

We pre-eminently stand for PRACTICAL holiness unto the Lord. 

The pastors have in general done excellent work: they have maintained 
their charges and made some progress against proselyters, comeouters, and 
worldly churches. 

In several of the societies a spirit of revival of deep spirituality prevails, 
and the societies are looking into the future with faith and courage. 

The conference appointed Rey. W. C. Graves as conference evangelist. He 
associated with himself Rev. W. E. Shepard. As a result of their labors two 
new societies have been raised up. One is at Watts, which is an earnest 
and spiritual body; one at Riverside where they are earnestly contending 
for the faith once delivered to the saints. They also held a meeting at Saw- 
telle and one at Santa Ana and one at Hermon with good results. 

Rey. C. B. Ebey, the pastor at Whittier, has built a neat and commodious 
parsonage of five rooms at a cost of about $1,100, about $130 of which is un- 
provided for. 

‘At Watts, Rey. S. F. Heilman has built a neat new church, 24x80, at a 
cast of $575, on a lot 28x125. All the bills on the church have been paid 
and about $150 provided toward the lot, leaving an indebtedness on the 
church property of $200. The society have also purchased a lot next to the 
church lot, 25x125, for $350 for a parsonage, to be paid for in instalments. 

Riverside needs a church edifice very much. They have an offer of the 
one where they now worship (the Seven Day Baptist church) for $2,200, 
with a seating capacity of about 200, toward which $765 has been subscribed. 

We consider one of the greatest needs of our work in the conference to 
be a new church in Los Angeles which the local society have taken the pre- 
liminary steps to build on the old site on Hast 6th street. 

There is continued need of financial aid in all departments; for evyan- 
gelization and to care for the work when done, new churches must be built 
and some help to support a pastor and to establish themselves. Yet no so- 
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ciety should permit itself to feel that it must be carried, but they should 
expect the Lord to so help them that they would succeed and have the con- 
fidence and support of the community. 

The W. F. M. Society has during the past year done a vast amount of 
work in raising money, but their good work has not been confined to raising 
-mInmoney. They have held four all-day conventions and awakened a large 

amount of interest in missions. We observe that where the keenest interest 
is felt in foreign missions is where the greatest interest is felt in the home 
work. 3 

The Los Angeles Seminary is not the least of the things that are doing 
good and helping to build up our work in the conference. Surely our young 
people are highly favored in the opportunity they have to obtain a thorough 

Christian education under the direction of consecrated Christian teachers. 

The Olive Branch Mission in Los Angeles has been handicapped from 
the beginning for lack of a regular superintendent. We believe this agency 
for good can be and ought to be made a powerful factor for the help of the 
fallen. A number have claimed to find help. 

Wihile 'we regret there are some who are not as simple and plain as 
we could wish, yet we rejoice at the continued stand and strong conviction 
in this direction and urge our people to stand out for the old paths and walk 
therein. We would urge our people to lay all the services to heart; preach, 
pray, sing, testify and exhort in the spirit under the unction of divine anoint- 
ing. We need to put our souls into all we do if we would have it effective. 

As in the past may we not in the future look for salvation in our midst? 
We are sure we can if as ministers and laymen we faithfully do our whole 
duty.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The members of this session of the annual conference, and the visitors 
as well, will always have a pleasant recollection of their visit at Itemba. 
The free hospitality of the members of the Itemba class in entertaining the 
native delegates and visitors marked an advance in the social relations of 
our native brethren; and the spirit of love and unity that prevailed all 
through the conference was probably more noticeable than at any previous 
session. There was not a jar throughout the whole session. 

Many new rules were introduced this year, which tended to make the 
management of the conference rather difficult; but the chairman being char- 
acteristically an impartial man, and endowed with keen insight, overcame 
the difficulties grandly, and presided to the complete satisfaction of all. 

Not so much fruit of the meetings was seen as would have been, desired. 
There were a great number who were quickened and stablished, and the 
missionaries were especially refreshed by frequent showers of blessings; but 
all, perhaps, regretted that no greater break had been seen among the hea- 
then. But the power of God was manifest, and while the heathen did not 
yield, they must have received an impression that will not. soon be erased 
from their memory. 

One of the most remarkable providences of God in this gathering was 
the weather. Nearly all the missionaries had to sleep in tents, and as it 
was the beginning of the cold season, they were thankful for the clear sky 
and the moderate winds that prevailed during the time of their tenting out. 
No sooner had all the people gotten to their homes, however, than the rain 
began to fall in fioods, such as had not been seen in Africa for twenty years. 
Had it come a week sooner, there would have been great hardships to en- 
dure. The Lord be praised for his wonderful care and his many blessings.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The thirteenth annual session was held in the Free Methodist church at 
Colville, Washington. Bishop Hogue presided with his usual ability, and all 
but surpassed himself when preaching the sacred word. He preached in the 


demonstration of the Spirit and with power. 
The people of Colville seemed greatly enthused over the fact of an an- 
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nual conference being held there, and were interested in the social meetings 
and business sittings as well. 

The Spirit of the Master prevailed throughout the session. The preachers, 
nearly all of whom were moved, went to their new fields with strong faith 
. and high hopes for a year of victory. 

The conference took a step in advance in electing a Sunday-school secre- 
tary. : 

A. M. Bean, W. H. Boddy and O. W. Fraker were elected a committee to 
ascertain the status of the church property at Clark’s Fork, Idaho, and make 
recommendation concerning the same at the next session. 





REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
IL—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS 


We believe at present there is more of a united effort, on the part of 
pastors and members of the church, to “enlarge the place of our tents, 
lengthen our cords, and strengthen our stakes,” in the great Sunday-school 
work. : 

We are glad to note this; and we hope to continue the fulfilment of 
Scripture as quoted in Isaiah: “For thou shalt spread abroad on- the right 
hand and on the left, and thy seed shall possess the nations.” 

The Sunday-school should be a conveyor to the church; and on its end- 
less chain of fifty-two Sabbaths, as the years roll round, bring our children 
to a close relationship with their heavenly Father; and with the church. 

We wish to call attention to personal work in connection with the sal- 
yation of the children. We know that the continuance, furtherance and 
spread of the doctrine of Scriptural holiness lies in the salvation of our 
children. What a field of glorious opportunity and labors is open before the 
Sunday-school teacher! ; 

Again, note with us the leniency in requiring but little if anything from 
the scholars in the class. Bibles should be in the hands of all that can read; 
and portions of Scripture committed to memory. ‘These will in after years 
prove a blessing. Would you think it strange to say that out of a Sunday- 
school of fifty members, not more than three or four could repeat the golden 
text without first consulting their quarterly or lesson leaf? 

Some time ago we were very much taken up with the interest and thor- 
oughness manifested on the part of both teacher and pupils, while listening 
to a Catholic lady instructing her Sunday-school. It was surprising to see 
how those little folks would continue to repeat portions of the doctrine and 
principles of the Catholic church until they had committed them to memory. 

One place we read, “‘The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul.” 
We would recommend that catechisms be secured and our children instructed 
in the same. Also, that some time be given during each session of the Sun- 
day-school to instruct the intermediate classes in our articles of religion as 
' recorded in our book of Discipline. 

Again, for the success of our Sunday-school much depends upon the 
homes. If we should ask the question, Can we dispense with the Sunday- 
school? the answer would be in the negative. How about the representation 
from our homes? Is it in a body from the youngest to the oldest? It seems 
that some of our people get the idea that the Sunday-school is only for the 
children, so they lie in bed until a late hour Sabbath morning. Then in the 
few minutes that is left to get ready, they get out of sorts, scold the children, 
and manage to get to church about prayer time. Is it any wonder our chil- 
dren are not more interested in the Sunday-school? At this time, when base- 
ball, excursions, outings and other evils are practised on the Sabbath, ought 
we not to set the example by being regular and punctual in attending the 
Sabbath-school? 

Again, we notice so much irreverence shown in the house of God. Chil- 
dren of Free Methodist parents running and romping in the church before 


oa 
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and after service. Ley. 26:2 reads, ‘Ye shall keep my Sabbaths and reyer- 
ence my sanctuary.” 

We would recommend that helps such as blackboards, maps, charts and 
literature published by our own church be used. 

We are glad to hear of the progress of the Sunday-school work in our 
church through the efforts of our general conference secretary, Rey. William 
B. Olmstead, and recommend that a secretary be elected in this conference 
to codperate with him in this work.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK. 


God has been gracious to us the past year. There were good revivals 
on some of our circuits and several camp-meetings were held, whereby we 
gained a number of members; and, though we have lost over thirty members 
through transfers, deaths, and removals, we still have a net gain of seven 
fuli members and thirteen probationers. This shows that we received over 
fifty during the year. We believe there has been an encouraging increase, 
also, in spirituality and devotion to the work. ] 

But there are some things that seriously injure our work to which we 
desire to call attention: First, Many are careless about attending the regu- 
lar services of the church, especially the quarterly meetings and camp-meetings. 
Our work cannot prosper, but will go down unless our people are interested 
in these meetings and attend them better. 

Second, Pastoral visiting is a duty that some preachers neglect. No 
pastor can succeed and no circuit will prosper where this duty is neglected. 

Third, One of the most serious hindrances we find is the failure to furnish 
our preachers adequate support. This will be remedied if our circuits will 
follow the ‘Plan’ as set forth in our Discipline. We, therefore, recommend 
that the conference adopt the following “Charge to the Circuits:” 

We hereby charge .and request all our circuits to observe the require- 
ments of the Discipline in the support of their pastors. 1. Let the official 
board promptly make the estimate as required by Paragraph 190, pages 125, 
126. 

2. Let every class leader take the subscription of each member of his 
class, payable weekly (or monthly). Make no exceptions. This is Discipline. 
Then collect these faithfully and pay over to the steward for the pastor. 

8. And let the stewards circulate a subscription, as per said Paragraph 
190, among our friends outside the church, and be diligent in collecting the 
same. 

By faithfully following this plan, our preachers will be furnished a good 
support and can devote the whole time and attention to the “Work of the 
ministry.” 

II.—_ON PUBLICATIONS. 


In olden times when tradition was the only standard, history and the 
“religious leaders’ were the instructors of the people, it was said, “Like 
priest, like people.” : ; 

To-day the printing press has largely taken the place of the old time 
priest as the recorder of human events and the instructor of the masses, SO 
it may now be truly said, “Like press, like people.’ The press is a pow- 
erful agency for evil and for good. It is largely the moulder and conserva- 
tor of public opinion. The prosperity of all enterprises, religious, social, 
commercial, and political is promoted by the literature published and circu- 
lated in their respective interests. , : 

False religions thrive and flourish through the diligent circulation of 
books and periodicals expounding their creeds and enforcing their dogmas. 
Gigantic commercial frauds are perpetrated, and thousands robbed of their 
rightful earnings, because the public is deluged with pamphlets and bewil 
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dered witth graphic newspaper articles, telling how one may become rich 
without labor, and on a small investment. 

In some sections of our fair land, “lynching” is the popular mode of 
punishing criminals, because the papers advocate or sanction it, while in 
other sections “crime” is winked at, because the “press” is either lenient 
towards, or openly in favor of such criminality. 

Let us be careful what we read. Let us read only that class of litera- 
ture that will properly develop our minds, increase our usefulness, and honor 
and glorify God. 

We thank God for our own publishing house, and our genial and efficient 
publishing agents. We note with much satisfaction its prosperity and trust 
that the same may continue. 

Let us do what we can to patronize this institution of our church, and 
so help to increase its usefulness and advance its interests. Whatever pro- 
fits it may earn belong to us as a people and not to some individual. 

All our people should take and read the Free Methodist, our church 
paper. It will make them better Free Methodists, and help them to grow 
in grace. Missionary Tidings, the organ of our W. F. M. §8., is worthy of 
a place in every home, and will do much to awaken and increase the interest 
in our foreign missionary work. Our COMBINED CONFERENCE MINUTES are a 
most valuable book of record and reference, and no family can afford to be 
without this excellent publication. - 

We commend our Discipline and exhort our people to study it and be- 
come familiar with it. : 

We recommend all the books and publications issued from, or published 
by our publishing house, especially those on revivals, biographical, and mis- 
sionary subjects. 


III.—ON REFORMS. 


Our mission as a church is not primarily to be a reform organization 
but our distinctive issue is, “Holiness unto the Lord,” and this issue embraces 
every reform that confronts the church of Jesus Christ, whether it be polit- 
ical, social or religious. As a church we are satisfied with the “ancient 
landmarks which our fathers have set.” As to reforms in general, we note 
the following: 

SABBATH DESECRATION.—Irreverence and disregard for the Sabbath of 
our Lord is alarmingly on the increase. Sunday excursions, baseball games, 
and other pleasures are rapidly taking the place of religious worship among 
the masses. We disapprove of any form of Sabbath desecration such as Vis- 
iting and permitting our children to spend most of the day in company with 
worldly children who regard the Sabbath as a holiday instead of a day of 
rest and devotion to God. Let us observe the word of God and our excellent 
book of Discipline on the Sabbath question. 

Srecret Socreties.—Oathbound secretism is antagonistic to the principle of 
Christianity and all moral government. and has its seat in the selfishness of 
the hearts of men. It alienates man from his family, church and God: We 
believe the position taken by our church toward secret societies is right and 
scriptural, and should be maintained regardless of the cost. 

Evin SprAKING.—The Psalmist exhorts (Psa. 84:18), ‘Keep thy tongue 
from evil and thy lips from speaking guile’; and James the Apostle admon- 
ishes us (chapter 4:11), “Speak not evil one of another, brethren.” We 
fear there are some that yield to the tempter, speaking evil of one another 
causing division, and the spirit of love and harmony is destroyed. Many a 
soul goes into eternity unwarned and without God, just because of the mis- 
use of the tongue. Let our conversation be with grace, seasoned with salt, 
that it may minister grace to the hearer. 

WoRLDLINESS.—A great cause of spiritual decline is conformity to the 
world in regard to dress and jewelry. God is a jealous God, and will not 
bless a people who bow to the shrine of fashion. While we are pleased to 
note the disposition on the part of most of our people to conform to the Bible 
standard of simplicity, yet we suggest the following: (1) That we. guard 
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against anything in our dress and habits that is slovenly and unclean, and 
set an example of neatness and cleanliness; and, (2) That we carefully avoid 
the wearing of superfiuities, holding strictly and conscientiously to the word 
of God and our Discipline in respect to apparel, and dress in neatness and 
modesty as becometh persons possessing godliness. 

_ Liquor TRArric.—We protest against the liquor traffic in all of its forms. 
“Am I my brother’s keeper?” is a question asked by one of old. We answer, 
“No man liveth to himself.’ God hath said, “Woe unto him that giveth 
his neighbor drink” (Hab. 2: 15). As Christians, we should live for fallen 
humanity. We believe that voice and vote should go hand in hand. It is 
with delight that we note the progress that is being made in abolishing the 
liquor traffic from our fair land. It was the stone and sling in the hand 
of David, through the power of God, that the Philistine giant was slain; 
and we, with the sling of faith and smooth stone of our ballot, through the 
mighty power of God, will be able to slay the Giant Alcohol. As a conference, 
we pledge fidelity to God and the measures that are used to abolish the 
liquor traffic. 

Marriace.—We desire to reaffirm our position on the marriage question. 
Some of our people seem to neglect the scriptural and disciplinary require- 
ments, and secure a secular divorce on almost any grounds with seemingly 
no compunctions of conscience, and afterward plan unblushingly to enter 
into maatrimonial bonds, with a third party. This is a sin, sufficient to ex- 
clude the perpetrator from the kingdom of grace and glory. The minister 
who officiates at such marriages is an aider and abettor of wickedness. Let 
our ministers refuse to marry persons who are divorced on other than scrip- 
tural grounds. 

THE CrLass Mrretine.—It has been established as an institution of Meth- 
odism from the beginning that a class-meeting should be and remain a part 
of the machinery of the chureh. As it was at first carried on, the class- 
meeting has practically ceased among us. Here and there is a- pastor who con- 
scientionsly holds these meetings, but with few exceptions, the class leaders 
avoid this not necessarily unpleasant duty. Let us stir each other up to 
good works and class-meetings. It is a part of the duty of every Free Meth- 
odist to attend class-meeting at least once a quarter and submit to the 
catechising of his brethren. We endorse the very excellent work of Bishop 
Hogue on the class-meeting. HWvery member of the church should possess a 
copy of it. They should also read it. 

The committee submits this report believing that no reform is lasting 
which is not of the heart as well as the conduct, and trusting that, in heart 
as well as conduct, these evils may be kept away from among us. Amen. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


Education is the enlightment and development of the mental and moral 
capabilities. The public school system of our nation is designed to meet the 
mental necessities only. The sad results of informing and developing the 
‘mind, while the moral faculties are neglected, are seen in the fact that our 
land is cursed by a horde of educated criminals. 

Christian educational institutions design the education of the whole man. 
The world needs men with high moral training. Bankers and other cor- 
porations, who employ clerks, book-keepers, cashiers, and men to fill other 
responsible positions want men, who have not only mental training, but moral 
reliability. Many corporations are making strenuous and rigid regulations 
concerning the morals of their employees. Christian schools furnish the 
world with workmen in the trades, arts, and professions of such a high moral 
character, that regulations by their employers are almost unnecessary. 

Many college graduates are in the penitentiary for crimes, the invention 
of which would have been impossible to an illiterate man. We want to 
educate for character, and for salvation. Our public schools teach neither 
morals or salvation; neither do they propose to do so. We do not want 
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religion taught in the public schools, for there are many false and unorthodox 
religions, and we would be suspicious of such religious teaching. 

To supply this need of Christian education, we have established at 
great sacrifice one college and seven seminaries. In these institutions, some 
of which have been conducted over forty years, we are training our young 
people amid the most healthy, moral influences and intensely spiritual atmos- 
phere, and the results are most inspiring. Most of our students have attained 
to a high eminence in moral character and intellectual ability and are living 
consecrated lives, on mission fields, on conference appointments and in our 
public schools, bringing results to the church, glory to God, and salvation 
to man. 

Our schools are not receiving the esteem and support which their real 
value deserves. We should rally to their support with our means, our 
patronage, our sympathies, and our prayers. We thank God for Orleans Sem- 
inary, and pledge ourselves to stand by it in every possible way.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON MEMOIRS 


The grim monster, Death, has once more invaded our ranks, claiming 
as his victim one of our brightest and best young men, who will be ever 
held in grateful remembrance by all who knew him. 

Rey. Frank Adelbert Root was born November 8, 1876, and was called to 
glory, January 23, 1908. He was converted at the age of twenty, and en- 
tered the ministry at the age of twenty-two years, uniting with the Kansas 
conference, of which he was a faithful member until death. He labored 
nine years and went home from the field of battle. He loved his mission. 
At the end he cried out of the depths of his soul, “Oh! if I had a thousand 
lives, I would give them all to Jesus.” 

We, with the bereaved wife and children, do truly mourn his departure, 
but not without hope. Oh, that his mantle might fall on each of us! Amen. 


II—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS 


We believe the Sabbath-school to be one of the most important factors 
of the church. This being granted, we, as a church, should make it a suc- 
cess. We should engage the most earnest attention of our best men. The 
. organization, the teaching, the doctrine, the spirituality of the Sunday-school 
should be zealously guarded, and every effort put forth to advance this work. 

As the pastor is to a great degree responsible for the success of the Sun- 
day-school, we urge him to be more active in the Sunday-school work. He 
should study, plan, pray and work for its advancement. As there are so 
many schools poorly organized, and some not organized at all, we would ask 
ask our preachers that they take up in their sermons on Sunday-school, the 
organization of schools, duties of its officers and teachers, and see that each 
office is filled by persons who will carry out the work of the office. 

If it be a fact “that impressions made on the mind of a child be last- 
ing, and the doctrine taught them in childhood cleaves to them through life, 
and possibly plays a large part in the child’s future,” then we should be dil- 
igent to teach the child the truth of God in its purity, and guard the child 
with zealous care. 

The church as a whole has been aroused to the fact that, we are looking

to our children and are putting forth every effort to regain what we have 
neglected. 

Let us, as a conference, make some move, and awake from our long sleep, 
on the Sunday-school line. As individuals, let us begin now to think, plan 
put to action plans and we will see a wonderful reformation in the Sunday- 
school work, and our children will be saved to the church and to God. We 
find in this Sabbath-school work that we deal largely with children of ten- 
der minds. In so doing many, perchance, that are unsaved, are won to Christ. 
Therefore, care should be taken in the selection of officers and teachers, 
choosing only those who enjoy the grace of God. 


III.—ON EDUCATION 


We, the committee on education, recommend that our young people strive, 
as far as possible, to lay a good foundation for a life of active work, in the 
way of a thorough Christian education. 

We especially recommend that those who are contemplating entering 
the ministry of the Free Methodist church, in so far as their money and time 
permit, prepare for the same, by not only completing the prescribed course ~ 
of study for such work, but also as many other helpful studies as possible. 

We further recommend that this work be pursued in our own seminaries 
and in our college at Greenville, Tlinois, where the moral and spiritual influ- 
ences are the best. 


IV.—ON STATE OF THE WORK 


Another conference year has passed away with all its blessing, conflicts 
and victories. Its opportunities have gone forever. As we look backward a 
moment, we see where many things might haye been better had we been 
more diligent and abndant in labors. There is an apparent lack of aggressive- 
ness among us, such as should not characterize a church engaged in reforma- 
tive work, and the spread of scriptural holiness. In many places there is 
a lack of sacrifice in regard to attendance on the means of grace, especially 
that of class meetings, camp meetings, and district quarterly meetings. We 
should all be awake to this subject and stir each other up to greater diligence. 

In many places our Sunday-schools are not what they should be. In some 
eases there is an absence of the children of Free Methodist families, and in 
others not half the attendance there would be, under a well directed and 
vigorous effort upon the part of the pastor and the church. This department 
of our work must be revived. 

While we believe we are the most liberal people on the earth, yet we 
need God’s “try square” in regard to finances. Our obligations to our preach- 
ers are greatly neglected. Also our conference collections should all be taken 
as ordered by the conference. 

We also see the great need of closely observing the results of the differ- 
ent methods used in carrying on the work of the church, and adopt those 
methods which will secure the greatest good. 

We recommend that more personal work be done by our preachers, such 
as visiting, reading the Scriptures and praying with the people. This part 
of our work is sadly neglected. While this. is true, we thank God for His 
continued care over us in preserving our lives and giving us grace whereby 
we have been enabled to live and work for Him during the past year. 

Revival services have been held on quite a number of circuits, with good 
results. Also eight camp meetings were held at each of which a goodly num- 
ber of souls were saved and sanctified and some added to the church. We 
believe the conference is increasing in spirituality and also in membership. 
We are also glad to note that in some parts of our conference, calls are com- 
ing to us from those who desire a pure gospel to come over and help them. 

With a deeper consecration and a greater effort we may look for 
greater victories during the year to come than ever before. Let us go up at 
once and possess the land for we are well able to do so. é

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
IL—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


The work of the Sunday-school presents an ever widening field of Chris- 
tian activity, developing as a permanent and useful factor in subduing evil and 
disseminating precious truth in the earth. It is one of the great world move- 
ments for righteousness, progressing slowly, yet deliberately, and often im- 
perfectly ; but like the time-worn. and ,weather-beaten sign-board, it usually 
points in the right direction. It is rightly associated with the church and church 
work, as much so as the preaching and prayer service, or as the missionary 
and benevolent enterprises. 

The best thought in modern Sunday-school work insists, that the Sunday- 
school stands not merely for the little children of the church, to be taught by 
a handful of saints, but that the true Sunday-school is the entire body of the 
church.. Mr. H. M. Hamill, that prince of Sunday-school men, says, “The Sun- 
day-school is the Christian church engaged in teaching and studying the Holy 
Scriptures. It is the duty of every church member to take part in it, either 
as learner or teacher. As a Christian. school it excludes from the teaching office 
those who are not Christians. As a church school, it is in every case servant 
of the church, which is responsible for its government, discipline, results. As 
a school it demands qualified teachers, approved methods, definite ends. ‘It is 
a school, not a ‘Sunday sociable,’ ‘sacred concert,’ ‘prayer or platform meeting.’ ”’ 

There is much to encourage every lover of truth, in the steady progress 
made by the Sunday-school. The editor of the Ohristian Herald in a recent is- 
sue, said; ‘Those who imagine that the Sunday-school is losing its hold upon 
the youth of the country need only turn to the reports read before the recent 
National Convention at Louisville, to find encouragement, and to learn the true 
condition of affairs. A net gain of 1,000,000 scholars in three years; new schools 
starting up at the rate of fourteen a day; over 9,000 teachers’ meetings regu- 
larly maintained (an increase of over twelve per cent. since last report), and 
a grand total of 15,000,000 pupils enrolled in all the grades—these are statis- 
tics that ought to inspire superintendents, teachers and parents everywhere to 
increased. zeal and still more earnest effort. 

The Sunday-school is the moral backbone of the nation. In these days, 
when attempts are made in many places to exclude the Bible and all religious 
teaching from the public schools, the preservation of the Sunday-school is of 
_ the highest importance. It is a vital. factor in the training of our children 
for Christian manhood and womanhood. By precept and example in the Chris- 
tian home, and by the excellent modern system of teaching which now ‘pre- 
yails in Sunday-schools generally, the foundations of character are laid, and 
proper direction is given to the child’s whole nature. There is no time so fay- 
orable to the right kind of spiritual development as childhood, and no place so 
fitting for making a start for the road that leads to true happiness as the Sun- 
day-school. It should be a fold for the tender lambs, a feeder for the greater 
church, a nursery ground for the gardens of heaven. Be loyal to the Sunday- 
school. Support it, stand by it, give it the benefit of your presence and infit- 
ence, and count it as one of your absolute duties, if you have children, to have 
them there; for it is the hope of the nation and of all Christendom.’ 

The great Jewish historian, Josephus, said concerning his nation, “Our 
principal care is to educate our children.” God gave to the Jew that most sa- 
cred institution, that holy of holies—the home. And, before the days of the 
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synagogues and the schools of the prophets, the training and educating of the 
Jewish youth was almost wholly committed to the home; and a Jewish educa- 
tion was always strongly flavored with the religious idea. 

The religious education that to-day is so sadly neglected in many homes 
must be supplied, if at all, by the Sunday-schools. Even in many professed 
Christian homes of to-day, there is very little religious instruction given to the 
boys and girls of those homes. And not only is the Sunday-school to touch 
the lives of our boys and girls, but we must recognize the fact that the older 
members of society as well, need the helpful influences of the Sunday-school. 
We are living in a fast age, and people are being driven by the rush of busi- 
ness, or blinded by the mad excitement of pleasure, so that comparatively few 
homes have time or any inclination for religious culture and the Sunday- 
school is the one agency that seeks to touch many of these lives by cultivating 
the habit of regular and intelligent Bible study. The Sunday-school movement 
to-day: fairly glows with the warmth of religious activity and fervor; and is 
seeking to develop better, brighter and more helpful ways and means for 
blessing humanity, by bringing the masses into contact with the life-giving 
fountain, and breaking to hungry and needy souls the bréad of eternal life. 

As a church body, we may not find it practicable to adopt all the preyail- 
ing methods of modern Sunday-school work; but that excuse should not be 
taken as a covert under which to hide in pious do-nothingism. There are 
enough helpful ideas that we can use, that will impart to us a splendid enthu- 
siasma, which, if directed by the Holy Spirit, will cause our own Sunday-school 
work to advance with leaps and bounds, if we want it so. We have made some 
advancement along some lines, for which we praise God, and give honor to 
whom honor is due. But our average attendance is about what it was ten years 
ago. 

We commend the excellent work that has been done, and that is being 
done, in the determination to raise our conference work to a higher plane. 
_ But, we fear there is a disposition, altogether too prevalent, among us, as min- 
isters and laymen, to let well enough alone, or to let the general secretary, or 
the conference secretary do it all. Now ignorance in the use of methods may 
be excusable for a time, but deliberate indifference to the great Sunday-school 
movement is inexcusable, and needs to be condemned in the strongest terms, 
whether it exists in the pulpit or pew. What our work seems to need at this 
_time, and what we recommend to this conference for its sincere consideration, 
is, 1. A general awakening all along the line of our Sunday-school work. There 
is no doubt a real cause for the smallness of most of the Sunday-schools in 
the conference... Our pastors and district elders must first become thoroughly 
awakened. They must become leaders in thought and action; and must iden- 
tify themselves with plans and efforts for the advancement of our Sunday- 
schoo] interests. They should no longer shift this responsibility. We have 
comparatively few real- enthusiastic Sunday-school pastors, those who are im- 
bued with the idea, and who really love the work. Ow members must become 
more. thoroughly aroused, and made to realize the importance of sustaining and 
supplementing the efforts of the pastors. Our motto should be, “The entire 
church at Sunday-school and the entire Sunday-school at church.” <A noted 
Sunday-school leader said, “Let us give more time this year to formation and 
information, it will require less time later on for reformation.” 

2. Improved Sunday-school methods must be employed. Professor ‘Hamill 
says, “Now our boys and girls are beginning to read, they are old enough to 
read their Bibles; and when a boy begins to read he begins to think, and when 
he begins to think he begins to question; and don’t you think for one moment 
that what you say is going to be always accepted by those boys and girls; they 
are going to be very critical of the teaching they get.” 

* a * % * * * * * ** * * 

The Sunday-school world offers an array of helpful suggestions for im- 
proved methods, many of them can be adopted by our pastors and workers. 
Gur pastors must here take the lead, and must seek to encourage aggressive 
work. Very much can be made of preper organization for work. The Normal 
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Bible Class, the Home Department, Cradle Roll, Teacher Training Classes, and 
other supplemental helps, will awaken new interest and offer improved meth- 
ods. : ee 

3. Consecrated devotion to this work is demanded. Our strongest men and 
women must throw themselves into this work, as they do into the missionary 
work or preaching service. May we not, dare we not, shall we not take a for- 
ward step, and a long one, in our Sunday-school work this year?

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON CHARITIES. 


We desire to call the attention of this conference to the necessity of or- 
ganized charities among us as a people. We are blessed with those who are 
liberal with their money:and goods, but we desire to be systematic in our 
giving, that we may be able to do the most good possible with the offerings 
of our people for charitable purposes. We especially ask you to assist all 
worthy institutions which are seeking to care for the homeless and destitute 
children of the land; also missions in the cities where the gospel workers 
are laboring to rescue those who are neglected by the masses who profess 
loye for the lost. 

We are thankful to announce to our people that we have some worthy 
institutions in our own church that are doing a grand work in making the 
declining years of the needy pilgrims more pleasant by having homes where 
they can end their days in pleasant surroundings and a good spiritual at- 
mosphere, where the poorhouse scare is removed from the worthy saint who 
worked hard to support the cause we love. We would especially. mention the 
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Woodstock Home for children and Old People’s Rest Home, the Gerry Or- 
phanage and Home for Old People. 

We recommend that this be made a standing committee for the year, 
and we especially request you to send your offerings through the committee 
on charities, so we may be able to report the work done from time to time. 
And while we as a conference do now appoint a committee for this purpose, 
we trust it will not stop with just the appointment, but that systematic work 
may be done throughout the conference this year. 


IL—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Through the abundant grace and mercy of God, which He has bestowed 
upon us, we are again permitted to assemble in annual conference. The labors 
of the year have been arduous, and in a measure successful: . Trials there have 
been, crosses and afflictions, but we think it can be truthfully said they have 
worked together for our good. Revival meetings have been held on nearly all 
of the circuits. Some tent meetings, and two camp-meetings, one on eneli dis- 
trict, have been held with good results. 

Our membership has been strengthened spiritually, and numerically. We 
have, in some instances, held meetings at new points, which has proven it to be 
well worth our while to enter the regions beyond our already organized work. 
No doubt an increased and well directed aggressiveness on our part would re- 
sult in a deeper spirituality as well as enlargement of our borders. Indeed, 
if we are not more aggressive we shall lose rather than gain ground. Our 
growth and improvement are encouraging, but much land remains to be oceu- 
pied. Let us, with renewed energies, press the battle to the gates. 

One of the improvements made, and which is worthy of our especial notice, 
is the return on the part of some of our Glass leaders to the original manner of 
conducting class meetings. Unfortunately, our class meetings have, too uni- 
versally, degenerated into mere speaking meetings which are sometimes drawn 
out to great length, and which are seldom, if ever ‘profitable as class meet- 
ings.’ This can be corrected by studying “The Class Meeting as'a Means of 
Grace,” by Rev. Wilson T. Hogue, which should be, not only in the library, but 
also in the head and heart of every class leader in the church. 

We have held several Sunday-school conventions which have resulted in 
the awakening of a deeper interest in our Sunday-school work, and the adop- 
tion of improved methods. Let us not slack our diligence in this department. 

We should take more interest in the matter of pastors’ support, and the 
collections ordered by the conference. The improvement which we. have al- 
ready made in this department is truly gratifying, but we are not yet perfect. 
We need system and promptness. Plan for full weekly payments to pastors, 
and the payment of the conference collections quarterly. This will no doubt 
bring us a three-fold blessing—a consciousness of haying done well, the bless- 
ing of the one who receives, and above all the blessing, spiritual and temporal, 
of the God whom we serve. 


IJI.—ON EDUCATION. 


Your committee on Education beg leave to report as follows: 

God’s ideal is perfection. This is seen in every department of creation. 
And although the entrance of sin into the world has prevented the realization 
of this plan in its fulness, there is still a possibility for improvement; and 
wherever this is not neglected or misused, man can to a limited degree pre- 
serve what would otherwise be a total loss. He can, moreover, assisted by the 
restraining grace of God make much improvement along various lines of de- 
velopment. ‘This end, however, may be realized to a fuller extent under say- 
ing and sanctifying grace; for it is here that man is privileged to codéperate 
with his Maker, as far as in him lies, toward restoring himself and his fellow- 
man to the God-like ideal, physically in “working out his own salvation with 
fear and trembling before God;” mentally, by ‘“‘studying to show himself ap- 
proved of God, a workman that needeth not to be ashamed ;’’ and morally, by 
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“keeping his heart with all diligence’ and “exercising himself unto godliness, 
which is profitable in all things, paving promise of the life which now is and 
of that which is to come.” * * * * 

But how few there are who fully realize the importance of seeking devel- 
opment along these lines. In too many institutions undue stress is placed upon 
some particular phase of character which is not equal to nor perhaps more es- 
sential to his present and eternal welfare than are some others. Consequently 
we have men abnormal in every way, even to the imitation of the brute, which 
is the product of physical development exclusive of the mental and moral with 
their refining infiuences. 

Although the church has recognized to some degree the necessity of pro- 
viding a remedy for this sad state of affairs, there is still.much to be done. 
She should endeavor to bring forth examples of manhood of a truly normay 
type, so far as environment and conditions may permit. And our own denom- 
ination, small as it is, has accordingly established several institutions of learn- 
ing whose aim is ‘“Wducation for Character” in which the moral phase of edu- 
cation and development is not discountenanced nor the mental and physical 
neglected. These are Greenville College, and our seminaries at North Chili, 
New York; Spring Arbor, Michigan; Evansville, Wisconsin; Orleans, Ne- 
braska; Wessington Springs, South Dakota; Seattle, Washington ; and Hermon, 
California, all of which are deserving of our patronage and support, not only 
in the sending of our children to them, and sharing their financial burdens, but 
also in remembering them at the throne of grace, a most important assistance.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON REFORMS. 


The liquor traffic is the most potent evil and blighting curse that has 
stained the pages of our nation’s history. The stains of slavery washed out 
by rivers of blood was only trifiing in its results and consequences as com- 
pared to the liquor traffic. Mr. Gladstone said, “The liquor traffic is more 
destructive to life and property than war, pestilence and famine combined.” 

Since 1862, when the infernal revenue act was passed, the liquor traffic 
has been arrayed in the political arena, at which time the liquor manufac- 
turers and dealers declared themselves not to be in politics but in business 
and threatened a disruption ef the Union if the administration would not 
repeal prohibitory laws upon the statute books in thirteen states, thus making 
the liquor traffic a political issue. 

Bishop Fitzgerald said, “The saloon has long since carried the black 
flag. Henceforth the church must carry it. The battle must be desperately 
fought and the field of battle must be the field of politics.” In this field 
the battle must be fought and the victory won. 

The liquor traffic like slavery is supported by two great political parties, 
and like slavery will exist until one of these parties are disrupted. Party 
attachment will prolong the life of this blood-wet institution. Mr. Hiram 
Roster, at the Republican convention in 1872, when his blasphemous resolu- 
tion was being considered in the committee room, is reported to have said, 
“The crack of the party lash will bring the church around all right on elec- 
tion day.” The truth of this prediction has made the church an object of 
contempt and ridicule by the liquor fraternity. 

We, the members of the West Iowa conference, raise our voices in protest 
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against the shameless complicity of the Christian voters in the Republican 
and Democratic parties as well as the parties themselves with this crime- 
producing and home-wrecking institution. 

It rejoices us to know that as a church righteous principles so possess 
our whole attention that the crack of the party lash is seldom heard and 
that political bondage is the exception. We are God’s free men, standing 
shoulder to shoulder against this nefarious institution and the political 
parties that sustain it. In declaration of our principles we do hereby re- 
solve that all our ministers make a thorough study of the prohibition ques- 
tion, and, so far as possible. unite all the ministers and workers in their 
several communities in one great phalanx against this great stronghold of 
Satan in our state and nation. 

Since the Prohibition party is the only one incorporating the principles, and 
that champions these issues, we, the West Iowa conference of the Free Meth- 
odist chureh, pledge our vote and codperation to it; and that we will, with 
our means and personal efforts, do our best to bring about not only an early. 
victory, but a glorious triumph of constitutional prohibition.

The wise man tells us to get wisdom and with all our getting to 
get understanding. God has always laid great responsibility upon his people 
to be intelligent. Our church sets forth rules of. conduct as well as obliga- 
tions relating to the improvement of time, which, if carefully met, will result 
in strong Christian culture together with character. God alone knows the in- 
fluence of sanctified knowledge used to his glory in promoting his kingdom 
among men. 

Holy men and women above all others ought to be the most intelligent. 
This, however, is not always the case. Every one of us ought to get this 
matter of Christian education upon our hearts, and use our utmost influence 
to inspire a real thirst for truth in the heart of our neighbor, that out of 
it there may be a harvest of sturdy Christian character. 

We believe that the probationers and young converts of our church ought 
to be well grounded in the principles and doctrines of salvation as set forth 
by the Bible and the Free Methodist church before their being received into 
the church in full connection. 

The fact that the Bible to a large degree is being neglected with refer- 
ence to our public schools, colleges and universities, and the religion of‘ the 
great universities has come to be generally deism or agnosticism, together 
with explaining away the divinity of Christ, eternal punishment and other 
doctrines essential to salvation, makes the education of our own boys and 
girls thoroughly under favorable surroundings more of a necessity. 

Despite the fact that our public school teachers are required to prove 
themselves of good moral character, many of them fail to give satisfaction 
on account of spending their time in attending dances, parties and theaters. 


Naturally their general influence upon the young people and children is det- 


rimental rather than beneficial. 

: There is no question but that our noble college at Greenville, Illinois, 
and the seminaries throughout the church, and the teachers they employ, are 
miles ahead of the above named conditions. We especially appreciate the 
efforts put forth by the Wessington Springs Seminary board to erect and 
equip a new school building suitable to the demands of our educational re- 
quirements in their own and other patronizing conferences; and we do here- 


by pledge our prayers, best interests and means to the extent of our ability — 


to aid this worthy institution. 


IV.—ON AGGRESSIVE EVANGELISM. 


We recognize and appreciate the measure of revival interest which is man- 
ifest in many places throughout the conference. 

We are fully persuaded there is great need of a deeper and more thorough 
awakening among us in this vital department of church work. District elders, 
pastors and laymen, all should be inspired and enthused with the spirit of true 
evangelism. This alone will get us out of the ruts into which we have, to a 
great degree, fallen. 

Each pastor, to the limit of his ability, should evangelize and earnestly 
endeavor to enlarge the borders of his circuit. We must not allow ourselves 
to be satisfied with our work without seeing widespread revivals of genuine 
“Bible” religion. Everywhere the work of God has suffered and fallen into 
decay as the spirit and work of true evangelism has declined, and on the con- 
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trary the old fields have taken on new life and activity as the evangelistic and 
missionary spirit has been infused. 

There is great need of consecrated men and women who will engage in 
this work. Men and women with an all-consuming love for souls and who are 
willing to forsake the comfort of home and association of loved ones that they 
may win souls for Jesus. 

There is a pressing need of funds to be used in the support of efficient la- 
borers. Many new fields might be worked with excellent results if funds were 
at our command to meet the actual needs in the case. , 

We recommend, ist, The raising by the district elders of a fund equal to 
thirty cents per member to be used in evangelizing new fields. 2d, That the 
district elders, the secretary of the conference and two laymen, W. H. Will- 
fong and A. L. Winebrenner be a standing committee on aggressive evangelism, 
and they shall disburse the funds collected for this purpose in opening new 
fields as in their judgment they deem best.

II—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


The object of the Sabbath-school should be to indoctrinate the scholars 
and get them saved and sanctified wholly. Perhaps, one reason why more 
children of Free Methodist parents are not saved to God and the Church, is 
because this is not kept in view as it ought to be. 

A good way to secure the attention of scholars is by the use of history and 
the good maps, charts, and blackboards handled by our publishing house. But 
the aim of the teacher should be to lead the scholar into the spiritual truths 
of the lesson. 

It is a matter of regret, that in some places in our conference, little interest 
in the Sunday-school is manifest by some members of our church, thus throw- 
ing on others the work of conducting the school. Parents should prepare the 
lesson at home and help the children to do so, as the best teachers cannot 
realize as encouraging results of their teaching without the co-operation of the 


_ parents. 


We also call the attention of pastors to our Discipline page 144, paragraph 
237, in regard to their special duties. 

We have reason to rejoice in the fact, that our General Conference has 
taken an advanced step in the direction of Sunday-schools, by electing an 
evangelist, whose special work is to look after the interests of this work. And 
we recommend that he be especially invited to labor the coming year within 
the bounds of our conference. 

We further rejoice that district conventions have been held on some of 
our districts with beneficial results. We encourage their continuance and 
advise all of our districts to follow their example, and that Sunday-school 
workers be exhorted to attend. 

Along the line of further-aggression, new schools should be organized 
wherever possible, using the “Light and Life” literature. For, after careful 
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comparison with other literature we consider the “Light and Life” the safest, 
most spiritual, most practical, and ablest edited of all. 

Great care is necessary in selecting officers and teachers in the school, as 
the prosperity of the work depends much upon them. The need of their betng 
saved and sanctified so far as possible is manifest in the fact that faith, 
courage, kindness, cheerfulness, and a love for souls are some characteristics 
of successful workers. ;

And while we do not sanction the way Children’s Day is sometimes ob- 
served, nevertheless, the abuse of a practise should not cause us to lay it aside 
altogether. Wherefore, we would recommend a proper observance of this day. 
Decision day observed in a way to cause souls to seek good, is also proper. 

Shall we not continue to evidence our interest in Sunday-schools, by 
making the coming year the best in this work the West Kansas conference has 
yet Known; and by greater prayer to the all sufficient God for help, to enable 
our newly-elected Sunday-school secretary, assisted by us, to stir up a deeper

J. P. Brodhead, our devoted missionary to Africa, gaye us a personally 
conducted tour through the foreign Jand which is so dear to his heart. He 
gave us graphic descriptions, pointed out scenes of interest. told us of the 
remarkable conversions he had witnessed among the natives. The Holy 
Ghost greatly helped Brother Brodhead in awakening greater interest in 
our foreign work. Over $800 was pledged for this great work; altogether 
over $700 was raised in cash and subscriptions to clear the debt on the 
Ypsilanti church, and buy a Jot on which to st a parsonage in the service 
just before the missionary meeting.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON EDUCATION. 


That to become a man is to grow up to merely physical maturity is a 
notion that was believed by many of the ancestral type. It was a sentiment, 
too prevalent, that he who could most astonish or amuse with corporeal feats, 
reached nearest to the ideal man. And, even those days are gone by, there 
are not a few of our own day and age who still hold to those old notions; who 
continue to roll on in the old ruts cut by their grandfathers’ carts. 

It is thought an education that has lifted this world from the plane of 
- superstition and ignorance up to the realm of light and understanding. It 
is the minds of earth that are now urging it onward and upward to a higher 
realm of faith where woe and waste do not attend its development, nor mis- 
directed energy retard its progress. Thinking, not growth. makes manhood. 
Every deep solid thought strengthens the tension of mind that it may create 
other and more powerful thoughts. Each effort at thinking expends the in- 
tellectual activity, and he only makes the most of his mental faculties, who 
af the completion of a thought, pushes on to the completion of other higher 
and nobler thoughts. 

Our ability to glorify God and to benefit our fellow-men depends largely 
on education. One has said, “Education is a companion which no misfortune 
can depress; no despotism enslave; no enemy alienate; at home a friend; 
abroad, an introduction; in solitude, a solace.’ Education is the corner stone 
of civilization. 

The great end of education is to prepare man to fulfil the purposes of 
humane existence. Men in every vocation of life should have their natural] 
faculties developed and disciplined, and especially is this true with those who 
are called to herald the glad tidings of the gospel. 

So far as the duty of Free Methodists, both to the church and to the edu- 
cational institutions of the church are concerned, their attitude and line of 
conduct are clearly indicated. Duty demands most intense interest. The 
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wise founder of the church clearly saw the necessity of denominational schools 
from the very beginning of our representation of Christianity. These schools 
were founded in Truth. and must be invested with lasting life. They were 
backed up by toil, tears, self-sacrifice and prayers of heroic men and women 
of the pioneer days of the church. , It ill becomes those who are following on, 
as heirs and successors to these priceless blessings, to grow cold or indifferent 
in view of the great duty of the hour. 


“Though I could reach from pole to pole, 
‘And grasp creation in my span; 

I must be measured by my soul, 
The mind is the standard of the man.” 


We earnestly advise the members of the Michigan conference to patron- 
ize our Christian schools for the education of their cbildren or themselves. 
Among these schools we call especial attention to Spring Arbor Seminary, 
situated within the bounds of the Michigan conference, as a Christian scnool 
of great excellence and prominently in the front rank of the educational in- 
stitutions of Michigan. This noble institution is not only a place where intel- 
lectual knowledge is imparted. but where Bible truth is taught and Christian 
character formed. 

We urge the members of the Michigan conference to put forth a persistent 
effort to increase the opportunities of Spring Arbor seminary for doing good. 
We recognize the efficient services of the principal, Rey. B. J. Vincent, and 
promise him our hearty co-operation. 


II.—ON REFORMS. 


As a church we stand second to none with regard to the question of moral 
reform. We are glad to note the spirit of unity among us. Preachers and 
laymen are a unit in advancing the Master’s kingdom. There is an oppor- 
tunity for improvement along many lines. 

Covetousness isa great sin. Many of our preachers receive Jess than does 
the man who handles the shovel or sweeps the streets. Some because of this 
haye become discouraged and turned aside to secular callings. We recommend 
a more systematic plan in providing for the support of those who labor among .- 
them and are over them in the Lord. It is supposed that if ten families were 
so disposed to contribute, they would be able to care for another family as 
well as any of the ten are cared for. Many preachers who report small sala- 
ries would be able to give a larger report if due care and attention were given 
to this matter by the stewards. 

The awful tide of Sabbath desecration, the open saloon, the Sunday excur- 
sion, base-ball games and many other such things will soon destroy our Chris- 
tian Sabbath. 

We believe all oath-bound secret societies are against the laws of God and 
destroying the freedom of our country. As a church we are glad to note opr 
well-defined position remains as in the beginning of our history. No compyro- 
mise with sin. 

The dress question in the Free Methodist church is settled we hope and 
believe beyond recall. It is to be feared a tendency to depart from the old 
landmarks appears in some quarters, but we are glad to note this is the rare 
exception rather than the rule. We protest against the low-necked dress and 
open peek-a-boo waists so much and commonly worn at the present time. 

The awful tide of intemperance sweeps on carrying its thousands annu- 
ally to a drunkard’s grave and hell. We should unitedly give our yoice and 
vote to the party who is pledged to wipe out this nefarious traffic. Such a 
party is well organized, heroic in their efforts, untiring in their zeal, and de- 
mands the hearty co-operation of all Christian men everywhere. Jet us 
rally to the cry and strike the monster the death-blow. We cannot tame it. 
We cannot regulate it by law. It must die.

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III.—_ON MEMOIRS. 


Since the last session of our conference none of our preachers have been 
removed by death. yet three of their homes have been yisited by sore aftlic- 
tion. Not long after conference, Jessie E., the wife of James Fortress, was 
ealled to her eternal reward. She was a faithful and beloved wife and mother, 
an earnest Christian, leaving a clear evidence of being ready for the great 
change. Later in the year Brother and Sister Poet were called eo mourn the 
loss of a beloved child two years old. 

Lillie, wife of C. W. Miller, was called from earth after a severe illness. 
She was converted in her youth and her life was a constant benediction in her 
home. Wherever she was providentially called to labor she left a very bright 
‘evidence of her acceptance with God, and her last testimony and dying admo- 
nitions had a great effect on the church and community. 

We hereby desire to express our heartfelt sympathy for these brethren, 
and assure them they have had our brotherly interest and our earnest prayers.

“IL—ON REFORMS. 


Many evils have existed from time immemorial and these have steadily 
increased until their name is legion. Reform movements have been inaugu- 
rated to combat these, but we think a clean, holiness church the most potent 
force to contend with this satanic brood. We believe the Free Methodist church 
is second to none in her opposition to all eyil. 

I. The licensed liquor traffic.is a gigantic evil. The-tears it wrings from: 
our wives and mothers, the misery it causes in so many homes, the material 
it furnishes for houses of shame and drunkard’s graves, and a long cata- 
logue of other evils, all appeal to’ us to unite our efforts to utterly annihilate 
this gigantic mother of abominations. We must fight, not for merely restrict- 
ive measures, but for thorough prohibition. We notice with gratitude, the 
temperance wave that is sweeping the United States and Canada, and pray 
that it may engulf the entire world. We hereby protest against the unjust 
three-fifths clause that is so effectually hindering the local option movement 
in Ontario, and pray that it may be quickly abolished and our right restored 
to us; and we hereby pledge ourselves to do all we can to assist in utterly 
abolishing the horrible liquor traffic from our land. 

II. The secret lodge system has coiled itself around and through nearly 
every phase of our modern Civilization, and seeks to destroy the very founda- 
tions of Christianity. Its serpentine folds choke the witness, the jury, and the 
judge, until justice is almost unknown. . It has throttled many preachers, un- 
til few indeed dare lift their voices against it. We must continue to cry against 
this son of perdition. ; 

III. Romanism with its fearful deceptions. its unjust claims and fake pro- 
fessions, is a great barrier to true Christianity. While this Babylonish structure 
received a tremendous blow at the hands of the sturdy reformers in the six- 
teenth century, we fear that in these days of ease and compromise the con- 
quest is not being pushed as it should be. We must oppose this anti-Christ 
or forfeit the blessing of God. 

IV. Sabbath desecration is an evil that is working fearful havoe. Any 
people that violate the fourth commandment are treading on dangerous 
ground. The greed for gold and love of pleasure lead their bewitched devo- 
tees along, until they finally plunge head-long into perdition. The Sunday the- 
atre, base and foot-ball games. and similar practises are evils that God will 
surely pour His wrath upon. We rejoice in the good work the Lord’s Day 
Alliance of Canada is doing, and bid them “God-speed.”

VI. The nasty, sickening and degrading tobacco habit is still alive. We 
behold with sorrow the emaciated cigarette slaves on every hand. We must 
continue to bombard this cesspool-of nastiness as long as its sickening odors 
declare its existence. 

VII. “Covetousness which is idolatry’ is an evil that is growing every 
day. Many church members, and with sorrow we admit that some Free Meth- 
odists. are guilty of this sin. Our preachers are sometimes at their wits’ ends, 
our charitable institutions suffer, and the heathen perish, all because of this 
evil. We recommend the scrupulous tithing of our income as a means of cur- 
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ing this disease. The Scriptures denominate anything less than this as ‘“rob- 
bing gods :

1 tea speaking is an inlet to division. that grieves the Holy Spirit, 
wounds each other and cripples our influence for good. We must“hew this Agag 
in pieces before the Lord.” It is not enough to read Mr. Wesley’s sermon once 
a year, or occasionally to preach on the subject, but we, as preachers, must 
set the example by keeping the door of our lips. We have seen fearful havoe, 
caused by this gatling gum in the hands of some who should have been feeding 
instead of fleecing the flock. This evil must be stopped at once or ruin is in- 
evitable. |

XI. Formalism is a rock on which many churches have split. We must 
be baptized with the Holy Spirit and keep blest in our souls, or we can have 
no excuse for our denominational existence. 

XII. We must be aware also of the dangers of fanaticism. This coral 
reef is growing rapidly and is assuming alarming proportions in the religious 
world. The third blessing theory. the Tongues’ delusion, and a denunciatory 
spirit are among the breakers that must be avoided. 

In conclusion we would say, we may write and preach on reforms, and 
be conscious of our needs along this line, but all will be useless unless we 
actually and quickly remove the cause of all these troubles by fleeing to the 
fountain of cleansing and abiding there continually.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON CHURCH LITERATURE. 


Your committee on Church Literature submits ‘the following report: 

We believe the press to be one of the most powerful agencies in the world 
for the molding of character and determining the destiny for this life and 
the life which is to come. It would be impossible to measure the depth of in- 
fluence the literature of a nation has in shaping its history. We are safe in 
saying that the press is the greatest human agency in directing the life. 
morals, peace and prosperity of the nation. 

It is said that a man is known by the company he keeps; and he is more 
truly known by the books he reads. Our company may at times be forced upon 
us, but the books are of our own choosing. 

The character of a child is moulded and its future largely directed by 
what it reads. Its inquiring mind is reaching out after knowledge and it will 
read something. This early reading will greatly influence the course of its life. 

How important then that we have good books and periodicals in the home 
for the use of our children. The world is filled with trash, and we need to 
exercise great care with regard to what we allow to enter our homes and 
have a place in our library and on our center table. 

We should remember that these things produce the moral fibre and tissue 
of our children and their whole lives will be directed by it. Many in buying 
books and subscribing for papers get what they know is not the best because 
they are cheap. But a poor or unsound book or paper is dear at any price. 
Better a thousand times buy cheap foul seed to use on the farm than to sow 
dangerous principles and unsound doctrines in the minds of our families. In 
what we read let us have the best regardless of price. 

We are glad to note that our publishing house has books of the highest 
quality and at reasonable prices. Good soul inspiring, uplifting books are 
sold at a price within the easy reach of all. Many of these books have been 
written by our own people and lead the mind along the line of the principles 
advocated by the Free Methodist church. 

Besides the many useful books, we have a fine list of periodicals, chief 
among them being the Free Methodist, a sixteen page weekly, published at 
a price within the easy reach of all. We believe that this paper stands out 
in the religious world to-day without a peer as an exponent of practical Bi- 
ble holiness and champion of moral reform. This paper should make its reg- 
ular weekly visit to every Free Methodist home in the land. and where its 
perusal will be a blessing to every member of the family. We note with ad- 
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miration our clean, wholesome Sunday-school papers and lesson helps which 
are a great inspiration and means of success in our Sunday-school work. 
We are enlightened and encouraged along missionary lines by the Missionary 
Tidings; and of city mission work by The Olive Branch, all of which we 
endorse and heartily commend to the confidence of our people. 

We trust that our church literature may continue to be of a nature to 
help to keep us from the rocks of disaster and direct us continually in the 
clear channel of the divine will and blessing, so that, as a church, we wil! 
maintain our position in the yan of those who are spreading scriptural holiness 
throughout the world. 


II1.—ON MEMOIRS. 


We are by passing events in the onward march of life frequently re- 
minded of the fact of man’s mortality. Somewhere every day the funeral dirge 
is sung and weeping friends follow the remains of loved ones to their last 
resting place. 

ver and anon the death messenger comes nearer to us and the circle 
of dearest friends and nearest companionships is broken. One of the dearest 
bonds of association in this life is the one of love and fellowship that binds 
together the Christian ministers. During the past year this circle has been 
invaded and from our number two venerable fathers have been taken, Revs. 
Charles H. Sage and Walter S. Haight. 

Although these brethren were well advanced in years and have not been 
as active in the work as formerly, yet we will miss their clear, victorious 
testimonies, godly counsel and fatherly advice. While we mourn, it is not 
as those without hope, for their lives have not closed in defeat and disaster, 
but as mighty conquerors they have finished their course with joy and have 
entered into eternal triumph. Wach of these brethren have left a faithful 
wife and children, to whom we extend our heartfelt sympathy; and in our 
prayers commend them to the infinite mercies and tender compassion of Him 
who regards the sparrow’s fall, who in this bereavement will support them 
as no one but God can. 

We recommend that a memorial service be held on Saturday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock, and that several who are best acquainted with the deceased be 
selected to make a few fitting remarks. 


III.—_ON REFORMS. 


As a church we were raised up to spread scriptural holiness over these 
lands; and as a professed holy people we stand opposed to all that is not 
holy. Along the line of reforms as a church we are the foremost, and as 
such are opposed to the customs and spirit of the world. As holiness an- 
tagonizes every unholy thing. so we as a holy people should antagonize all 
the evils which surround us. 

‘Especially do we call the attention of our people to the question of dress 
and ask them to dress in a neat, plain and respectable manner and especially 
urge the sisters to refrain from wearing too thin waists that show parts of 
the body and the disrespectable fad of wearing short sleeves and low-necked 
dresses which are a disgrace to our civilized nation. We also urge our peo- 
ple not to wear gold-bowed glasses. 

We see the coming doom of the liquor traffic, and hail it with delight; 
but there is much yet to*be done. Hell’s forces are on the field, and we 
must act and act right. We must push this battle, and as a conference 
stand solid for prohibition. We have no sympathy for any political party 
that does not stand for the prohibition of the curse; and do not see how 
a man can be a Bible Christian and fail to oppose with voice and vote 
this infernal evil. 

We still stand opposed to secret orders of every description, and our 
position is one of firm but uncompromising hostility to all secret, oath- 
bound organizations. 
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We also lament the increasing desecration of the Sabbath, and as a 
people oppose all unnecesary work of every kind on Sunday; also Sunday 
visiting and taking or reading Sunday newspapers. We should use our 
influence to secure legislation against Sunday excursion trains and the 
open theater, ete. 

We also believe there is need of reform among us as Free Meth- 
odists. This is an age of shams; and there is much sham holiness preached 
and professed by thousands around us. Holiness is fast becoming a fad in the 
so-called Christian world, but not true Bible. holiness. Holiness, or entire 
sanctification, as a second work of grace is our leading issue as a church. We 
see among our people a tendency to neglect this blessed experience, and there 
are many who, when they joined the church, professed the experience or proin- 
ised to seek until they obtained it, who have lost it and do not earnestly seek 
to regain it; or have not kept their vow to seek until they obtain it, and are 
settled into a comfortable, lukewarm profession of religion. This is alarming, 
and if it continues to increase we shall soon as a church have but a form with- 
out the power, a name to live and be dead. We therefore urge our preachers 
to push the doctrine and experience of entire sanctification both in private and 
in public more earnestly than we have before and show the people they must 
go on to this experience, or be damned. 

There seems to be a growing irreverence among our children and young 
people for the house of God. Our meetings are often disturbed by the chi 
dren of our own members. To remedy this we suggest that the preachers urge 
our people to insist on having their children sit in the pew with their parents 
during worship and not let them sit together in the back pews to play and 
disturb the meeting as is too often the case. Let us see to it that our chil- 
dren reverence the family altar. 

Our prayer and class meetings are too sparsely attended. There is too 
little burden for souls and too little love for the lost. If we are what we 
ought to be a revival spirit will prevail on every circuit, our borders will be 
enlarged, our Zion strengthened. 

In 1904 we had as a conference a membership of 1,746 and 271 proba- 
tioners; in 1907 we numbered but 1,799 and 189 probationers; practically no 
increase. Is not this cause for alarm? 

Brethren, something must be done or our candlestick will be removed from 
its place. Let us this coming year go to our closets and to our knees and let 
us stay there until we prevail with God for a mighty baptism of the Holy 
thost on preachers and people, until sinners shall enquire, “What shall we 
do?” 


IV.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


We your committee on Sunday-schools respectfully submit “the following 
report: 

We know that it is no easy task to say anything new upon the subject. 
But when we consider its importance it certainly appears that something 
ought to be said. 

The importance of Sunday-school work lies, first, in the worth of our chil- 
dren. Who can tell the value of one of these precious jewels—these souls for 
whom Jesus died? We might be offered mountains of gold for just one but 
would look upon it with scorn. Ofttimes we have counted ease, comfort, time. 
money, effort, aye, even life itself, as nothing for their sakes. And yet do we 
not neglect those things that make for their salvation and hold too lightly 
the means we ought to use with the greatest diligence to bring them to God? 

The importance of the Sunday-school appears again from the impression- 
able nature of a child. They will take their education largely from actions, 
scenes, which surround them, all have a part in forming the character. The 
child may be made a saint or a devil by the training it receives. God recog- 
nized this fact when He commanded the Israelites to diligently teach His 
commandments to their children. 
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Again, we see the great need of the Sunday-school in order to counteract 
the influence of false teaching, and also to fill the vacancy in the curriculum 
of the secular schools. These aim to develop the intellect alone, thus being 
altogether one-sided in their scope. Many children have no religious instruc- 
tion anywhere. If they can be brought into the Sunday-school, that lack will 
be supplied at least in part. 

The importance of good, properly conducted Sunday-schools is evident to 
those who are aware of the character of many schools around us; the world- 
liness, the unscriptural methods used, the many unsaved teachers employed. 
These and others things we may mention make the modern Sunday-school par- 
take too much of the character of the modern church. We are ready to affirm 
that we as a people do not sense the real worth of the Sunday-school. If it 
were appreciated as it should be and patronized accordingly, it would cer- 
tainly be a power for good in the education and salvation of our own and our 
neighbors’ children. 

How do we know that Free Methodists do not sense the real worth of the 
Sunday-school? Many do not attend. Does not that prove something? It is 
a sad sight indeed to us to see Free Methodists who have precious children 
for whose temporal, spiritual and eternal welfare they are responsible to a 
large extent lying around home during the Sunday-school hour, and then come 
to the other services and shout loud and long and tell how they love God and 
enjoy holiness. As a usual thing such parents try to send their children to 
the Sunday-school, but that only lasts while the children are small. Such con- 
duct is certainly wrong. We ought to attend and take our children with us. 
While the Sunday-school is intended mainly for children, it ought to not to 
be left to them and a few consecrated souls who teach them. 

The relation of the Sunday-school to the church should not be forgotten. 
It is not to be what the worldly young people’s societies are to the modern 
_ church, mere channels through which the young are brought into church mem- 
bership. But it should be regarded as a part of the church, not a mere ap- 
pendage, in which the young especially are indoctrinated and brought, by the 
influence of the Word and Spirit of God, into vital contact with Jesus the 
Christ. 

‘Then we fear that we do not see the need of the Holy Spirit’s presence and 
help in the Sunday-school as we do in the other services of the church. May 
we not and should we not have such outpourings of the Spirit in our Sunday- 
schools as will bring revival power and effects? The ultimate aim should be 
to have the children saved. This is the effect of truth believed and embraced. 

We desire to call attention to the important item of Sunday-school liter- 
ature. We have the best the world produces. Young people will read some- 
thing. Get the best for them. We freely recommend that put out by our pub- 
lishing house. We call attention too to those parts of our Discipline which 
treat of the religious instruction of children and the Sunday-school. This is 
for our preachers. Do we not neglect our duty in these things? 

Those modern expedients to interest and profit the people such as the 
Home Department, the Cradle Roll and others need not be feared because 
they are new. “He that winneth souls is wise.” Wisdom adopts any legiti- 
mate means and sanctifies it by prayer and devotion to the desired end. God 
help us to make a forward, aggressive movement to improve our Sunday- 
schools and bring our children to God. The trumpet is in our hands. Let us 
sound it forth to our membership, a duty call to more diligent service in be- 
half of the young. God speed our Sunday-school work!

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES - : 
I.—ON EDUCATION. 


Eyer since Elijah was president of Israel’s Theological Seminary, educa- 
tion has had a place in the economy of human advancement, and long before 
Elijah’s time a certain pair lost their birthright by a misdirected effort to 
acquire knowledge. Since then a similar disposition has possessed men lead- 
ing to manifold results. 

That a college education is desirable, and one of the accomplishments of 
man, we admit; that it is indispensably necessary ,and always makes a man 
more useful, we deny. Man may have a large fund of fine sense, but if he 
lacks common sense he is like a ship without a rudder. Franklin, Sherman 
and others emerged from a workshop and illuminated the world as brightly as 
the most profound scholar from a college. By a proper improvement of time, 
in this enlightened age, and in our free country, all who will may lay in a 
stock of knowledge that will enable him when he arrives at manhood to take 
a respectable stand by the side of those who have grown up in the full blaze 
of a collegiate education. 

Knowledge does not comprise all which is contained in the large term of 
education. As Daniel Webster says, “The feelings are to be disciplined, the 
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passions are to be restrained, true and worthy motives are to be inspired; a 
profound religious feeling is to be instilled, and pure morality inculeated un- 
der all circumstances—all this is comprised in education.” 

This being the case how very unsafe to send our boys and girls to many 
of our high schools, colleges and universities of our fair land, where too often 
the precious doctrines that have been the salvation of millions are laughed to 
scorn; experimental and practical piety is ignored; scepticism is at a premium, 
and faith at a discount. 

Surely the time is not far distant when we as a conference will have home 
facilities for acquiring an education without the objectionable features men- 
tioned above. Until such times we would recommend the patronage of the 
schools already established in our sister conferences, ‘over the lines,’ where 
they train for character; for as one has said, “It is no advantage to know much, 
unless he lives according to what he knows, for knowledge has no other end 
than goodness; and he who is made good is in possession of a far richer treas- 
ure than he whose knowledge is the most extensive, and yet is destitute of 
goodness; for what the latter is seeking by his great acquirements, the former 
already possesses.” 


II.—_ON PUBLICATIONS. 


We conclude that the printing press is one of the most powerful and active 
agencies in existence. It is surely one of the modern wonders of the world. 
Napoleon once said, “Four hostile newspapers are more to be feared than a 
hundred thousand enemies.” 

Were the entire press used in the services of Jesus Christ, the outlook 
would be gloriously gratifying to the church of God; however, such is not the 
ease, as the devil has seized upon this wonderful factor and is running it at 
lightning speed both day and night for the destruction of our race. 

Almost numberless are the printed advertisements of impurity, such as 
novels, papers, indecent bulletin boards, and obscene pictures, which are witb 
shameful persistence thrust under our nose on the cars, offered for sale in our 
stores. or stuck up for inspection on our thoroughfares, against all of which 
we raise our hands in holy horror. We would also call attention to the harm- 
ful influence of that so-called religious literature which contains theological 
error, or heresy, some of which are Mormonism, No-hellism, Popery, No-sect- 
ism, Dowieism, Antinomianism, and the theory of baptismal regeneration, 
against all of which we as a church should present a solid front. 

If it is true that we inevitably become a part of what we read, we should 
earefully guard our homes against becoming either a dumping ground or a 
repository for vile, compromising, or even misleading literature, however 
cheap it may appear to be. 

We are glad that as a church we are more than ever awake to the import- 
ance of reading, and circulating good literature, and especially our own wide- 
awake denominational publications, which set forth in a clear manner the prin- 
ciples for which we as a church contend. We would recommend the Holy Bible 
as the book of books, and next to that the many good books being put out by 
‘our publishing house treating upon religious and kindred subjects. The one 
‘which should stand in the forefront of every denomination is the official organ. 
We believe the Free Methodist stands first among our publications. Its con- 
stantly increasing circulation is a source of gladness and encouragement to 
all concerned. We would urge our ministers to endeaver to get our church pa- 
per into every family in our connection on their circuit, as we do not see how 
they can be intelligent Free Methodists without it. We are pleased with the 
temporal prosperity enjoyed by the paper since it was put on a cash basis. 
The Missionary Tidings is.a welcome visitor in the homes of many of our peo- 
ple, but its circulation should be much larger, as it occupies an important 
place in our rapidly advancing foreign missionary work. 

We are glad to note the purity and attractiveness of our Sunday-school 
publications, all of which are good in the superlative degree, and are certainly 
exerting an influence for good upon the Sunday-schools of our conference. Our 
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graded lesson helps reflect much credit upon their editors, and are, we con- 
sider, second to none. 

In these days of rapidly advancing temperance sentiment, every family 
should take at least one good Canadian prohibition paper. We must be intel- 
ligently informed in order to use our influence with the best possible effect 
against the liquor traffic and kindred evils. As such a paper we would rec- 
ommend, “The Pioneer,” of Toronto, Ontario. 

We rejoice that our publishing house is in so prosperous a condition. The 
work performed by our beloved editor and staff, and the able management of 
our publishing agents, meet our hearty approval, and obligates us as a con- 
ference to patronize our own publishing house in preference to all others, all 
things being equal.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The thirtieth annual session of the Ohio conference was held in the Free 
Methodist church at Columbus. Ohio, August 26-29, 1908. In the absence of 
Bishop Jones at the opening of the session, the conference was called to orcer 
by the secretary of last year, who conducted the devotional exercises and 
acted as temporary chairman in organizing the conference. W. B. Olmstead 
was elected president pro. tem., and presided’ over the first sitting with abil- 
ity, and to the entire satisfaction of all. 

Bishop Jones came to us in the fulness of the Spirit and was present at 
the opening of the second sitting. He presided with his usual ability and 
dispatch. His preaching was in the Spirit and in power. 

The local pastor, O. M. Shaw, succeeded well indeed in providing enter- 
tainment for the conference and the large number of visitors in attendance. 
He, with his efficient helpers, as well as the pilgrims at Columbus, deserve 
great credit. 

Over eight hundred dollars was raised in cash and subscriptions for 
various purposes during the conference session. Included in this amount, 
$526.75 was raised for the purpose of erecting a Free Methodist parsonage 
in the city of Columbus, and about $170 for foreign missions. The Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society reported as having raised for foreign missions 
during the past year $1,316.81. 

A solemn and impressive memorial service was held in memory of our 
departed and greatly beloved brother in the ministry, the Rey. C. F. Scott, 
who died during the past year in the triumphs of a living faith, and entered 
into rest. A number of the brethren took part in this service and talked 
very feelingly upon the life and death of this devoted servant of God. We 
trust that prayer may be offered up to God in behalf of the bereaved widow 
and fatherless children. 

©. W. Warner, H. F. Aiken, Walter A. Sayre, H. C. Gravina and Foreman 
Lincicome were ordained deacons Sunday at the opening of the morning sery- 
ice, and John Timbers and E. S. Jennings were ordained elders at the open- 
ing of the Sunday afternoon services. é 

Rev’s. Powers and Cobb, holiness evangelists of the Methodist Episcopal 
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church, and Rey. Smith of the United Brethren church were introduced to the 
conference, and invited to honorary seats. Rey’s. Powers and Smith each 
briefly addressed the conference. 

Saturday night under the auspices of the W. F. M. S.. J. P. Brodhead, 
superintendent of our missionary work in South Africa, presented his stere- 
opticon views of the African mission field, with an: interesting and deeply 
spiritual lecture on the missionary work in that country. : 

Brother and Sister Matthewson, our own missionaries from Japan, were 
with us and gaye interesting and inspiring addresses on their work in that 
great and needy field, Sunday afternoon. 

General Sunday-school Secretary W. B. Olmstead represented the inter- 
ests of the publishing house and seemed to do a considerable business during 
the conference session. 

The three district elders, J. H. Hayden, D. W. Wesley and J. GC. Sher- 
burne were elected Sunday-school secretaries on their respective districts. We 
trust that through this action of the conference that the interest in our Sab- 
bath-school work will be greatly increased throughout the conference. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Reading has been for ages one of the ways of informing the mind con- 
cerning those things which were, are, and shall be. In our days it is one of 
the most powerful agencies to this end; and the greater part of the informa- 
tion in reference to all branches of knowledge is obtained in this way. at 
least, by the majority of men. It is the duty of Christians to read, and to 
read much. “Give attendance to reading,’ was Paul’s exhortation to his son 
in the gospel. 

God’s people should be careful and discriminating as to what they read. 
It is no longer a question of getting something to read, but the question is 
to get that class of literature which is wholesome, uplifting and edifying. 
The great mass of publications is not of this character, but is enfeebling to 
the mind, debasing to the life and ruinous to the souls of men. We would 
advise our people to choose their literature with the carefulness with which 
they select their food. And in their choice we would assist them by naming 
a few books and publications that have been and ever must be read with 
intellectual and spiritual profit. 

1. The Bible, that book of Books; a book for the morning, noon and 
night of man’s existence upon earth; a book for every clime, people and na- 
tion: a book the source of which is pure, the benefits of which are healing 
and purifying, containing the very essence of eternal life. 

2. “Pilgrim’s Progress,’ that immortal allegory, which delineates with 
great clearness and perspicuity the road leading to the Celestial City. 

3. The publications of our own publishing house, we would most highly 
commend: the books in the various course of study; the various missionary 
productions, such as, “The Life of Clara Leffingwell,” “Mission Work in South 
and East Africa,’ “Life of Harry Agnew,” ete. 

4. Our Sunday-school literature is second to none in helping to mould 
the character of our young people, and others as they associate with us in 
our Sunday-school work. We also commend to the notice of our people 
Brother W. B. Olmstead’s “Handbook for Sunday-school Workers.” Last, 
put not least, we again call attention to “The Free Methodist,’ which, if we 
would be intelligent and enlightened members of our church, we must have 
come to our homes, lay upon our tables and read continuously. 


II—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


There has never been a time in the history of the church when such ef- 
forts were made to enlarge the churches and Sunday-schools, as there is now- 
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Nearly every Sunday-school in other denominations are divided committees 
represented by the Blue and Red ribbons and making every. effort, whether 
it be good or bad, to out-do the other committee in adding new members to 
the school. Then, after they have them in the school, at the next revival 
effort, they take them all into the church without repentance or salvation. 

There is a great progress reported in the Sunday-school movement, and 
the Sunday-school forms a continuous circle of the world. At the last “World’s 
International Convention,” one sitting of that convention was held amid the 
ruins of the arena where a few centuries back, the martyrs shed their blood 
for the sport of the cruel Nero and the crowd of spectators. As Free Meth- 
odists we do not measure our success by the mere numbers that we may 
gather into the Sunday-school, but by the number of souls actually saved; 
and how can this be accomplished if the classes are to be taught by unsaved 
teachers? As Free Methodists we must quicken our diligence; there is a 
broad field before us. 

Let us furnish to our boys and girls and to as many aS we can gather 
into our schools, where the gospel is taught in all its fulness, and where only 
pure literature is scattered among the scholars. Our “Light and Life’ les- 
sou papers, which, in our opinion, is the best there is. So many of the papers 
published by other houses are little better than novels, and only lead the 
pupil to desire a story of a deeper plot. 

The most of our pastors and people in Ohio are not able to enter into the 
township and county conventions on account of the way in which they are 
conducted or carried on, for if they take part, they think they will be par- 
takers of the whole. So we must have conventions of our own. We advise 
that this conference elect the three district elders to the office of district Sun- 
day-school secretary of their respective districts, and that they provide for 
conventions to be held on their districts. We think that the Teacher Train- 
ing classes that are being proposed by our Sunday-school secretary are an 
effort in the right direction, and that every PASTOR SHOULD ORGANIZE SUCH A 
cLass on his circuit. 

We should be very careful in holding the special days that our Disci- 
pline provides for; and as the Discipline requires, hold a religious service for 
the children, instead of an entertainment by the children. 

We believe that the pastors of every circuit should take an active part 
in the Sunday-school on their circuits. 


IIJ—ON REFORMS. 


Your committee on Reforms beg to submit the following report: 

1. THe Liquor Trarric.—One of the great needs of reform in our land 
is that of the liquor traffic. It is the demoralizing curse of our land and a 
disgrace to opr civilization. We believe the only remedy for it is the abso- 
lute prohibition of the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors as a bey- 
erage. We do not believe local option to be a success, and never can be so 
long as the old parties are in power. We must have Prohibitionists to en- 
force prohibition laws, therefore we insist on voting for prohibitionists. 

2. Tosacco.—Another great evil is the tobacco habit, and especially the 
deadly cigarette. We recommend that we fight this evil to the death. 

8. Secret Socrermes.—We must not give the trumpet an uncertain sound 
against the anti-Christian secret society. They are rivals and enemies of 
- church, and of Jesus Christ. We sympathize with the laboring classes, but 
we can not countenance the un-Americanism and anti-Chrstian principles of 
labor unions which deny to those who are not members, the right to earn an 
honest living. 

4. Dress.cWe are pleased to note the plainness of our pilgrims and the 
firm stand our people take on the line of dress. Yet we still feel and see the 
need of crying out against the god of fashion. Are not some adding useless 
trimmings and adornments for the purpose of evading the reproach that at- 
tends the pilgrim route? Is there not a tendency among some to conform to 
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the world by the wearing of some articles of dress that draws undue atten- 

tion, and which also tends to worldliness? Some do not yield to the fashions 

themselves, but lavish their pride upon their children and home. Do we prove 

that we possess the spirit of self-denial when we spend so much money for 

self and homes, when there is such a demand for means to carry on the work 
of the penne Let us not remove the ancient landmarks which our fathers 
ave set. 

5. SABBATH DESECRATION.—AS a nation we are becoming more and more 
Sabbath breakers. The disregard for the day is shown by the increase of Sab- 
bath traffic, pleasure and labor. The day has become a holiday, rather than 
a day of rest. We see such a tendency to visit and seek pleasure on God’s 
holy day, that we feel we should cry out against it on every line. 

6. PasroraL Visitine.—The growing tendency of the age is ease and 
comfort, and this spirit is foreign to the exhortation of Christ, that we should 
deny ourselves and take up our cross daily and follow Him. We should en- 
deavor to assist those under our care and to aid in salvation of souls by in- 
structing them in their homes. What unspeakable need there is of this? Our 
religion is not sufficiently deep if visiting is neglected. It is superficial, par- 
tial and uneven. It will be so until we spend half as much time in this vis- 
iting as we do in talking uselessly. Sad indeed to know of the many homes 
never entered by God’s messengers and how often the cry comes from even 
our own members, that the preacher never visits us. If filling appointments 
was all the pastor had to do, how pleasant life indeed. How few deny them- 
selves and go out into the highways to comfort and cheer, and to tell a dying 
world of a Christ that loves, and is interested in them. Some pastors have 
certain places to visit because it is convenient and pleasant, but how few visit 
the unpleasant places, and let their light shine into the dismal and dingy 
homes where love and sunshine never comes? God help us as preachers of 
the Ohio conference to shake off this stupor and indifference that is creeping 
over us, and to deny ourselves and take our cross daily and visit. 

7. Tue Criass-Mrrtine.—The class-meeting is being supplemented by the 
modern testimony services. Our work is seriously suffering because the class- 
meeting is neglected. In view of the important relation our class-meetings 
sustain to the work of God and the development of Christian experience, our 
preachers should by all means insist on the old-time class-meeting, and see 
to it that they are held in every society. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


The subject of education should be of great interest to all. The design in 
the mind of the Creator was that the faculties of the mind should be devel- 
oped and used to the glory of God, to the good of ourselves and all mankina. 
While intellectual development does not of itself make man a moral or relig- 
ious being, yet it may greatly aid him to become both moral and religious and 
facilitate his usefulness to God and mankind. It also places him under 
greater moral responsibility, which, if he fulfils, will secure to him the 
greater blessings here and in the world to come. Therefore we must conclude 
that it is the duty of all to educate themselves (so far as possible) not only 
in the common branches of learning, but in scientific, moral and religious in- 
struction. 

* * * * * * * * ‘ 

We would express our appreciation of our school at Spring Arbor, Mich- 
igan, to which many of our young people of Ohio have gone and are going 
to prepare themselves for useful lives in the Lord’s vineyard; a school where 
the moral tone is not only high, but the spiritual atmosphere is soul-inspir- 
ing; where the mental training is thorough and the expenses are very mod- 
erate. We would recommend that our people in Ohio patronize this school 
so far as possible, and also help with their means to keep it advancing. 

We also express our appreciation of all these noble institutions Hast and 
West and esteem them very highly for their works’ sake; among which is the

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON EDUCATION. 


So long as children are born, the subject of education will be an import- 
ant one. Whatever of disparity there may be in the birth of children in 
other particulars, in one respect they are all born alike. The child of the 
king, and the child of the slave; the child of the rich, and the child of the 
poor; the child of the philosopher, and the child of the illiterate; each and 
every one is born in a state of absolute ignorance. All knowledge is acquired 
subsequent to birth. 

A great responsibility therefore rests upon those who bring a child life 
into being. The nurturing of that human life, so as to develop the native fac- 
ulties in their relations to each other, and to furnish the understanding with 
that variety of knowledge which shall equip it for the practical duties and 
experiences of life, is a grave duty and high honor. 

The ultimate object in education should be personal character. Character 
is vastly more important than conquest. A bad person may do things that 
are good; he may do many good things. He will also do things that are bad. 
But a good man can not knowingly do bad things. “A good tree cannot bring 
forth eyil fruit; neither can a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. Wherefore 
by their fruits ye shall know them,” so said He who spake as never man 
spake. (Matt. 12: 23.) 5 

Therefore, what we are, is far more important than what we do. The 
inherent quality of what we do, being a true index of what we are. 

How pertinent is the following from De Fellenberg: “I call that education 
which embraces the culture of the whole man, with all his faculties, subject- 
ing his senses, his understanding and his passions to reason, to conscience and 
the evangelical laws of the Christian revelation.” 

For two generations there has been a growing tendency in our public 
schools to ignore the moral education of the youth. Much, and expert atten- 
tion has been given to intellectual and physical education. This we should 
have done, and not left the other undone. : 

The effect of this delinquency in moral and religious education is appar- 

ent in our social, political and commercial activites. We are persuaded, how- 
ever, that in recent years there has been an awakening to the necessity of the 
moral and religious element in education, if we are to have the best and most 
practical results. 
i The words of Channing are significant and are worthy of careful con- 
sideration by all who are engaged in educational work. He says, “The exal- 
tation of talent as it is called, above virtue and religion, is the curse of the 
age. Education is now chiefly a stimulus to learning, and thus man acquires 
power without the principles which alone make it good. Talent is worshiped; 
but if divorced from rectitude, it will prove more of a demon than a god.” 

Believing that our denominational schools in this educational work seek, 
as the goal of their effort, the development of true character in their students 
we most heartily recommend them, and urge all who can do so, to aid in their 
‘maintainance, and also to secure them students. 

Inasmuch as this conference last year said in its adopted report, “We re- 
gret we have no denominational school of our own within our borders, or of 
easy access,” your committee recommend ‘that a committee of five be elected 
by this conference to consider and report at the next session of this confer- 
ence, 1. As to the advisability of establishing a school of seminary grade 
within the bounds of the Oklahoma conference. 2. To secure if possible the 
‘consent of the Board of Education for the Oklahoma conference to promote 
such a school. 3. To consider the subject of location, and report any pro- 
posals of site or aid which may be made by individuals or communities. 4. 
‘To present to this conference at its next session some outlined method. of 
‘financing the enterprise if it shall be promoted. 5. In behalf of this confer- 
ence to propose to the managers of the Orleans Seminary, that they negotiate

the sale of their property, and unite with the Oklahoma conference and con- 
tiguous territory, in locating a seminary somewhat central for our confer- 
ences west of the Missouri River. 


IIl.—ON PUBLIGATIONS. : 


Publications are many. The hours spent in reading are few. . Therefore 
if we can read the best and not merely good literature, we have actually 
added some years, to our lives, measuring life by what we crowd into it. 

The moral tone of that printed matter which approaches nearest to the 
Bible standard of human conduct and character is unquestionably the best. 
At least seventy-five per cent. of the literature in circulation at the present 
is unworthy the notice of any Christian. If the worthlessness of this litera- 
ture was the only feature we could ignore its existence, but knowing the in- 
jurious effects, to warn against its perusal becomes our duty. 

To consider the subject as it relates to our own denomination is more 
particularly the intention of this report. The Free Methodist church as a 
denomination is separate and distinct from all others; and if we would be as 
great a blessing in the future as we have been in the past we must maintain 
this position. To this end let each department of the church bear the branuw 
of Free Methodism. Our publications should be no exception to this rule. 
Therefore we urge those among us who have the ability, to write articles for 
the various departments of our church paper, especially the “Holiness” de- 
partment, in order that its pages need not be filled with clippings from other 
periodicals. which is too much the case. 

We note with approval the books now circulating among us from Free 
Methodist authors and hope that the number will increase. We also note 
with pleasure the fact that there are more copies of the Free Methodist taken 
in the Oklahoma conference in proportion to the membership than in thirty- 
four other conferences throughout the connection. 

We disapprove of any individual in the Free Methodist church editing 
or publishing, as a personal enterprise, a religious periodical and obtaining 
subscribers for the same among our members for the following reasons: 
1. It interferes with the circulation of the regular authorized denominational 
publications. 2. Such a course tends toward independency or a lack of church 
loyalty. 3. It prevents free action on the part of the church in providing 
for the publication of additional periodicals as they are thought to be neces- 
sary. 

There are so many of these private enterprises springing up that sell 
books as well as print papers, that it affects the sale of books at the publish- 
ing house. “These things ought not so to be.” We suggest that the Executive 
Committee at its next meeting consider the matter. 

Since the Board of Education not only has to do with our existing educa- 
tional institutions but with any others which may yet be started it would 
seem that the executive committee, which has the general supervision of the 
publishing interests of the church during the interim of the general confer- 
ence sessions, should have equal authority; and it would seem to be the duty 
of any loyal Free Methodist before engaging in a personal enterprise which 
would effect the “publishing interests of the church’ to confer with and se 
cure the approval of the executive committee. 

We believe that conference papers tend toward sectionalism and that 
the harm done in interfering with the circulation of the Free Methodist is 
greater than the good they accomplish. We desire to see the circulation of 
the Free Methodist increased. We urge all our preachers and class leaders 
to familiarize themselves each week wifh the contents of the paper and both 
in public and private to frequently speak of the excellent things they have 
found therein. 

We recommend that at all our large gatherings some suitable person be 
appointed, by those in charge, who shall, without commission, distribute 
Sample copies, represent and take subscriptions for the Free Methodist. 
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II1.—ON CHARITIES, 


Nothing is more becoming a profession of faith in Christ than devotion 
to the proper care of the sick, the aged, and the poor. St. Paul, in writing 
to Timothy, says: ‘This is a faithful saying, and these I will that thou affirm 
constantly ; that they which haye believed may be careful to maintain good 
works.” And with respect to the feeding of the hungry, the visitation of the 
sick, and of such as are in prison, Jesus tells us the King will at last say to 
those on His right hand, “Inasmuch as ye did it unto one of the least of these, 
ye did it unto Me;” and to those upon His left hand, ‘Inasmuch as ye did 
it not to one of the least of these, ye did it not to Me.” j 

As Free Methodists we should abound everywhere in works of charity 
and beneficence. Like the early Methodists we should be noted for the visita- 
tion of the poor, the sick, the unfortunate, and those who are in prison, and 
for ministering to their needs. Especially should we make it an important 
part of our work to care for our own poor and to look after the widows and 
orphans who are in need wherever we find them. 

We rejoice exceedingly that we have several incorporated, accredited, well- 
conducted and effective institutions among us, devoted to caring for orphan 
children and for indigent and needy aged people. These are: 

1. The Orphanage and Home of the Free Methodist church, situated at 
Gerry, New York, with fine separate buildings for the children and the old 
people; with a school for the children, church privileges for all, a fine farm 
operated in the interest of the institution and a record of about twenty years 
in which all its affairs have been wisely administered. 

2. The Chicago Industrial Home for Children at Woodstock, Illinois, with 
official headquarters in Chicago. This institution has for about a quarter or 
a century been caring for neglected and unfortunate children, whether orphans 
or not, training them intellectually and industrially, and finally placing them 
in Christian homes. It has won a ,high degree of merit, such as should com- 
mend it to the favorable recognition of all our people. 

38. The Old Peoples’ Rest Home at Woodstock, Illinois, is a duly incor- 
porated institution, caring for aged and dependent people in a way and on 
conditions quite similar to those of the institution at Gerry, New York. These 
all are institutions of our own church, regularly reporting their work and all 
moneys received and disbursed to the proper authorities; and we commend 
them to the recognition and financial support of all our people. Such institu- 
tions need not only donations, bequests, etc., in money, but clothing, provisions, 
and reading matter. All our brethren and local societies should do what they 
can to supply these needs. 

We recommend that our people in the Oklahoma conference remember. 
these institutions in preference to such as are not in any sense of the word 
Free Methodist institutions, 

We further recommend that the committee On Charities be made a stand- 
ing committee for the year, with whom our people can correspond in refer- 
ence to the needs of our charitable institutions, as to how to aid them, and 
with whom the superintendents of such institutions can correspond and through 
whom they may co-operate at any time in getting their cause before our people 
generally. 

IV.—ON PROHIBITION. 


Never in the history of the cause of prohibition has there been such en- 
couraging conditions as now exist. There seems to be a general, widespread 
awakening, sweeping over the nation, which will, if it continues, speedily 
bring about an abolition of the abominable traffic in alcoholic liquors as a bey- 
erage. 

Since our President signed the Statehood bill and our governor took his 
oath of office, an apparent change has taken place in Oklahoma. Most of the 
buildings of our towns where alcoholic drinks were sold, only to ruin manhood 
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and womanhood, blight homes, make wives widows, and children orphans, are 
now occupied by legitimate and prosperous business interests. 

The banks of our state report a larger amount of money on deposit than 
at any time in our history as a state; and that many of the depositors are 
men who formerly squandered their earnings at the saloon bar, and brought 
their families into distress and poverty. At the end of six weeks of statehood 
our governor declared that, from the statements of the liquor men, the state 
had saved a million dollars as a result of prohibition. , 

Soberness is now manifested among a multitude who, previous to state- 
wide prohibition, were almost continually in the gutter. 

For these omens of good we should thank God and take courage, and yet 
we must not forget that the drink evil is not yet so dead ‘and forgotten, or 
its supporters so discouraged, that we may give up the battle and beat our 
swords into ploughshares and our spears into pruning hooks. 

The important question that demands the attention of the people of Okla- 
homa at this time is the “Senate Bill, No. 61.” We quote the following from 
ie official pamphlet of state questions as an argument in favor of the Agency 
bill: 

“The Article on Prohibition, submitted separately and adopted by the peo- 
ple at the last election as a part of the Oklahoma Constitution, specifically 
authorizes the Legislature to do what it has done in passing the Billups Law 
(Senate Bill 61), including the establishing of agencies for the sale of liquors 
for medical and scientific purposes in towns of two thousand population. 

“Article I of said law establishes such agencies in such size towns. It 
also proposes to authorize the agency superintendent, with the approval of 
the governor, to establish them in towns of one thousand population, or wher- 
ever else public necessity demands because of distance from another agency, 
etc.; but to do this the constitution must be amended. 

“The purpose of the proposed amendment is, that the people living in the 
country or smaller towns may not be put‘to so much more inconvenience than 
the people living in the cities, whenever they have to buy liquors for medi- 
cine. 

“The size of towns where agencies may be established is the only respect 
wherein this measure proposes a change in the constitution. 

“Tf a majority of the people vote ‘yes’ on this question, besides the agen- 
cies now established, the agency superintendent and governor will be author- 
ized to establish them in smaller towns when necessary; but if a majority on 
this subject vote ‘no,’ the agencies already established will be discontinued. 

“In any event prohibition of liquor for beverage-purposes will continue. 
The question of prohibition or no prohibition is not involved in this election. 
The only difference will be, that if this question is voted down, there will 
be no lawful way in this state to buy alcohol or other intoxicating liquors 
when required by the physician for medicinal purposes.” 

The argument as quoted has reference to Articles I. and II. of soil bill 
which contains the feature that is in question in the minds of many who are in 
favor of absolute prohibition, or the sale of alcohol for medical and scientific 
purposes. Neither the Prohibition party, the Anti-Saloon League, nor our own 
church has taken a stand against the sale of alcohol for legitimate purposes. 

One fact may be noticeable and amusing here; that is, the sudden and re- 
markable conversion of so many into absolute prohibitionists and strict law 
enforcement committees, who were before the state election in contention for 
local option as against prohibition. Their loud, deceitful clamor has biased 
the minds of many true friends and advocates of true prohibition. 

After a thorough study of the bill and a consideration of the testimony of 
leading third party prohibitionists and leaders of the Anti-Saloon League, your 
committee believes that every Free Methodist voter in the state should cast his 
ballot for “Senate Bill No. 61,” and stand firmly for the enforcement of the 
same. 

Another question which. confronts the cause of prohibition here and else- 
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where, is the “Interstate Commerce Law.” The law should be so amended as 
to prohibit transportation companies from shipping liquor for beverage pur- 
poses into prohibition states. In view of the fact that neither the Democratic 
or Republican parties, or their nominees for president of the United States, 
have declared in favor of prohibition as a national issue, we further recom- 
mend that every Free Methodist voter cast his ballot for the nominee of the 
Prohibition party.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
{£—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The subject of publications is one of vast importance and should be treated 
very seriously and carefully by all. It covers a vast field, reaching from the 
most obscure writer and orator, to the most noted. Every writer and orator 
has a following, regardless of character, which thing must be taken into con- 
sideration when making a selection from the various publications. The life 
and character of every individual is involuntarily molded after the likeness 
of the individual we follow in the field of thought. We suggest therefore that 
preat care be taken and much wisdom used in making selections from the vari- 
ous publications abroad in the land to-day, and make only those selections 
that will form a taste for the better class of publications. With a habit of 
this kind once formed, the problem of future action will be materially solved. 

What man is there to-day that would dare to say, “I should rather have 
lived in former days?’ We occupy a position pre-eminently high and exalted, 
one never before attained in our history as a people. ,This is particularly 
true in the field of literature. So we may truly say, “We point with pride 
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to advance in every field we hold and boast of our intelligence compared with 
those of old. Our pens so bright, yea filled with light, unto their mission go, 
until their power is'felt alike by every friend and foe.” There possibly never 
was a time when mankind was so influenced by what he reads as to-day. 

The legitimate results are that we are surrounded with opportunities, 
privileges and possibilities unheard of before, due largely to our present form 
of government. 

With that degree of freedom, of speech and the press which we now have, 
a great developing school has opened up that has wrought many wonders in 
the world of publications. 

We wish to say at this point that, from our lofty pinnacle of present at- 
tainment, we soar out into the ethereal realm of possibility and are there 
met by our constant companion and guide, Responsibility, which has grown 
from a mere child into a great and mighty giant, now our constant compan- 
ion and master, by whose law we must one day be judged. The mighty influ- 
ences of these’forces, for the elevating or degrading of mankind, is far beyond 
our range of vision or power of comprehension. 

Beginning very early in life and continuing down to old age, we stand 
as living monuments, deeply inscribed by the literary sculptor’s hand, por- 
traying unmistakably clear the character of the persons we have made our 
constant companions. 

The speeches of Henry, Lincoln and Clay will live for ages in the minds 
of the American people. The mere mentioning of these men brings a thrill! 
of joy and patriotism to our hearts which nothing can erase. Again we look 
at the heavenly plants of temperance and prohibition, which have been grow- 
ing so rapidly of late, and well may we ask, Why such a rapid advance? 
This is largely due to the seed of literature, which has been so bountifully 
sown of late years; and may the God of all grace grant that the harvest may 
more than satisfy our most sanguine hopes. As a people we live in an age of 
reading, and are ready for and anxiously awaiting every new publication. In 
fact, many thousand copies of some publications are sold before they are ever 
published. 

“The Latest,” “Up-to-Date” and “Just Out,’ and such titles, with a glow- 
ing description of some sensational publications, are making great headway 
and swelling their circulation to enormous figures; while many of the stand- 
ard and time-honored publications are relegated to the past, and deep plety 
and spirituality comes to a close, and is only known of as a historic fact. 

If our people would profit by the experience of others and select only 
that kind of literature which has been instrumental in forming the life and 
character of the great men of the past, we would become more knowing and 
more holy. Paul said to Timothy, “Study to shew thyself approved unto God, 
a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the/word of truth.” 

The next question is, What shall we study? We do not claim to lay down 
a rule infallible, but one that will be very helpful, if followed closely. Con- 
stantly and carefully read and study the word'of God as the only true foun- 

dation of all literary works; in fact the first publication ever issued to man. 

We would then suggest that a suitable selection be made for each mem- 
ber of the family in order, without regard to the cost. It would be worse 
than folly to suppose that no variety is required to meet the demands of the 
growing intellect. 

We believe the best paper for Free Methodists is The Pree Methodist. 
We consider the Sunday-school supplies put out by our publishing house sec- 
ond to none and worthy of a liberal patronage. 

In conclusion we would say, we believe that great care and wisdom has 
been taken in making the selection of books that are handled by the publish- 
ing house, and recommend that our people patronize it preferable to all others 
and thereby aid in the spreading of scriptural holiness, for which we stand 
as a church. Our influence and prayers should be for the people we love and 
give our lives. 
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II—ON EDUCATION. 


Education means development. We are in the midst of great privileges 
for development, and in order to become what we should be, we must make it 
important that we avail ourselves of the opportunity which we have. 

The church demands of us diligence in this respect; and if we fail in this 
sense by our negligence, we must expect to suffer the consequences of the same. 
The prevailing idea seems to be, that education may be considered a matter 
of very little importance. But not so, with the other duties that are obligatory 
upon us in the great work of God. It is also important that we be diligent 
in this respect. God has blessed mankind with faculties of ‘mind which He 
designs should be improved. In order to the improvement of them we are un- 
der obligations to avail ourselves of the numerous privileges with which we 
are provided. Our church has provided us with as clean.a list of publications 
as are to be found anywhere. 

We believe if the ministry was more studious and more zealous in study- 
ing and circulating the books and periodicals handled by the publishing house, 
as well as following the directions given in our book of Discipline, a great 
wave of genuine revival fire could be kindled which would burn for ages to 
come.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I—ON REFORMS. 


We believe it is necessary to continue to put(ourselves on record in ref- 
erence to reforms. 

TuE Liquor Trarric—This traffic still continues to be one of the great- 
est curses to our nation. For years it has been the willing tool of every 
ruling corporate influence, and in turn has been the leader of every form of 
eivie and political depravity. It has allied itself with every degree of vice 
and has fostered and protected the criminal and vicious. It has bought city 
councils and corrupted state legislatures, and blocked many laws that sought 
to loosen its yoke from the neck of the people. 

It has no legitimate place, because wherever it touches it blights like fire 
and leaves only the ashes of former prosperity and former happiness in its 
wake. It gives nothing but takes everything. It builds nothing but is ever: 
destroying. It panders to the weakest and worst traits of man and strangles 
every impulse for good and decency. It is the father of; murder and the 
mother of theft, the sister of harlotry and the blood brother of degeneracy. 
It knows it is wrecking manhood, debauching politics and binding people to 
hellish slavery. It knows that it is stealing the honor of man, the virtue of 
woman and the future of the children, and it continues stealing them. What 
thief in all criminal history can approximate this record? 

There can be no excuse for the existence of a traffic that brazenly and 
defiantly kills, steals and furthers every crime from rape to arson. We hang 
the murderer it has manufactured, we ostracize the harlot whose livelihood 
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it furnishes and incarcerate the thief whose honesty it has destroyed. Show 
it consideration? What a travesty upon justice. 

It is expected of all our people who have a vote to cast, that the ballot 
at all times will stand for the annihilation of the liquor traffic. 

Tospacco.—The use of tobacco is a stepping-stone to the drink habit. It 
is a waste of money, a destoyer of health, a filthiness of the flesh, and detri- 
mental to spiritual life. As a church we have nothing but condemnation for 
this filthy practise and will never consent to any one becoming a member of 
the Free Methodist church while continuing its use in any form. 

PASTORAL Suprort.—While many of our: people are doing all they ought 
for the support of the gospel, there are some who are not doing their tvhole 
duty in this respect. Many of our preachers are receiving less than a com- 
mon laborer earns; and for this reason, in some instances, become discour- 
aged and leave the work. While we acknowledge that many of the circuits 
are financially weak, yet a marked improvement could be made if all would 
adopt the plan of systematic giving. 

Dress.—That worldliness in the matter of dress is creeping into the 
church is evident. We need to take heed to the promise we made to “forever 
lay aside all superfluous ornaments,” and at the same time to wear sufficient 
clothing for modesty and comfort. 

CLASS-MEETINGS.—We regard the class-meeting an estimable means of 
grace; one that cannot be neglected without spiritual loss. Our ministers 
should urge all the members under their care to attend the class-meeting. 
In order to a better understanding of the purpose or manner of conducting 
the class-meeting, we recommend to all the book entitled, “The Class-Meeting 
as a Means of Grace,” by Bishop Wilson T. Hogue. 


II1—ON CHURCH LITERATURE. 


Church - literature, as an exponent of morals and a conservator of relig- 
ious thought, is a mighty factor in molding the social, national and religious 
character of present day life. In fact, the religious sentiment thus expressed 
must be taken into account in the final analysis of present existing condi- 
tion. 

“Byery great religious movement leaves its mark in letters.” The spirit 
of the Reformation touched the life of Germany, and the inspiration found 
its expression in a’ gush of literary prowress. Bunyan’s intrepid spirit, look- 
ing through barred windows, caught sight of a city, which so far materi- 
alized, that “‘Pilgrim’s Progress” proved the salvation of England, and became 
the moral assets with which to endow a nation under sturdy Puritan life. 

If you wish to know the character of an age, read the literature of that 
age; if you wish to know the character of a church, read the literature of 
that church. Church literature may not only prove a blessing by keeping 
before the mind distinctive ideas of denominational and spiritual import- 
ance, but it may be taken as the pulse from which to diagnose the state of 
life which may characterize the body—the church. By a careful diagnosis, 
we believe our church literature shows no signs of deterioration. 

It is a law of light that the angle of incident and the angle or reflection 
are always equal, hence the comparative ease with which a ray of light may 
_be traced to its original source. There is a marked degree of light and bless- 
ing which results from our church literature which is easily traceable to its 
original source, the word of God. Here is a marked equality between the angle 
of incident and the angle of reflection. 

The word of God stands superlative among the multiplied literary produc- 
tions of the centuries. Books may come and books may go, but this lives 
on forever. It is THE BOOK still. You cannot be guilty of superlation here. 
A new cosmical philosophy, a new psychology, or a new sociology, no more 
affects the glorious truth of the Book than lighting a new taper would affect 
the glory of the noon-day sun. Man cannot produce a substitute for the sun, 
neither can he produce a substitute for the Bible. This must be first in our 
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thoughts, first in our study—our ‘hand-book’—if we would develop a strong 
Christian character. 

The Free Methodist, in its weekly visits to hundreds of homes, is a potent 
factor in keeping before the minds of our people, and others as well, doc- 
trines of the biblical type, experiences that will stand the test of the judg- 
ment and a general setting forth of truth unmixed with fanaticism, whole- 
some for mind and heart. Its educative influence, its moral uplift, is a ben- 
ediction to our day. If you would know the Free Methodist church, you must 
read its literature. 

We cannot well pass by those productions which have appeared, and which 
mark the spirit of aggressiveness in missionary, as well as in other lines of 
aggressive evangelism. They are the legitimate fruit of an earnest and spir- 
itual religion. Your attention is again called to these productions as worthy 
of perusal and careful study. Among these may be noted, “The Life of Clara 
Lefingwell,” by Bishop Walter A. Sellew; “Hymns that Are Immortal,,” 
by Bishop Wilson T. Hogue; ‘Handbook for Sunday-school Workers,” by 
Rev. William B. Olmstead; Rev. E. F. Ward’s book on “India”; “The Life 
of G. Harry Agnew’; Sister Brodhead’s book entitled, “Mission Work in South 
and Hast Africa.” All these books will prove helpful in stimulating the reader 
to greater earnestness in personal work and a more thorough consecration 
to God. 

The Barnest Christian, Missionary Tidings, and our Sunday-school liter- 
ature are filling a mission in our work which is productive of great good. Let 


us give our most hearty support to these worthy productions and send them 
forth to bless the world. 


III.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Rey. WilLLIAM JoNES.—We are again called upon to chronicle the fact 
that death has entered our ranks and taken from us a beloved and much 
esteemed brother and fellow laborer. William Jones was one of God’s noble 
men. He was born in Herfordshire, England, April 16, 1820. When he was 
about ten years of age, his father and family crossed the “Old Atlantic” to 
the Dominion of Canada. After residing there for some time, they left Can- 
ada for the United States; and coming to Western New York, they located 
in Attica, Wyoming county, where the father carried on his business and 
reared and educated his family. Here William reached his majority. He 
here became acquainted with Miss Caroline Chaffe, with whom, on the first 
day of January, 1846, he was united in marriage. This union was a happy 
one and one that was much enjoyed by them for nearly sixty years. The 
beloved wife was called home some two years since. Wight beautiful chil- 
dren were given to happify the home. Three of the eight preceded the par- 
ents to the spirit world, while four daughters and one son remain to mourn 
their loss. At the age of thirty years Brother Jones was soundly converted, 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal church. He remained within its pale, 
living an humble, earnest, consistent life until the trouble came to the Gen- 
esee conference of that denomination, when he took his stand with the perse- 
. euted ones, which at last led to the severance of his connection with that 
church. After the Free Methodist church was organized he became one of 
its charter members. Not long after uniting with the infant church he felt 
ealled of God to the gospel ministry. He heeded the call, gave up his busi- 
ness pursuits, and at its second annual session he was admitted into the 
Genesee conference on trial as a traveling preacher. In due time he way 
ordained deacon and then elder. He served on the following named circuits: 
Akron and Alden, Gowanda and Collins, Porter and Wilson, Lyndonville, 
Yates and Carlton, Wales and Alden, Rushford, Caneadea and Caseyville, and 
Kast Otto. In the fall of 1871 he took work in the Susquehanna conference 
and supplied Windsor and Sanford circuit. In 1872 he was transferred to 
the aforesaid conference. In 1874 he was transferred to the New York 
conference, where he served the work on circuits or was chairman of dis- 
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tricts for several years. In 1882 he returned to old Genesee conference and 
received appointments on the following named circuits: Dunkirk, etc, 
Lockport and Pendleton, West Falls and Colden, Parma and Chili, James- 
town, and Pine Valley. In .1892 he was superannuated, but continued to 
preach as opportunity permitted, until his physical nature became too frail 
to stand the strain, at which time he ceased his ministerial activities and 
waited patiently hiy appointed time until the change should come. He suf- 
fered much for years, but as the end drew near and for four weeks previous 
to his demise his sufferings were severely intensified. On July 12, 1908, the 
happy spirit left its house of clay and entered into rest, ‘“‘Where there is no 
more death, neither sorrow nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain, 
for the former things are passed away.” In his physical suffering he mani- 
fested a spirit of patience and resignation. No lisp of murmur or complaint 
was heard; but his testimony was, “It’s all right; God’s ways are all right.” 
Brother Jones possessed qualities which made him a soul winner. “He was 
a good man, full of the Holy Ghost and faith.” He had a sunny disposi- 
tion. One has said of him that he was a great-hearted, whole-souled man, 
and drew men to him and to God by his ministrations of love. May his man- 
tle fall on those laboring in the Master’s cause, and the blessing of the 
eternal Father rest upon the surviving memberg of his family. 


Mrs. H. L. Roserrs.—A mother in Israel is fallen; yea, rather, is risen. 
We may well mourn, but may we not rather rejoice? It is written, “Precious 
in the sight of the Lord is the death of His saints.” And wherefore precious? 
Because their lives have been precious. They lived for noble purposes, and 
they obtained blessed results. Such was the life and death of our sainted 
sister in Christ, Mrs. BH. L. Roberts. Our acquaintance with Sister Roberts, 
while not most familiar, nevertheless was sufficiently so, that we were ever 
impressed with a sense of her permanence of Christian character and. of 
loyal integrity to all the will of God that made us reverent in our estimate 
of the virtues of the Christ she had accepted and incorporated in her life’s 
work for the Master in the salvation of the lost. Her cheerfulness was not 
a vein of lightness, nor was her sobriety a type of seclusiveness. She lived 
not for selfish aims and ends, but for the highest interest of others. We be- 
lieve her life was devoid of display,-preferring to be loved and prized by God 
alone. How deep and strong her love for the cause she espoused and cher- 
ished may never be known to any but the Master; but it was of such force 
as to cause us unhesitatingly to exclaim, ‘“‘Being dead, she yet speaketh.” 
A proper estimate of such a life is far beyond our comprehension. The 
lengths, the breadths, the heights, the depths, of such a life, backed by the 
force of divine truth, will never be known till the crown shall be given. 
Sister Roberts’ personal life was peculiarly her own. Her modest associa- 
tion gave added force and beauty to the life she lived, to the truth she de- 
clared. We have had but one Sister Roberts, but the impress of her life has 
been stamped on many hearts, who, in the eternal morning, will arise and 
call her blessed. “The memory of the just is blessed” (Prov. 10:7). 


THomMAS Hooprr.—Thomas Hooper was a layman, and a charter member - 
of the Elton, New York, Free Methodist church. He was father of Mary 
Bacon, C. Bacon, wife of Rev. C. W. Bacon. He departed this life in tri- 
umph in the Christ he had chosen for his portion. He was emphatically 
a man of God, richly endowed with heavenly virtues, making him very near 
and dear to us all. Their home was a Bethel indeed. To know him was 
to love him, but Christ loved him more and took him to Himself forever. 
“How blessed the righteous when he dies.” 


Joun PrrcuHer and RurH HacartH.—In precious memory of two of our 
Albion members, Brother John Pitcher and Sister Ruth Hagarth, whom the 
Master has called from labor to reward, we make honorable mention. Their 
loving fidelity to Christ and their faithful services rendered give them a place

MISCELLANEOUS 


The tenth session of the Oil City conference convened in Oil City, Penn- 
sylvania, September 23-26, 1908, Bishop Walter A. Sellew, presiding. Five 
sittings were held, one each on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, and two on 
Saturday. Bishop Sellew presided with his usual thoroughness of business 
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ability and dispatch, and all affairs pertaining to the welfare of the confer- 
ence were duly examined and passed upon. 

In size, as per the entertainment so hospitably afforded by the residents 
of Oil City and vicinity, the conference was one of the largest ever held, tae 
entertainment meeting the needs of more than two hundred people. The sery- 
ices of the resident pastor, Rev. R. A. Zahniser, were rendered freely and 
with due care for the needs of all concerned, and were much appreciated. 
A goodly number of visiting ministers from our own and other denominations 
were present and introduced to the conference. 

Among the specially encouragingly and helpful features of this session 
should be mentioned the following: Brother Sellew’s preaching, which was 
inspiring and most encouraging to all. The street meetings held each even- 
ing on one of the principal street corners of the city. Large crowds gathered 
at this point nightly, and without doubt God was pleased to bless the splen- 
did spiritual singing and ringing, clear-cut testimonies given to the good of 
many. 

The usual conference missionary meeting was held on Sabbath after- 
noon, under the auspices of the W. F. M. Society. Brother Sellew and Brother 
Brodhead took part. The service was full of inspiration. Steady and ever- 
deepening interest is maintained in the work of the gospel in other lands; 
and this world-wide interest no doubt explains the aggressive and progres- 
sive state and condition of the Oil City conference. In this connection it may 
be mentioned that Brother Brodhead, being sent to the Grace Methodist 
Episcopal church to preach at the morning service, spoke quite at length 
of some of the needs of Africa as a mission-field. Then in the afternoon mis- 
sionary meeting at our own church, we had “Africa” again; then in the 
evening, Bishop Sellew, being requested to fill the pulpit of Trinity Meth- 
odist Hpiscopal church, as well discoursed upon certain phases of the Africa 
field, showing some curios, to deepen interest along some lines. Thus the 
Oil City conference is a ‘mission conference’ in a very correct meaning of 
the term; and this not to the exclusion either of “home” interests. Brother 
and Sister Brodhead are supported on the mission field by the Oil City con- 
ference W. F. M. Society. 

As a whole this tenth session was one of the most pleasant and _ spirit- 
ually-prefitable we have ever had, and preachers and people all returned to 
their homes encouraged to make the new conference year one of salvation and 
revival.

I—ON REFORMS. 


INTEMPERANCE.—God Almighty, the Maker 


of the heavens and of the 


earth, is not responsible for the existence of alcohol; for not one drop of it 
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can be found in anything He has created, while in its pure and unperverted 
state.. It is the product of fermentation and distillation and therefore of de- 
cay and rot. This product of earth and hell is in the market under license, 
as a beverage for man. Its demoralizing, brutalizing, pauperizing, crime- 
producing, soul-damning influence and effects are universally known and ac- 
knowledged. 

Used as a beverage it is a constant menace to the safety, morals and wel- 
fare of the people for whose protection government is inaugurated. Hence no 
man, or company of men, has any inherent right to sell ‘t ‘The sale thereof 
is contrary to the word of God and the Constitution of the United States, 
and also to conscience and common sense. ‘The licensed saloon therefore, is 
crimson-handed crime against every principle of benevolence, humaneness and 
religion. A whisky voting church can never be a spirituaily prosperous church. 
but will sooner or later find itself spewed out as the yomit o¢ the great Head 
of the church. 

To be. accessory by vote or otherwise to a traffic so nefarious and danin- 
ing, is to incur the wrath of God and the judgments of the ungodly. Candi- 
dates for office may be said to be good men, but if they represent wrong 
measures. or the party of wrong measures, they are unsafe men to place in 
responsible position. They may make fair promises to accomplish their end. 
but their career will evince a betrayal of confidence. Good men will not hold 
their peace concerning wrong measures, but will speak out. “I testify of the 
world that the works thereof are evil,” so said the hero of the wilderness. 
“And he that is not for me is against me.” 

The candidate for the presidency on the Republican ticket is a well-known 
Unitarian, who makes it his business to deny the divinity of our Lord Jesus 
Christ and boldly stands with his party for liquor license. The candidate on 
the Democratic ticket is not a Unitarian,.but openly asserts that the saloon 
is not an issue in this campaign. But we affirm that it is, and moral issues 
are much weightier than monetary issues. The candidate on the Prohibition 
ticket is a clean man and a Christian and quite competent to occupy the 
presidential chair. He stands pledged with his party for the enactment of 
prohibitory law, against the saloon, both in state and nation. We, therefore, 
pledge ourselyes to be consistent with our profession of scriptural holiness 
in voting for the candidates of the Prohibition party. 


Topacco.—Tobacco is a deadly, poisonous weed, constantly avoided by 
all creatures, except three—the tobacco worm, the Siberian goat and man. 
Being a deadly poison it necessarily undermines the physical constitution, 
bringing on premature decay and death. It likewise obscures the mind, blunts 
the sensibilities, and demoralizes the conscience. No user thereof can justly 
claim to have a conscience void of offense toward God and man, for he cer- 
tainly gives much offense in squirting his nicotine juice on sidewalks and 
floors, and elsewhere, and in puffing his blue smoke in the face of all comers 
and goers, thus poisoning the very air they breathe. 

Corporations that build and control ways of transportation for the pub- 
lic deem it advisable, in order to the comfort of the decent traveler, to pro- 
vide pens or apartments, in which the users of the weed may have the privi- 
lege of puffing their smoke and ejecting the filth from their mouths without 
too much annoyance to the passengers, who indulge not. No one can use it 
with God’s approval, and whom God does not approve He condemns. TLet 
the Free Methodist church continue to condemn and prohibit the vile, filthy 
practise so far as her membership is concerned. ; 

Monoporres.—We have no quarrel with capital as such, honestly ob- 
tained and properly invested. No capital would be a calamity to the commu- 
nity and to the nation. Our controversy is with the greed and avarice and 
oppression of too many make-haste-to-get-rich capitalists. High tariff monop- 
olies do not foster and promote the financial prosperity of the country, but 
give collosal fortunes to the few and enforced pauperism to the many. We 
contend for higher wages for the laborer, or lower prices for the product of

his toil. As a cure for the strifes and dissensions between the employer 
and the employee, we call for legislation that will be in harmony with the 
principles and teachings of the Christ and His apostles. 


Srcret Soctetres.—Secret societies, with their blood-curdling cathe and 
their absurd and unseemly ceremonies, have no foundation in the word of 
God. They are merely a world power Satanically inspired. Selfishness and 
lawlessness are striking characteristics of this strange institution. What 
right have they to require and administer oaths and affix penalties? This 
is the prerogative of the state. Again, it is a well-known fact that the risen 
and ascended Christ, the Savior of men, has no place or recognition within the 
walls of their assemblies. Their claim to be a benevolent and religious order 
is but the sugar-coating of a poisonous pill. It is quite evident to the thought- 
ful mind that secret societies are a standing menace to the administration 
of law and justice. Pray for their confusion and overthrow. 

ROMAN CATHOLICISM.—Roman Catholicism, consisting partly of Christian- 
ity, partly of Judaism, and partly of obstructive heresies and idolatries, is 
no more the friend of Christian Protestantism now than in days of other 
years. And if she were in possession of temporal power, her present, as well 
as her past history, would be crimson red with the blood of saints. Full of 
intrigue, and ready as ever for encroachment and violence, backslidden pro- 
testantism must cease her slumbering, or some day she will suddenly awake 
to find her supremacy gone. Papacy is papacy still; therefore, let there be 
no courtship nor compromise with a system of civil and religious teaching 
that would rob us of our manifold rights and blood-bought freedom. To be 
fore-warned is to be fore-armed. 

THe SAaBpBatH.—The Sabbath is a divinely ordained institution. It is 
fitting and proper that God should require that one day in seven should be 
set apart as a day of rest from all secular pursuits, and that He should be 
especially worshiped on that day by assemblies, reverently come together, in 
stated places and at stated times. Works of necessity and works of mercy 
only are allowable on the Sabbath day. 

We deplore the fact that the law and sanctity of the Sabbath are shame- 
fully violated by multitudes in the interest of earthly gain and worldly pleas- 
ure. We are absolutely opposed to all trading, trafficking, contracting, pleas- 
ure-taking on the Sabbath, and to all newspaper reading and worldly con- 
versation and social visitation on that day. We believe that the Holy Spirit 
is oftentimes much grieved by professing Christians, who take part on the 
Sabbath day in discussing the possibilities and probabilities and actualities 
of the commercial and financial world and the common markets. May we as 
a people and church honor God and be exemplary and obedient in keeping | 
God’s holy day inviolate. 

Divorce.—We greatly deplore the fact, in multiplied instances, of dis- 
rupted domestic and marital relations. In many cases divorce has its foun- 
dation in unwise marriages taking place, while the parties are yet in their 
teens. Trouble arises either because of the improvidences of the husband 
or the incompentency of the wife to cook and keep house. And too frequently 
there is trouble because of infidelity to the marriage vow. 

We affirm that it is an error in our courts to grant an absolute divorce, 
except in case of adultery, and in no instance should either of the divorced 
parties marry again in the life-time of the former companion. 

A woman that hath an husband is bound by the law to her husband, not 
merely so long as he behaveth himself, but’ so long as he liveth.—Bible. Wilt 
thou take this woman to be thy wedded wife, etc., so long as ye both shall 
continue chaste? No. But so long as ye both shall live-—Marriage ceremony.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


Recognizing the potency of the Sunday-school, as an agency for goed, 
John Wesley incorporated it into his great work. In a letter to his Brother 
Charles, he said, ‘‘The Sunday-school is one of the noblest institutions, and 
wilt increase more and more, provided teachers and inspectors do their duty.” 

We regret that last year’s conference report shows a less number of 
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schools and scholars than for five years before. This ought not to be with 
*he facilities we have for improvements. We are thankful for the effcient 
help and encouragement our worthy conference Sunday-school secretary, W. 
W. Vinson, has given us the past year. Let us organize Teacher Training 
classes wherever we can, and put into practical operation “‘The Ten Points 
of Excellence” published by Rev. William B. Olmstead, our general Sunday- 
school secretary. 

We cannot lay too much stress upon the necessity of thorough work. 
The primary department needs the greatest attention. First, because the 
child learns more, in the first ten years than any score of years afterwards; 
second, it is the gateway to every good or evil habit. The “Home Depart- 
ment” and the ‘Cradle Roll,” as a means to an end, cannot receive too much 
attention. 

We deem it very necessary that our Sunday-schools unite and organize 
into circuit and district associations, as that will assist in creating a deeper 
interest and promote a spirit of union and harmony among our faithful 
workers. 

So let us double our diligence to save our children to the church and 
to heaven, and provide for them the most proficient teachers and workers 
possible. We believe the Sunday-school requisites to be .had at our publish- 
ing house are of the highest standard, and we earnestly hope their circula- 
tion will be greatly increased among us this year. We recommend that a con- 
ference Sunday-school secretary, with evangelistic relation, be elected; and 
ten cents a member for each school be raised for his expenses. 


II—ON CHARITIES. 


The Apostolic church was confronted with the necessity of calling a 
council for the purpose of regulating the distribution of the fund for the 
poor, thereby giving us the doctrine of stewardship which is obligatory 
upon us as individuals, societies, and the church, if we purpose to live in 
harmony with God’s word and enjoy the blessings that come to those who 
obey God in every good word and work. We are told by St. James that to 
visit the fatherless and widows in their afflictions, and to keep ourselves un- 
spotted from the world, is the result of pure and undefiled religion before 
God and the Father. 

Again it is recorded in the New Testament, “That if a brother or a sis- 
ter be naked and destitute of daily food, and one of you say unto them, 
Depart in peace, be ye filled, notwithstanding ye give them not those things 
which are needful to the body, what doth it profit?” 

We as a church have launched two institutions for the care of children, 
and a like number for the care of old people; namely, the Gerry Homes, at 
Gerry, New York and the Chicago Industrial Home for Children and the 
Old Peoples’ Rest Home, the latter two having their headquarters in Chi- 
cago, with farm and buildings at Woodstock, Illinois. We recommend the 
prayers and charity of our people everywhere interested in these institutions. 


III.—ON EDUCATION. 


With the rise of Methodism came a revival of learning. Mr. Wesley 
early saw the need of schools of instruction and was ever a friend and patron 
of learning. 

The origin of our own branch of Methodism witnessed the founding of 
schools where intellectual training could be secured under environments 
most favorable to spiritual growth and development. No history of Free 
Methodism would be complete without a record of the heroic struggles of 
which our seven seminaries and one college have been founded. 

The value of these institutions is recognized from a number of consider- 
ations. We cal] attention to the following: 

1. They are a potent factor in affecting the salvation of our young peo-

ple, and in the development of a vigorous Christian character so essen- 
tial to'the permanency of our work. 

2. They are centers from which radiate the light, and truths which 
characterize us as a people, and thus tend to perpetuate those distinctive 
principles for which we contend. 

3. From these institutions come an army of noble young men and wo- 
men who shall fill responsible positions in life. They assist in filling up the 
ranks of our ministry and furnish many missionaries to heathen lands. 

It is therefore with pleasure that we commend the work of our educa- 
tional institutions. We make especial mention of Greenville College, of 
whose board of trustees one of our ministers is a member; also of Hvans- 
ville Seminary. We note that a commendable effort is being made by the 
trustees through their field secretary, Rev. B. D, Fay, to erect a building 
and provide an endowment fund commensurate with the needs of the insti- 
tution; and we will render such aid as we can in this enterprise.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON REFORMS. 


While the chief aim of our church work is the conversion of sinners and 
the sanctification of believers, yet where these are occurring fruits will fol- 
low in the lives of those reached and won by our ministries. A truly, enlight- 
ened, converted and sanctified man or woman is found on the right side of 
every moral issue. Some of the issues we might mention are, 

1. TemMpeRANCcE—Some one has said, “We may preach about it, and 
sing about it, and weep about it, and pray about it until Gabriel blows his 
trumpet, and if we do nothing more we shall accomplish little. The million- 
aire brewer and the red-faced saloon-keeper want us to keep right on in that 
way. Meanwhile they will only laugh at us. We cannot preach the saloon 
out; we cannot sing it out; we cannot resolve it out; we cannot pray it out, 
but we can arise from our knees, and trusting in God, go forth to smite the 
monster by the all-conquering power of the citizen’s ballot. That and that 
alone will cause this devouring offspring of Satan to tremble.” 

God’s people have beefi learning this lesson and we have great cause 
to rejoice at the many gracious victories won by the reform forces. The 
saloon element on the other hand are thoroughly aroused and are contesting 
every inch of territory gained. This will call for united and persevering 
work on the part of the friends of sobriety and righteousness. There is no 
place for rest until complete victory is won. 

A writer in the Religious Telescope says: “Hannibal lost Italy and 
Rome by resting and wintering his army at Cannae. He had crossed the Alps 
and won great victories. Had he pressed on instead of resting and wintering, 
he could have taken and destroyed Rome and made himself complete master 
of all Italy. Let the temperance workers and voters take warning from the 
fate of Hannibal. It is not enough to wage a heroic campaign and vote out 
the saloon of this, that, and other towns. Of course that is a grand work. 
But even then the battle is just begun. Unless that victory is followed up 
_ by keeping the army that fights the’ saloon well organized and ever on the 
firing line, seeing to it that the law is vigorously enforced and obeyed, it will. 
only be a short time until the saloons will rally their forces and the town, 
the county, the state will be again voted ‘wet.’”’ 

We would suggest that such a warfare be waged until our efforts are 
crowned with the victory of national prohibition. 

2. COMMERCIALISM.—We notice a tendency on the part of some to be 
over-anxious concerning temporal wealth. Jesus warned against the love of 
money and laying up treasures on earth. Many who were once blessed and 
a blessing have lost the sweetness and joy out of their souls because of im- 
bibing the commercial spirit of this age. 

Secrecy.—The growth of secret organizations, especially in some of. the 
smaller towns, is to be deplored. Men who never attend the services of the 
sanctuary will turn out in full regalia, pomp, and pride at those travesties 
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on every thing that is sacred—lodge funerals. Let us not fail to bear intel- 
ligent witness against these hidden works of darkness. We recommend the 
“serious perusal’ of President Blanchard’s “Modern Secret Societies,’ as 
a safeguard against this growing evil. 

Dress.—There has been a time when some among us went to an extreme 
on the question of plain attire. As one extreme often follows another, we 
are sorry to notice the tendency of some to worldliness in dress at the present 
time. Let us keep the spirit as well as the letter of the Scriptures and of 
the Discipline, in this matter, watching over each other in love. 

SABBATH OBSERVANCE.—Sunday visiting, Sunday newspapers, secular con- 
versation on the Sabbath, Sunday excursions, and Sunday amusements are 
on the increase to an alarming extent. A railway conductor recently re- 
marked that people had quit attending church on Sunday, and gave for a rea- 
son the fact that his train had 800 passengers, between Evansville and Terre 
Haute on the Lord’s day. Our pulpits should give forth no uncertain sound 
on this irreverent use of God’s holy day. 

Closely related to the desecration of the Sabbath is the wrong use of the 
means that God has placed in the hands of the American people. One of the 
leading magazines reports that during this present year more money has been 
spent in pleasure resorts, theaters and amusements of various kinds, than ever 
before in the same length of time. This craze of pleasure seeking has par- 
alyzed efforts in the lines of spiritual advancement in many of our cities as 
well as in smaller towns. 

Let us therefore bear in mind the apostolic injunction, “Love not the 
world, neither the things in the world.” 


II1L—ON EDUCATION. 


True education furnishes the mind with useful knowledge and trains and 
develops all the faculties of the entire man so that he may make the most of 
himself for time and eternity. 

Next to the study of God in importance is the” study of man; and he who 
understands the underlying principles of the proper development of the physi- 
eal, mental, moral and spiritual faculties, and who devotes his life to the train- 
ing of the rising generation, is a benefactor to the individual, to the family, 
the church, and the state. 

The work of the teacher is one of the greatest works in the world. The 
artist, with great skill, applies his colors to the canvas and produces a pic- 
ture that makes him famous; the sculptor stands before a rough column of 
marble, with mallet and chisel he works‘skilfully and patiently and forces 
the dumb marble to speak for the ideal that was in his mind; but he who 
labors to unfold, develop and direct the youthful mind is doing a work that 
will endure when the greatest pictures have faded and the grandest monu- 
ments have crumbled into dust. 

When we consider that in our nation there are over 300,000 school teach- 
ers and more than 10,000,000 of students, we are impressed with the import- 
ance of the work of education. 

The public school system is a great blessing to our land. It is the poor 
man’s friend. It opens the door of opportunity to hundreds of children born 
in ignorance and poverty. By spreading general intelligence it is a safe-guard 
to liberty. 

We regret however that with few exceptions the public schools, colleges, 
and universities fail to build up their students in a deeply spiritual knowledge 
of God. The knowledge of God is the greatest knowledge. The first four 
words in the Bible are, “In the beginning God.” Some one:-has said that in 
the work of education our motto should be, “In the beginning God.” 

The education of the child should begin early. It has been said that the 
education of a child should begin four hundred years before it is born. How- 
ever that may be, Blessed is the child whose first conscious sight is a tender, 
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pious mother; who early hears songs, prayers and ascriptions of praise to 
God, and whose feet are early guided in the way of His commandments. 
* * * * * * * * 


John Wesley said, “You might as well send your children to the devil 
as to send them to the public school.” We do not say that, but we do say 
our denominational schools are a necessity... There our children can be given 
instruction in the various branches of useful knowledge, fitting them for use- 
fulness in social and business circles, and at the same time building them up 
in strong, symmetrical Christian character. 

We thank God for our seminaries and for Greenville college. We urge 
our people to support these institutions by their prayers, their means, and gen- 
eral patronage. We call special attention to the good work being done by 
Greenville College and urge our people to give it their hearty support.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON REFORMS. 


We as a people have no desire to lower the standards of moral reform, 
but to press more earnestly the vital issue of holiness of heart and life. 

We recognize in the liquor traffic one of our greatest enemies. Its results 
are indescribable; making one who should be a father, a fiend; wives worse 
than widows, and children worse than orphans. It is not only an individual 
menace, but a national peril, destroying many of the brightest men and boys, 
and cannot exist without this destruction. Therefore we pledge ourselves 
resolutely to oppose this gigantic evil in the home, the social circle, and at 
the ballot box. 

We also consider the tobacco evil an ally of the liquor traffic, and would 
stand firm in all our former strictness against it. 

We still hold secret societies, from Free Masonry down to secret trades’ 
unions, to be gigantic foes to the Christian religion; and would repeat the 
words of the late Joseph Cook in closing a lecture on this subject: “To those 
who are out, in the name of patriotism stay out; stay out in the name of per- 
sonal independence; stay out in the name of Christianity.” To those who are 
in he said, “Come out as patriots; come out as Christians; come out and be 
free men.” 

Another question not to be neglected is that of personal adornment. As 
a rule our people do conform to the Bible standard of simplicity in dress, yet 
there seem to be two extremes to guard against; one of leaning toward the 
fashions and customs of the day, and the other of being careless and slovenly 
in personal appearance. Our example should be that of cleanliness and neat- 
ness; following the divine injunction, “adorn ourselves as those professing 
godliness.”’ 

Irreverence and disregard of the Sabbath is alarmingly on the increase, 
and we would set our faces like a flint against the godless treatment of the 
day by the masses. We would place ourselves on record as opposed to Sun- 
day excursions, newspaper reading, receiving or sending mail, and visiting on 
the Sabbath day. 

Another alarm should be sounded against evil speaking, which in many 
cases does great harm to the reputation of the individual spoken against, and 
great injury to the cause of God. Be it resolved that we will stand firm on 
all lines of moral reform whether men will hear or forbear.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON EDUCATION. 


The mind of man seeks for fame, pleasure, knowledge and power; bur 
if the heart is bad the processes of the mind cannot be relied on to work out 
the highest welfare of man in body, soul and spirit. True education, Chris- 
tian education, trains the heart as well as the mind. There is a thirst to-day 
for fame. ‘Worldly fame,’ says Daniel Webster, “is a pale, withered hag, 
whose lips every foul man in ages past has sported with, and she is not 
worth the embracing.” How many seek for this fame which is like a “flower 
on a dead man’s heart,” and Byron-like, wreck the soul. 

There is a way to shine forever; a fame that is enduring; and it is found 
at the feet of the Son of God. Much of the learning of to-day is not with 
the highest motive. The desire for pleasure, which is swaying the masses, 
turns the feet of those seeking for an education in wrong directions. A life 
-of pleasure to-day means a life of continual money getting, for there can be 
no worldly pleasures without it. This fact puts a wrong standard before the 
student. It is a fearful reSponsibility resting on the educated man. The 
majority would prepare themselves for the lucrative professions; whereas 
the question should be, “How shall I best serve the interests of my soul, or 
the church, and the welfare of the nation?’ This is the path even though it 
is rough, though it is thorny; and if it is pleasure one wants, this is pleasure 
that is blessed, for there can be no lasting pleasure without sacrifice. 

A desire for knowledge is right; but if there is no desire for holiness and 
»God’s glory, in the end it must profit little. Knowledge! Itis a wonderful thing 
to know the language of different kingdoms. The educated man may talk 
with the rocks and give the roll-call of all the diamonds and metals; but 
what value is this to him if he must in eternity be shut out from the city 
where the streets are of gold and the gates of pearl? He may give the roll- 
eall in the plant-world and straightway the protophytes, hallogens, acro- 
genous, endogenous and exogenous classes all come trooping up to his feet 
-and he talks with them. He talks with all the grasses and trees and flowers. 
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But what value is this to him if he never carries a palm of victory in this 
world and can never sit under the tree of life, or walk amid flowers unfad- 
ing in the world to come? What if he does know the names of the stars 
and laws of the heavens, if he is never to live a blood-washed spirit in one of 
those worlds? 

What if he does know where he came from? He came out of the ocean 
sea-ooze through Brachiopeda, Ordovicean, Trilobite, Cephalopeda, and Ver- 
tebrata stages. Then blowing the water out of his lungs in an amphibian 
way he became a mud puppy. Putting away the things of the mud puppy 
he became a tailless ape and then a man. Listen! what does all this amount 
to if in his wanderings he has never staggered into the open arms of Jesus 
and received the kiss-print of adoption on his brow? 

We must have education. It is a necessity to highest success, but though 
you could construct the synthetic philosophy of Herbert Spencer, yet if the 
heart is not clean you are not as happy as a sanctified boot-black. In youth 
Darwin loved music, art, poetry; but in old age he declared that his mind 
had become a great machine to grind out facts and he did not appreciate 
the things that charmed his youth. You see he had studied bugs and jack- 
beetles so long that he had lost all esthetic taste. The mind without the 
heart is dead. Wisdom without godliness ig not worth the buying. You 
must fashion the heart as well as head. 

Again, ambitions for worldly power control so many minds. Forgetting 
the conquering of Alexander by the world he thought he had conquered, 
the defeat of the Iron man of the eighteenth century; forgetting the sudden 
consternation in Belshazzar’s festive hall they rush into the world for 
worldly power and fail. Jesus had this same vision of power in the mount 
of temptation, but He set it aside and there followed the vision every young 
person seeking power should get, when as He says, “I beheld Satan cast as 
lightning from heaven.” There is no greater power than Omnipotence to 
east the devil from the thrones of heaven, world and heart. 

Here then is the mission of the church. To give to our sons and daugh- 
ters fame that is enduring, pleasure that is bliss, knowledge that is infall- 
ible and power that is a part of Omnipotence. 

We can do this only by gathering our young people, who are seeking 
an education, at the feet of Jesus. This is the exact aim of all our schools 
We have scores of teachers who have taken along with their post-graduate 
work a course at the feet of Jesus. The hope of our church in the next 
twenty-five years depends on their staying at His feet and in our being 
willing to learn of them. God bless them every one. 

They are going through financial sacrifice and bearing Christian reproach 
in order to turn the feet of their children into the granite paths that lead 
straight over the celestial hills. Our schools are doing a noble work. Among 
the perils that are on-the church Brother Hogue mentions the lack of high 
standard in ministerial talent—as to breadth, virility, spirituality and admin- 
istrative wisdom; the inattention to the new problems of the twentieth cen- 
tury in things social and industrial; and the want of leadership in organ- 
izing the consecrated talent at our command. 

Our schools are doing more than any other factor in the church to 
broaden and strengthen the intelligent grasp of our young people on the spir- 
itual meaning of our issues. It is awakening them, and thereby us who are 
in the field, to the demands for a broad as well as a deep-hearted Chris- 
tianity. It is organizing hundreds of our youth into a fighting unit for the 
Free Methodist church. The next twenty-five years is to be a testing time 
for the Free Methodist church, and our schools in home and foreign lands 
are to be the hubs and wheels on our denominational chariot. 

A few reasons for supporting in every way possible owr schools; and 
in this locality, Greenville College. It produces the character of which we 
have been speaking. It makes the chance for their salvation, the supreme 
object in life, the greatest possible. How many of our young people have 
lost their souls by not putting God first! Because the college has surmounted 
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the unsurmountable and has proved herself worthy. Because the students 
are gaining recognition in other schools and making their way to paying po- 
sitions with the glory of God in view. Because we need all of our young 
people—the fresh blood—consecrated and in the ranks of the church. We 
must have them and we will have them. 

May God grant that our young people may be trained and bronght to 
the feet of Jesus and to mother Free Methodism, that they may hold us up 
as pillars in the church and find their way to shores of eternity with the 
brillianey of resurrection light in their eyes and the glow of eternal youtn 
upon their cheeks. 


IL—ON REFORMS. 


We believe that God has called us to spread scriptural holiness over this 
world of sin, and if we discharge our duty as a church, we are under obli- 
gations to take a bold stand on all questions of reform. We thank God for 
the fathers that stood with courage against. slavery, and were triumphant 
in its overthrow. We believe we shall see the glorious banner of King Im- 
manuel waving over the ramparts of the enemy of souls along all lines of 
reform. 

1. We believe one of the greatest hindrances of the church of Jesus 
Christ to-day is the desecration of the Sabbath. There is a growing tendency 
everywhere toward the violation and the secularization of the Sabbath. 
We deplore the running of Sunday trains, the Sunday newspaper, the open 
saloon, creameries, meat shops, barber shops, and all such business. The 
holding of Sunday picnics, base ball and games of all kinds and promise be- 
fore God to use all our powers to overcome all these evils which are under- 
mining one of the main pillars of the Christian church. 

2. We believe that secretism is another form of evil that has intrenched 
itself in the hearts of the people, and is a great factor in creating selfish- 
ness in the church and out of it. We believe that secretism is antagonistic 
to the principles of the Christian religion. Joseph Cook said that it can be 
shown that secret oaths, (1) have led to crime, (2) are natural sources 
of jealousy and just alarm to society at large, (3) are especially unfavora- 
ble to harmony and mutual confidence among men living together under pop- 
ular institutions, (4) are dangerous to the general cause of civil liberty and 
just government, (5) are condemned by severe denunciations by many of 
our wisest statesmen, preachers and reformers, (6) are forbidden in some 
portions of our republic by civil law and ought to be in all portions, (7) are 
forbidden to church members by some churches and ought to be by all. 

When the word of God is so plain upon such a subject, why is the church 
so slow in taking her position against such an evil? God led Ezekiel to see 
the abominations of the secret order when He said, “Son of man, hast thou 
seen what the ancients of the house of Israel do in the dark, every man in 
the chambers of his imagery?” 

The Apostle Paul in his letter to the Ephesians warns the church to 
“have no fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather re- 
prove them; for it is a shame to speak of those things done of them in se- 
eret.” We earnestly urge that every legitimate means be used to bring the evil 
of secrecy before the mind of the people. 

3. Another question not to be neglected this time is the question of 
personal adornment. While we are pleased to note the disposition of our 
people as a whole to conform to the Bible standard of simplicity, yet we 
deem it advisable to exhort our people, and especially our young people, 
to “be not conformed to the world” but ‘set your affections on things above 
and not on things on the earth.” Knowing the origin of the latest styles and 
fashions we urge such close communion with God that these things will 
have no temptation for you. 

4. We are equally opposed to formality and fanaticism, to political com- 
petition and ecclesiastical wire-pulling, to unchristian trusts and corpora- 
tions, to all haters of that which is good.. We oppose without hesitation 
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or apology the use or handling of, in any way, narcotics and impure liter- 
ature, both of which poison mind and heart and aid in filling our asylums 
and poorhouses. 

5, Again we are opposed to the “personal liberty” planks in the plat- 
form of both the old parties of our fair state. We unhesitatingly state that 
it is our honest convictions that those planks demand that every Christian 
and conscientious voter in the state of Illinois shall vote against those men 
and principles which support those platforms. We believe in the’ enactment 
of such laws as will everlastingly abolish and eternally prohibit the manu- 
facture, sale and use of any spirituous liquors, except where recommended 
as absolutely necessary by a physician. 

Finally all true reformation begins within the heart. We believe there 
are heights and depths of light and life and love and power yet to be at- 
tained if we will observe the rules given in our book of Discipline. Let ur 
watch and pray. Amen, 


III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


We have it, upon the authority of inspiration, that as a man thinketh 
so is he. Any agency, therefore, that awakens, stimulates or directs thought, 
molds character and makes men. 

In this age, the press, with its multiplied facilities for printing and 
circulation, is probably the greatest force in the molding of mind and heart 
The printing press demands a strategic position for great good or evil on the 
highway of the world’s progress. To capture and utilize to its utmost this 
position for God and His church, should awaken our keenest interest and 
command our heartiest effort. ; 

We believe too much care cannot be exercised in excluding from our 
homes all forms of pernicious literature, whether it be the cheap novel,: the 
Sabbath breaking Sunday newspaper or the trashy religious books and pa- 
pers, which, under a fair exterior, too often contain insiduous and hurtful 
doctrines, all of which create a distaste for wholesome truth and eventu- 
ally destroy. There are to be found helpful books and papers suited to the 
needs and good taste of all ages. We urge upon our people to provide 
these for their children as the surest way to an interest in the things of 
profit, present and eternal. 

Our conception of loyalty to the Free Methodist church includes a devyo- 
tion to all our institutions. Her publishing interests have been greatly 
blessed in the dissemination of the pure gospel. We recommend that we 
subscribe to our Sunday-school literature and patronize the denominational 
book supply department. We deplore the reports made on this conference 
door that on most circuits the number of copies of the Free Methodist 
taken is less than one-tenth of the membership. How can we expect the 
church to build up and prosper when not one in ten of the members are 
intelligently acquainted with the doctrines, the denominational news and 
proceedings, as discussed and reported in our church paper? We hereby 
recommend the Free Methodist, its editorial policy and business manage- 
ment; and declare it to be our purpose, during the coming year, to place 
a copy of the denominational organ in every Free Methodist home. With- 
out condemning other denominational or undenominational religious and holi- 
ness periodicals, to introduce these into our societies in competition with our 
paper, we denounce as short-sighted and divisive. We feel to discourage 
also the circulation of small Free Methodist conference or other papers 
when these are made a substitute for our denominational weekly. 

Without specifying other excellent books and papers emanating from 
our own and other publishing houses, advocating various movements and 
reforms, we feel it is time to concentrate our energies to the circulation 
of the Free Methodist. God’s people should be an intelligent people. Let 
us strive, more and more to understand our place as a people and our mis- 
sion in the world to-day.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON MISSIONS. 


Missionary history began with the advent of Jesus of Nazareth, when 
through the rent veil of his flesh and the rent door of his tomb, the path of 
life was opened to every believer. 

Some nineteen centuries have fled and the unrolling of the panorama of 
these centuries present to us in vivid colors, the marvels of missionary history. 

Ever since Pentecost flamed with its tongue of fire, God has been visiting 
nation after nation to take out of them a people for His name. 

At first the door of faith was opened to the Jew, and the proselytes, gath- 
ered from all nations, who went back, like the Ethiopian Eunuch, to witness to 
the people among whom they dwelt. 

Then the door was opened to the Samaritans, Syrians, people of Asia Minor 
and Greece; then to those of Italy, Gaul, Britain, Germany; till in our day God 
successively flings wide the portals of India and Burmah, Syria and Turkey, 
Siam and China, Africa, Japan, Corea and the Isles of the sea; yea, even the 
papal. strongholds, France, Italy and. Spain. One fact is plain; open doors now 
challenge the Christian church to enter every land.. Never has the Christian 
church had such combination of world-wide signals as in our day. 

Labourers should be multiplied, gifts increased and with a new energy born 
in us of the Holy Spirit, this greatest enterprise of the ages should be under- 
taken. When we are reminded that within our generation a thousand millions 
of human beings will go down to the grave without faith or hope, life or even 
light; one hundred die daily, while forty millions of Protestant believers, idle 
and unmoved, see this wholesale descent into the darkness beyond; and further 
when we are reminded thatthere are four hundred professed disciples in 
Protestant communions for every one of that hundred thousand that each day 
pass into the great unknown we are led to ponder over what might be the won- 
derful results if the evangelism of these Protestant disciples, if once well- 
organized and indwelt by the spirit of missions and the spirit of God. 

Livingston said: ‘The spirit of missions is the spirit of our Master; the 
very genius of our religion. A diffusive philanthropy is Christianity itself. It 
requires perpetual propagation to attest its genuiness.” 

* * * * * * * * 

The Free Methodist church stands among the King’s vanguard. It is esti- 
mated that the average American church gave last year fifty-four cents a mem- 
ber. The average amount given by our church was one dollar and forty-six 
cents a member. ; 

The Wisconsin conference contributed to foreign missions last year one 
thousand eighty-nine dollars and seventy-four cents through the efforts of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, one hundred thirty dollars twenty-five 
cents through other channels, making a total of twelve hundred nineteen 
dollars ninety-nine cents, or a little better than one dollar sixty-five cents a 
member in full connection. 
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The aggregate amount for this year has not been determined; however, we 
believe it will not fall below the figures of last year. While we rejoice in this 
fair showing of missionary effort, let us yet aim higher and concentrate our 
efforts to see if we cannot in the coming year, make our aggregate amount for 
foreign missions to be fifteen hundred dollars.. Let us rally our forces along 
every line and let there be hearty co-operation and wide awake enthusiasm in 
this our efforts to evangelize the far away heathen fields. : 

In addition to this our gift of means, we have given to the mission field 
this year a consecrated and devoted family—the Rev. W. L. Meikle and family 
now located at Osaka, Japan. We would also speak of another of our devoted 
Wisconsin representatives, Rey. Carroll Smith, now stationed at Inhambane, 
East Africa. May these co-workers with Chirst in the far away fields share 
our prayers and means in their arduous toils and self-sacrifice to fulfil their Mas- 
ter’s purpose. 

Let us listen to hear the Master’s call; and let us pray that out of our 
ranks may yet go forth laborers to represent us in India, China and the isles of 
the sea.

B. Conrad, of the Baptist church, and Rey. A. Iveson, of the Primitive Method- 


ist church of Jeannette. 


Also Rey. L. D. Perkins, who was present to repre- 


sent the interests of Gerry Orphanage and Home, and Rev. Henry Lenz, of 
the Illinois conference, who was present in the interest of the Publishing 
House. Mrs. Rebecca Sellew was invited to an honorary seat. 


tConference evangelist. 
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All were very glad again to greet Bishop Sellew whose membership is 
in this conference. He presided in an able and genial manner. His preach- 
ing was in the power of the Spirit and all were much strengthened. We were 
sorry that Brother Hart was unable to be with us according to the plans 
of the bishops for holding the conferences. We pray that God will bless him 
with renewed strength and that we may see his face in our midst once more. 

Four of our faithful women evangelists whose labors God has blessed for 
many years had the privilege for the first time of occupying seats in the con- 
ference in the capacity of ministers of the gospel. They acquitted themselves 
well. R 

The conference voted to have a holiness convention at New Brighton some 
time during the latter part of May, 1909, and the district elders and: the pas- 
tor in charge were made a committee to make all necessary preparations. 

The district elder and preachers were advised to be mindful of the tem- 
poral interests of Brother C. H. Miller, district elder on the West Virginia 
district. A liberal offering was raised for Brother Hodge to apply on the 
church which he is building in Atlanta, Georgia. The West Virginia and 
Georgia districts are offsprings of this conference. 

A. D. Zahniser, district elder of the district on which the conference was 
held, and E. M. Adair, the pastor in charge at Jeannette, were abundant in 
labors in looking after the interests of the conference. Despite many diffi- 
culties they did remarkably well and deserve commendation. 

The conference made a marked impression for good in Jeannette. On 
Sabbath afternoon the Baptist and Presbyterian ministers were present and 
made eulogistic remarks in the course of which they gave expression to some 
radical utterances. The Baptist minister said that his people take the water 
route, but the Free Methodists believe in the fire which he declared was more 
important. He said that at the close of his church service in the morning 
his people told him he had not preached so well for a long time. He replied: 
“T’ve been attending the Free Methodist conference.’’ The Presbyterian min- 
ister observed that the members of the conference did not walk on the streets 
with cigars in their mouths, that they require their preachers to live holy lives 
and that “black sheep” are not permitted to remain in the church. He said 
he profoundly believed we have a right to shout. There was some shouting 
that will be remembered. _ 

On the Sabbath several pulpits were filled by ministers of the conference. 
During the conference several services of a special character were held with 
gratifying success. The services in the interest of Providence Mission and 
Rescue Home was especially touching and impressive. The preaching services 
throughout the conference. were attended with much of the divine blessing. 
Many presented themselves at the altar. 

The appointments were received philosophically and they that were scat- 
tered abroad went everywhere preaching the word.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The Bible says, “Study to show thyself approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” While: some 
truths are self-evident, and as such are quickly seen and acknowledged by all 
yet, by the wisdom of God, revelation is given to us in such shape that to 
know all the will of God concerning us requires constant study. We must 
study providence, the lives of the most saintly of our acquaintances, our own 
constitution but most of all God’s mind as revealed to us in the Bible, the leading 
of the Holy Spirit and spiritual books and periodicals. We are convinced that 
one great cause of vacillation in religious experience may be found in a lack 
of study. The lawyer must study to keep abreast of the times, the physician 
must study to keep abreast of the ever advancing knowledge of medicine, and 
the Christian, but above all the minister of the gospel, if he would be approved 
of God.and able to teach others also must delve deeply into the unfathomable 
glories of the scriptures and experience. <A lack of this will cause a lack of 
power to edify the church of God. 

We regret that there are some persons who are more diligent in reading 
' the daily papers than they are in studying the word of God. We do not wonder 
that such persons always stay on the surface of grace. 1 

In the language of our committee of last year we would say, “Since this 
can be said to be an age of corrupt literature as well as that intended to do 
good, should we not be as diligent in disseminating light and truth as are the 
advocates of Mormonism, Millennial Dawn-ism, and such like, in the dissemna- 
tion of their pernicious doctrines?’ We would recommend that our preachers 
heed the disciplinary advice and see that their members are well supplied with 
good books. 


II.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


The public school educates the mind; the Sunday-school educates 
the conscience. The future of Free Methodism differs from the past in that 
we now look to our own Sunday-schools for preachers, teachers, missionaries, 
temperance workers and the future pillars of our church. We have been and 
even now are reaping the results of neglect in Sunday-school work by losing 
our children to worldly churches and institutions because we have not made 
our Sunday-school more instructive and interesting. This can only be accom- 
plished by trained teachers, the use of maps and charts, the cradle roll, home 
department, teacher training classes. All members of our church should be- 
Jong to the Sunday-school. 

With our twelve thousand or more Sunday-schools under officers and 
teachers who are the most spiritual in the world, and with forty or fifty 
\thousand scholars what a wonderful field is open to us. The Sunday-school 
is with us to stay; firm and deep is its hold; wonderful are its possibilities ; 

great are the opportunities and loud is the appeal sounding out to all the 
' churches, “Forward, all along the line.” 

We urge the organization of a teachers’ training class on ever charge. 
also a cradle roll and home department, and we advise that special efforts be 
put forth for the conversion of the scholars. 


III.—ON REFORMS. 


The mission of the Free Methodist church to spread scriptuaral holiness 
over these lands is great. Our position as a church relative to all moral re- 
forms must be clearly defined that others may know our position. We indorse 
any movement that is in operation or that might be put in operation to bring 
about moral and religious reform. Reforms must be scriptural and we must 
be heroic, unselfish and God-honoring if we succeed. The home affords the 
greatest opportunity for laying the foundation of all reforms. The responsi- 
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bility of the home is great, and if the parents are true to their trust, they may 
send forth men and women from their fire-side with inflexible Christian char- 
acter to raise high the standard of morals and bless the world. 

True sociability is a treasure of rare value that is being lost sight of by 
the masses to-day. Much of the present day greeting is mechanical. The ques- 
tions are often asked, ‘‘Are we as fervent as we should be? Do we call on 
each other as often as we should? Do we take time to shake hands, and speak 
words of love and sympathy? Do we visit the sick? Do we with friendly 
greeting make strangers feel welcome at our meetings?” 

The growing disregard of the sanctity of the Christian Sabbath is alarming. 
It does not require extraordinary vision to see that if present tendencies are 
not stopped our Sabbath will soon be gone. As a conference we would put 
ourselves on record against all desecration of God’s Holy Day, and urge our 
preachers and people to do all in their power to promote.its sanctity. We do 
plore the extent to which the Sabbath is desecrated in the performance of 
manual labor, such as running trains, or street cars, milk wagons, the deliv- 
ery of mail, pleasure riding and secular visiting, also the Sunday newspaper, 
which is the foulest copy of the week and is demoralizing in its influence. 

We should maintain our position against all oath-bound secret societies. 
We believe they are one of the most deeply laid devices of the devil, and a - 
parasite both to the church, the state and the home. Secrecy is a combined 
force posing as religious in character, but im reality is anti-Christian. We 
may not oppose organized labor as such, but we must protest against labor 
organizations as belonging to that class which are constantly incubating sin. 

As a church we register our protest against all forms of intemperance, 
especially against the manufacture and sale of intoxicating beverages. We 
deplore the open saloon, and we pledge our enmity to the business, and offer 
our labors, our prayers, our faith and our vote to the temperance cause until 
this blight is driven from our fair land. We devoutly thank God for the 
temperance wave that is sweeping over our country and pray that it may 
gather power until the business is annihilated. It can then no longer be 
said that we as a nation are sending over a hundred throusand drunkards to 
hell every year besides causing seventy per cent. of the crime that is commit- 
ted by the toleration of this fearful business. Let us fix our bayonets and 
charge and counter charge until prohibition triumphs over the dead body of 
this destroying monster. Tobacco is a useless and filthy habit. It injures both 
body and mind and is detrimental to spiritual life. As a church we have 
nothing but condemnation for. the filthy practise. 

Hmpires may crumble, kingdoms may fall, nations change, but Roman 
Catholicism is always the same. We regard it as a relentless foe to civil and 
religious liberty. It would arrogate to itself the control of. our government, 
abolish our free school system and trample under foot the doctrines of the 
Bible. One archbishop- has said, “I would as soon administer the sacrament 
to a dog, as to one of my communicants that would send his children to a 
public school.” We stand opposed to all that imperils our liberties and God- 
given rights. 

While we believe that neatness and cleanliness should be a mark of Chris- 
tianity, we also believe in plain and modest apparel as essential to deep re- 
ligious experience, and that it is an issue which should be kept before our 
people and insisted upon in keeping with paragraph 53 of ourDiscipline, which 
declares, “This is no time to give encouragement to superfluity of apparel.” 
Furthermore we protest against any tendencies to worldliness in dress; as, 
the wearing of short sleeves, low-necked dresses, dresses of thin material 
which expose part of the body to the gaze of the world, the wearing ornamental 
buttons, pictures, gold rim glasses, tan shoes, white vests, superfluous ribbons, 
bows and neckties of different colors and shapes which are becoming so 
prominent among us. We also recommend plainness for our children. “Let 
us walk by the one rule.” Let us give no uncertain sound for we believe 
nothing has ever been gained by compromise.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON STATH OF THE WORK. 


We feel devoutly thankful to Almighty God for the manifold mercies he 
has bestowed upon us during the past year. Truly his mercy is from ever- 
lasting to everlasting upon them that fear him. We thank the Lord we have 
been spared to meet in another annual session. é 

The presence of the Lord has been with us all the year. We have had 
many precious seasons of the outpouring of his Spirit. Many scenes which 
have made our hearts rejoice. : 

But along with the sweet we have had the bitter. We have been called 
upon to weep with them that weep. While death has not entered the ranks of 
our conference, it has entered the home of one of our devoted brethren, S. R. 
Klein, and taken from our midst a devoted and true companion, a loving 
mother and a loyal member of the church. Sister Klein’s relation to the 
church was that of a conference evangelist. She served with acceptability 
the Glenfield and Crary circuits. She was returning from her third quarterly 
meeting from the latter circuit when she was taken so suddenly from labor to 
rest. The bereaved ones have our sympathy and prayers. 

Our work as a whole is very encouraging. There have been one tent and 
two camp-meetings held, besides the special meetings held on the circuits, all 
of which resulted in the salvation of souls. The records will show a small 
increase in members and probationers. 

Our work in the western part of the state is very promising. There are 
many openings for our work. Golden opportunities which should be improved. 
Numerous calls have come to us during the year for meetings which had to be 
left unanswered for lack of means with which to reach these open doors. To 
our mind the western part of the state holds the key to the success of our 
conference and church. If we fail to improve these golden opportunities that 
are now opening to us, others will and we shall be the losers and our work 
suffer as it is now in many places for the want of prosecuting the work when 
opportunity afforded. -We believe the most favorable time has come for us to 
spread our work in the west and therefore would reccommend that a home mis- 
sionary meeting be held at every district meeting and at every camp-meeting, 
and on every circuit during the year, and the needs of the work set before the 
people and collections and subscriptions taken to aid in this important work. 
We trust the importance of this great need will be impressed on the hearts 
of eur people. 

We, as a conference, have been sending out a large sum of money evel'y year 
for various purposes, while THE WORK WITHIN OUR BORDERS is suffering 
for the want of means. We consider this course suicidal to the progress and the 
upbuilding of our work. Financially we are holding our own. While we have had 
many things to encourage us we also have had enough to keep us in remembrance 
of the fact we need the help of him that is mighty to save and strong to de- 
liver. 


II.—EDUCATION. 


The word education comes from two Latin words meaning, ‘“‘to lead out.’ 
Hence, in its application to a human being, it would imply “being led” into 
those truths of his environment which would promote his greatest good through 
his existence. 

Man is a compound being, possessing a physical, mental and moral na- 
ture; and, in order to be at his best, all these attributes of his nature need to 
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be “led out’ into a knowledge of those truths respecting them. That education 
which develops one or two of them, to the neglect or disadvantage of the others 
is manifestly defective. Education should be such as would result in a sym- 
metrical character, well rounded out on all sides. 

Formerly the education of the youth was almost entirely mental. Later 
the physical was added to the curriculum. But to this very day, in the ordinary 
schools, and institutions of higher learning, the spiritual is sadly neglected; 
or worse still, no attention paid to it. Generally this part is left to the youthful 
seekers after knowledge to arrange for themselves at their own option. And 
so the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A., ete., have been organized by students, and 
too frequently without older and more experienced minds to guide them. 

What would be said of an institution of learning which would leave the 
selection of text books and the teaching them to the pupils themselves? Or 
even one preparing to be an athlete either to train himself or have others 
seeking the same accomplishment to guide him? 

But in the educational systems seekers after spiritual light are left very 
greatly to their own endeayors; or if he is aided by teachers, they are doubters, 
instead of being Christians, who are and have been in the light of God. What 
wonder then if spirituality as an attribute of man’s nature should be lost sight 
of, or at best, lightly considered? 

From these considerations, does not the need of Christian schools, pre- 
sided over, and taught by earnest Christian instructors, seem imperative? 
Most assuredly if the spiritual part of man is to be led out into the knowledge 
of those spiritual entities which God, in creatures, has empowered his crea- 
tures to grasp. 

Feeling this great need the Free Methodist church, though few in num- 
bers and poor, compared with the older, richer and larger religious organiza- 
tions, have, at great sacrifice, built up Greenville College, and seven seminaries, 
in order to provide instruction in spiritual things along with instruction:in a 
mental and physical way. 

So long as our schools lead on in this matter, they are much needed and 
will prove a great blessing. Without this, the field is already occupied by 
older, better equipped and better financed educational institutions. But so far 
our schools have done good work. And there is yet a great field of usefulness 
before them. But they need support. A number of them need better buildings 
and equipment. All of them need endowment—and they need our young people 
to train for God. 

The school—Wessington Springs seminary—with which we are more in- 
timately associated than any other, is, at this time, in process of being rebuilt, 
having been burned out. 

We sympathize with the people there in the loss sustained, and we are 
pleased to have with us Rev. J. W. Whiteside, the financial agent for this 
seminary, and we recommend that time be given after the reading of this re- 
port to present the condition and needs of the school. Finally we desire to 
place ourselves on record as highly favoring thorough Christian education. 


III.—ON REFORMS. 


Our mission as a church, is to spread scriptural holiness over these lands. 
Although reformation is not salvation, yet in salvation reformation is included. 

Our position in the past has been one of sympathy and encouragement to 
all true reforms and it should continue thus. In this Laodicean age of luke- 
warmness and indifference it is no time for us to become indifferent to the 
sin and evil around us; but as the word tells us, we should “lift up our voice 
like a trumpet and declare unto his people their transgressions.” 

Tue Liquor Trarric.—It is with hearts of thankfulness we see the ad- 
vancement that is being made along prohibition lines. We still, as in the past, 
pledge our support both by practise and precept in opposition to the liquor 
traffic With all its attendant evils. 
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THE SaBpBpaTH.—It is with sadness we observe the growing disregard for 
the sanctity of the Sabbath. We would utter our protest against all forms of 
Sabbath desecration, such as the running of harvesters and threshing machines, 
baseball playing, Sunday visiting, hunting, fishing and all other forms of pleas- 
ure. We would also urge all our people to be more regular and punctual in 
attendance of the Sabbath services. Do not allow trivial excuses to keep you 
from the house of God. 

DreEss.—God’s word has not changed in regard to our apparel, He tells us. 
“Whose adorning let it not be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and 
of wearing of gold, or of putting on of apparel.” How sad to see those who 
once were examples of plainness, now putting on, many times just enough to 
take off the reproach. Many of our Free Methodist parents who are ‘not éon- 
formed to the world” in this respect yet, allow their children to dress as the 
world and their proud hearts dictate. Can we consider ourselves guiltless in 
this respect when God’s word tells us to “train up a child in the way he should 
go?” The prevailing fashion of low-neck dresses and short sleeves has no 
sympathy from us, neither as being in harmony with modesty nor the word 
of God. 

EviL SPEAKING.—This is an evil that should be spurned by all. God’s word 
plainly tells us to “speak evil of no man.” This command is many times vio- 
lated both by the ministry and laity. We should have our hearts so filled with 
the love of God that there will be no room for feelings toward any, other than 
love. Anything short of this is not salvation. 

What we need is that “love shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost” 
that will not only keep us from “speaking evil one of another.” but will cause 
us to give no encouragement in others by listening to it without reproving it.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON EDUCATION. 


The Lord has declared, “My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.” 
The whole trend of scripture is to this effect, borne out and emphasized by 
history, that the enlightened and educated soul is better able to combat the 
powers of evil than the one who is ignorant and illiterate. 

We believe in thorough education both for the laity and the ministry, 
but where shall they obtain it? 

In the public schools, especially in those of higher grade, and in the popu- 
lar centers of learning, even though they go under a religious name, are found 
many things that militate against spirituality and sound faith. 

Worldliness, undue exaltation of physical strength, skepticism and often- 
times downright infidelity, with spiritual death everywhere. These things 
form a gauntlet which few can run and come through unscathed. 

We rejoice in our schools which we believe God has raised up that there 
might be places where our young people could be trained without having to 
encounter the constant temptation to abandon the “narrow way,” and where 
they could be under influence and counsel that would help to keep them in the 
way our fathers trod. 

Among these schools we firmly believe the Lord raised up Wessington 
Springs seminary. Was her work done when the calamity came that swept 
away the building? 

To merely say that we believe not is not sufficient. Our prayers, support, 
and consecrated means are needed as never before:that the good work our 
school has been doing may be continued and broadened. 

We feel deeply the necessity of our schools being spiritual centers. We 
pray God to ever keep them from compromise and worldliness and to keep 
them such that the old time power may rest upon them one and all. 


IIL—ON REFORMS. 


We rejoice in the advanced position the Free Methodist church has taken 
toward the many wrongs that afflict our land and to show that as a confer- 
ence we are in accord with the church respecting these things we wish to ex- 
press our convictions in regard to some existing evils. 

SABBATH DESECRATION.—The extent to which this evil is carried is well 
nigh appalling. God has said, “Remember the Sabbath day, to keep it holy.” 
It would seem that six-sevenths of the time ought to suffice for labor and 
recreation, but the Sabbath is apparently fast becoming a holiday. 

Drvorce.—We wish to record our condemnation of the easy manner in 
which divorces are being secured. The statistics which show the proportion 
of divorces to marriages in some of the states are certainly alarming. We 
hope and pray for a speedy enactment of a national divorce law. 

INTEMPERANCE.—We are devoutly thankful for the progress made in the 
cause of prohibition. We note with pleasure that the prohibition territory 
is being enlarged. Many counties in some states, and some whole states have 
voted out the deadly saloon. For this we thank God and take courage. While 
we would not speak disparagingly of any good accomplished by any other 
organization enlisted in this great reform, we believe the prohibition party 
is an imperative necessity in accomplishing the final destruction of the 
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evil; and we wish to record our loyalty and devotion to this party and pledge 
it our support. 

FASHION.—No king or czar ever ruled their subjects with greater rigor 
than fashion rules its devotees. It may be said that the submission to the 
mandates of fashion is voluntary. If so it is none the less an oppression, for 
health and even life itself is sacrificed at its behest. We believe the position 
the Free Methodist church has taken on plainness of attire is right and scrip- 
tural and should be faithfully adhered to. We realize the difficulty often ex- 
perienced on the part of the sisters to secure apparel that is plain and becom- 
ing for a saint of God. More especially is this the case with millinery goods. 
We note with pleasure that one of the holiness colleges has a millinery de- 
partment connected with their school. We hope and pray that something of 
this kind may prevail and become more general. In the mean time let us hold 
to the “old landmarks” our fathers have set, and regard the rule for con- 
Science’ sake. 

SECRETISM.—We wish to reaffirm the position we long since took in regard 
to the secret lodge. The more we see of its work the stronger are our con- 
victions that it is a great evil and militates powerfully against the genuine 
work of God. ; ;

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON MEMOIRS. 


Since our last annual session the Master has called one of our beloved 
brethren, Rev. R. Hamilton, from the scene of earthly activity to rest with 
Him above. 

The deceased was born in Frontenac county, Ontario, March 8, 1858, and 
died at his home in Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, October 17, 1907. He was 
taken with tuberculosis from which he suffered several years before death 
finally claimed him. ; 

About six hours before his death he was greatly blessed. He sang, “The 
harvest come, I’m almost home. I’ve sighted the golden gate” 

In the death of Brother Hamilton we feel that a great and a good man 
hath fallen in Israel. 
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We are glad that the mantle of this true servant of God has fallen upon 
his son to whom, with the other relatives. we extend our sincerest sympathy. 

His youthful training and surroundings were such as to produce the de- 
sire to lead a Christian life. He was brought under conviction and gloriously 
saved and sanctified in what is known in Ontario as the Keith revival in 
1889, under the colors of Sisters Coleman and Steer. He soon afterward joined 
the Free Methodist church. From the time of his conversion he-testified 1n 
unmistakable terms to the work of justification and sanctification. He was 
a strong advocate of salvation from sin. Not long after being saved he felt 
impressed he should give up farming and engage in more active work for God. 

In the fall of 1891 he was appointed by the Canada conference to the 
Barkway circuit to assist David Allen, who was appointed to the same field. 

He was a revivalist as well as pastor. He was in demand on any circuit 
in the conference. We think that those who are acquainted with the deceased 
will accede with the statement that he was the cause of as many accessions 
to the church as any preacher in the conference during the ten years of his 
active ministry. During the last year of his pastorate at Walsingham, the 
first developments of his physical trouble appeared. 

In settling up his business a few days before his death he bequeathed to 
the Free Methodist church $2,000; $1,000 to the General Missionary Board for 
foreign work and $1,000 to our conference. 

Though he remained in the work over three years succeeding, the declension 
became so marked he was compelled to abandon the service he so much loved. 

Finding it impossible for him to engage further in the active ministry, 
he came to Saskatchewan and engaged in the farming business while his 
strength permitted.

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society had a very interesting service, 
addressed by Brother Brodhead, after which a collection in cash and sub- 
scription was taken, amounting to eleven hundred fourteen dollars and 
twenty-five cents; this following a collection in the morning service in which 
one hundred fourteen dollars thirty cents was ‘taken to meet the deficiency in 
conference collections. We think this shows quite favorably for a little 
conference so remote and isolated as to scarcely be reckoned in the connection. 

There was one sad feature, namely, the voluntary retirement of our ven- 
erable and much beloved Brother George McCulloch, whose weight of three 
score and ten years of most active.and arduous life have left him too infirm 
to longer admit of his accepting the honors of leadership the conference so 
freely have bestowed upon him for a quarter of a century.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON REFORMS. 


We, the committee on reforms beg leave to submit the following report: 

Reformation is a very important part of our religion, though not the 
most important part. We do not believe that any amount of reformation 
will make a Christian; neither do we believe that the church should stand 
only as a reform movement. We realize that reformation is not necessarily 
religion. Yet we believe that in all genuine religion, there is genuine refor- 
mation. The Scriptures say, “Let him that nameth the name of the Lord de- 
part from iniquity ;” and again, the Lord appeals to His people, and says, 
' “Who will rise up for Me against the workers of iniquity?’ Hence we feel 
it our business, while we contend for a spiritual religion, also to stand up 
against every form of evil. 

On Liquor TraFric.cmWe would mention the liquor traffic, which has 
- blighted our land, has wrecked many precious homes, and is damning souls 
by the thousands. While as a rule, our people are awake on the matter of 
prohibition, yet we insist on more diligent effort along this line, especially 
at this time, when we have so splendid an opportunity to show our colors on 
the question; and we insist that all of our people should rally to the work, and 
to the ballot-box, this coming season. and strike the giant evil a death-blow 
that will rid our fair state of the whisky business. 

On Tosacco.—We note with pleasure the increase of the anti-tobacco sen- 
timent; yet the tobacco habit is still a great nuisance. It is gradually but 
surely undermining the health of the rising generation. The cigarette habit 
seems to be increasing among young men and boys, destroying them physi- 
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cally, mentally and morally. So we should continue to lift our voices, and 
rigidly enforce our Discipline on this subject. 

On Secret Societies.—We still maintain that the organized, oath-bound 
Secret Society is a menace to our free country, is contrary to the spirit of 
christianity, and has become one of the greatest hindrances to the spread. of 
the gospel, it being a religion of itself, with its false standard ‘of morals. 
benevolence, and charity. Many are being brought under its deceptive in- 
fluence, and, accepting it is a good religion; are choosing to do their benevo- 
lence through lodge rather than through the church, thereby giving the honor 
to the lodge rather than to God; and ignoring the command of the great 
Apostle, who said, ‘“Whatsoever ye do, in word or deed, do all in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God and the Father. by him.” 

Therefore, we insist that all of our people, and especially our preachers, 
keep well informed with regard to this great evil, and lift up their voices 
with no uncertain sound against it. 

ON SABBATH DESECRATION.—We deplore the sad fact that, as a whole, the 
American nation is becoming more-and more a nation of Sabbath-breakers. 
Sabbath traffic, Sabbath amusement, and Sabbath labor are on the increase. 
And while our Free Methodist people are not as a rule guilty on these lines, 
yet we are in a measure responsible for the conditions around us. Therefore 
we ought to speak out against all manner of Sabbath desecration, especially 
such forms of it as are becoming very common; as the opening of shops, 
offices and markets on Sunday; the buying or delivering of milk, ice or meat; 
the distributing or receiving of the mail; and the attending of fairs, picnics, 
ball games, or other places of amusement. And finally, that we have a Chris- 
tian Sabbath indeed, let us discourage, both by example and precept, all Sun- 
day visiting, and everything else that would prevent us from enjoying: the 
day as a day of rest and worship. E 

On Divorce.—We shudder as we are brought face to face with this ever- 
increasing evil, which seems to be gnawing away at the very vitals of society 
and religion. Destroy the sacredness of the marriage relation and the home, 
and you corrupt society in its fountain-head. Now that the courts have be- 
come lax on the divorce question, society sanctions it, and many religious 
bodies are tolerating it. Even so-called “holiness organizations” are springing 
up which wink at this great evil. We feel like reasserting our position on 
this question, and, with renewed etiergies and vigor, pressing the battle 
against this, the common foe of society and religion.

IIL—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Jesus once said, ‘Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of God;” which, if true then, is just as much 
so to-day. 

AS ihe body is sustained by food that reaches the system by means, or 
through, the mouth, so the spiritual man is sustained by food that reaches 
the spiritual system by means of, or through, its mouth—the mind. AS there 
are various foods that are not fit to be taken into the body, and are injurious 
to the same, so there are hundreds, yea, thousands, of mental foods, in the 
shape of books and papers, that are presented for our use, which, if takeu 
into our minds, will poison, and finally ruin, our spiritual natures. For this 
very reason, many among us are sickly, and almost dead, spiritually. We 
should be as careful in selecting our reading matter as we are in selecting 
ee a pees be too careful in guarding our homes against the trashy litera- 
-ture of the day: The mails are flooded with ten-cent story papers which are 
demoralizing in their effect on the minds of, both old and young. We should 
see to it that these things do not enter our homes. And what is worse, there 
are certain papers that claim to be religious that have just enough of good in

them to make them doubly dangerous. We should be careful, and discriminate 
against these papers. 

We note that. in our conference, we have a membership of about seven 
hundred, and take only seventy-seven copies of our church paper. These con- 
ditions ought not to be so. We would recommend that our pastors make a 
special effort to put the Frer MeruHopist into the homes of our people, because 
it will make them better Christians, and better and more loyal Free Methodists, 
by bringing them in closer touch with our work. 

* * * * * * * * 

Our book of Discipline should be on the center table of all our homes; 
also our hymn-book. Our people should keep the old time songs before their 
children by using the hymn-book in their family worship. We are sorry to 
note that singing has almost gone out of our family work. We should revive 
it again by the use of our hymn-book. 

We note a tendency on the part of some of our people to omit the reading 
of the Bible at morning worship, and at some other times when they suppose 
they are in a great hurry. We should be, as one of our forefathers said with 
regard to this matter, and when there is to be a very busy day, spend more 
time than usual in family worship. 

We recommend a continual and systematic reading of the Word of God, 
for by the knowledge of it, we grow in grace.

ANNUAL MEETING 


The Executive Committee met for its regular annual meeting at the pub- 
lishing house, 14-16 North May street, Chicago, Illinois, Tuesday, October 18, 
1908, at two o’clock, p. m. 

Bishop Burton R. Jones called the committee to order, He presided at 
each of the twelve sittings of the committee. Different ones assisted in con- 
ducting the devotional exercises. 

All the members were present, except P. O. Cole and G. M. Rowley. The 
latter was detained on account of sickness. Professor Cole tendered his resig- 
nation as a member of the-committee, having removed from the bounds of 
the fourth district. It was accepted, and A. W. Gillingham, of ‘Wisconsin, 
was elected in his stead. 

The following members were elected as directors of the Free Methodist 
Publishing House: Edward P. Hart, Wilson T. Hogue, Burton R. Jones, Wal- 
ter A. Sellew, Mendal B. Miller, A. Yates and Thomas Sully. / 

Permission was granted to sell church or parsonage property, or both, 
at the following places: Elsie, Michigan; Hastings, Michigan; Mayville, Mich- 
igan; East Bethany, New York; Canton, Wisconsin; property on the Byes- 
ville and Hartford circuits, Ohio conference; Danbury, Iowa; Ida Grove, lowa; 
Ripley, Dlinois (conditionally); Milwaukee. Wisconsin (action deferred) ; 
Colesburg, Pennsylvania (conditionally). : 

W. T. Hogue, chairman of the building committee, gave his report, which 
was duly adopted. 

A memorial was presented from the Oil City conference, in the matter of 
the raising of conference claims by individual apportionment. ‘The committee 
adopted the following, after full discussion of the question by the several 
members of the committee, and the editor of the Free Methodist, who was 
privileged to speak on the question: Resolved, That in our judgment the 
present method among our societies of raising conference funds by individual 
apportionment should not be regarded as in any sense a legal assessment 
upon the members, but that where societies choose to adopt that method it is 
not a violation of the Discipline, provided it be understood that a failure on 
the part of any member to pay the amount apportioned him be not regarded 
as rendering him liable to disciplinary action on that ground. 

Rey. J. T. Logan, editor of the Free Methodist, read his annual report, 
which was duly accepted. 

Memorials were presented to the committee from the Rochester district, 
Pittsburg conference, as also from the Pittsburg annual conference, referring 
to the publication of a so-called objectionable cut, in the Free Methodist of 
June, 1908. They were duly considered, and replies were sent to these bodies. 

The publishing agent, W. B. Rose, read his annual report, which was, on 
motion, duly received. It showed that the publishing house had had a fair 
degree of prosperity the past year, notwithstanding the pressure in the finan- 
cial world. The assets were shown to be $83,328.12, and the quick funds, 
available October 1, 1908, as $32,675.67. 

The auditor, W. A. Sellew, reported as follows: “I hereby certify that 
I have carefully audited the books of the Free Methodist Publishing House 
and find them carefully and correctly kept. I also examined the various pay- 
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ments made on various accounts and find them all correct, with proper youchers 
for each payment. I also have examined the securities held by the publishing 
house, and find them all correct as stated, and I believe them all to be good 
liens on valuable real estate. I have also examined the bank accounts where 
money is represented as being on deposit, and found them to be correct, and 
as represented. This audit was made up to April 1, 1908. Signed, Walter 
A. Sellew, auditor. October 14, 1908.” 

The auditor’s report was duly adopted. 

The publishing agent was requested to send to the president of each an- 
nual conference a list of the names and amount of account of all the preachers 
or supplies who have served circuits in that conference who are in debt to 
the house for books, on accounts more than one year old; such list to be 
used by the president as he may see best, and such list shall be left with the 
secretary of the conference. 

W. T. Hogue moved that the publishing agents are iereby: recommended 
to pay on such books as are already in progress of preparation, officially ac- 
cepted by our church, the usual royalty of ten per cent. The motion carried. 

The publishing agent was authorized to furnish free to all our pastors 
and preachers tracts on “Evil Speaking,” “On Dress,” on “The General Rules 
of our Church,” etc., for judicious distribution. 

The publishing agents were further authorized to publish a new song 
book, to be adapted especially for the Sunday-schools of our church. The 
securing of a committee to publish such a song book was left with the follow- 
ing committee: W. B. Rose, W. S. Stephens, W. T. Hogue and W. B. Olm- 
stead. : 

The following motion was passed: “That the publishing agents are hereby 
authorized to compensate with authors of manuscripts for books ordered by 
the general conference or the executive committee, or for which provision is 
made by these bodies, a fixed sum previously agreed upon with the publishing 
agents before the publishing of such manuscripts; it being understood that 
this obtains in case the body ordering these books fails to name the compensa- 
tion to be paid for such manuscripts.” 

Bishop Hdward P. Hart tendered his resignation from the ‘duties of that 
office. After careful consideration the same- was accepted, as also the fol- 
lowing resolutions: ‘We sincerely regret that age and infirmity have made it 
seem necessary to Bishop Hart to be relieved of the duties of his office, but 
recognize the fact that to bear the burdens of the office longer would be more 
than he is well able to endure. With much reluctance we recommend that his 
resignation be accepted, so far as it relates to retirement from the putTims of 
the office, but at the same time we recognize that the general conference only 
has jurisdiction over this relation to the office itself. Therefore, we further 
recommend that he be considered as retired from service, without salary, and 
that we now proceed to. the election of another bishop. Signed, 

B. R. Jones, W. A. Sellew, W. T. 
Hogue, FF. H. Ashcraft, T. Sully.” 

On the third ballot, William Pearce was elected bishop of the Free Meth- 
odist Church, having received eight out of twelve votes cast. Later the elec- 
tion was made unanimous. 

The following resolutions referring to the retirement of Bishop HE. P. 
Hart were unanimously adopted: 

“Your committee apppointed to prepare resolutions regarding the rete 
ment of Bishop Edward P. Hart would respectfully submit the following 
report: 

“Since October, 1874, this honored servant of God has served in the gen- 
eral superintendency of the church with untiring faithfulness and unabat- 
ing zeal. In his public ministry of the Word he has ever presented the lofti- 
est ideal of godliness, and that with a clearness; force, eloquence and evan- 
gelical spirit that have given a charm to the gospel he has preached, and 
have inspired thousands to holy living. In the general councils of the church 
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his words have usually been few, but weighty, and wisely influential in deter- 
mining matters pertaining to the church’s welfare. In his visitation of the 
conferences he has traveled thousands and hundreds of thousands of miles, 
inuring himself to hardships such as a few can appreciate except those who 
have served for a term of years in the same capacity; and in presiding over 
the conference sessions he has always been characterized by dignity, sim- 
plicity, spirituality, dispassionateness and fairness, such as have won for him 
a high place in the esteem and affection of our people generally. 

“Wihen he entered the office, as some of us can well remember, his locks 
were raven, his face unfurrowed, his step firm and elastic, his frame vigorous, 
his voice strong and resonant. Time and arduous toil have wrought marked 
changes, and now the raven locks have turned to silver; the unfurrowed face 
bears marks of care and toil and age; the firm and elastic step has given place 
to a more cautious tread; the rigorous frame is tremulous; the voice that 
once rang clear and strong has now become enfeebled. And yet, amid the 
signs of age and infirmity so apparent, our revered and honored brother keeps 
‘the dew of youth’ upon him in a spiritual sense. 

“Thirty-four years of service in this extensive field has so endeared him 
to us aS a people that we can but be saddened to know that the time has come 
when he feels compelled to retire from the active service. As such is the case, 
however, we bow submissively to the inevitable, and deem the following res- 
olutions appropriate on this occasion: 

“1. Resolved, That in the retirement of Bishop E. P. Hart from active 
service the general superintendency loses from its effective ranks one of the 
noblest, most loyal, godly and useful men that ever filled the office of a bishop. 
and the church at large may well deplore the conditions that have made his 
retirement necessary. 

“2, Resolved, That we will ever cherish the memory of his genial pres- 
ence in this board and in all other deliberative bodies in which we have been 
wont to meet with him; as also his wise counsels, earnest exhortations and 
eloquent sermons, all of which have ever been combined with true Christian 
dignity, simplicity and spirituality. 

“3. Resolwed,; That no small part of the loss we as a people will feel 
will be that which comes from the retirement, with him, of the noble woman, 
who, through all these years of toil, travel, labor, exposure and hardship has 
stood loyally at his side and has been an inspiration to our people everywhere 
—his noble and devoted wife. 

“4, Resolwed, That our prayers and our best wishes shall ever follow 
both Bishop Hart and his wife, to the end that the closing years of life with 
both of them may be serene and happy—like a glorious sunset which 
presages the coming of a new glorious dawn.” 

The committee further passed the following motion: “That it is the earn- 
est and unanimous request of this executive committee that Brother H. P. 
Hart attend, as an honorary member, each annual meeting of this committee, 
until the next general conference, and that the treasurer be and is hereby 
- instructed to pay all his traveling expenses in carrying out this request, as also 
the traveling expenses of Brother Hart to the next session of the general 
conference.” 

Bishop William Pearce and Rey. C. E. Harroun, Jr., were elected corre- 
sponding editors of the Free Methodist. 

The following motion was passed: “That inasmuch as the employees of 
the general conference receive a salary from the church funds, that they be 
requested to confine their book business to books and periodicals handled by 
and through the Free Methodist Publishing House, except their own pro- 
ductions.” 

A memorial from Chicago, First Free Methodist church, was presented, 
wherein they requested that provision be made in the near future for paying 
them the balance due them in their equity in the May street property. Their 
request was granted. 
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The Rev. John LaDue was voted $150 a year in consideration of his lit- 
erary labors incident to and connected with preparing the Sunday-school les- 
son comments in the Free Methodist each week. 

The following committee were elected to prepare an order of exercises 
for the observance by our church of its semi-centennial anniversary, their 
report to be submitted to the committee at its next annual meeting for thelr 
approval: W. T. Hogue, A. Beers, B. R. Jones, T. Sully and A. Yates. 

Rey. W. B. Olmstead, Sunday-school secretary and evangelist, gave his 
annual report. It was duly accepted. The following resolution was adopted: 
“Resolved, That we believe the training of those who are to be employed 
as teachers in our Sunday-schools for that particular calling, if suitably man- 
aged, is a very desirable method of increasing Sunday-school efficiency; and 
that we endorse our Sunday-school secretary and teacher training board in 
their effort to promote this work.” 

The appeal case of Rev. J. H. Flower, general conference evangelist, who 
appealed from the verdict of the trial court appointed by the Central Illinois 
conference, which had found him guilty of all the charges preferred against 
him, was considered. The executive committee reversed the verdict of the 
lower court. Rev. F. D. Brooke and Rev. S. K. Wheatlake were counsel for 
the appellant and Rev. W. D..Cochran and Rev. B. F. Grigg for the church. 

The committee. recommended that Brother Flower give up his mission 
work in St. Louis and take the field in regular evangelistic work as general 
conference evangelist; and Bishop Jones was requested to go to St. Louis, 
Missouri, for the purpose of securing reconciliation in the society at that 
point, in co-operation with the pastor and the district elder. 

On the recommendation of the general missionary board, Rey. W. B. Olm- 
stead was elected to act in the place of Rev. B. Winget, missionary secretary, 
until such time as he may be able to resume the duties of his office. 

The executive committee after considerable discussion and serious consid- 
eration nassed the following resolution: “Resolved, That the building com- 
mittee of last year be instructed to negotiate the sale of the Ogden boulevard. 
site at the best terms they can secure; and to purchase the Washington boule- 
vard and May street site, and proceed to get out plans and erect a publishing 
house which they shall regard as suited to our denominational needs.” Pro- 
vision was made for increasing the size of the sub-committee to five members 
if such action is deemed wise. 

Rev. B. H. Roberts offered the Harnest Christian to the publishing house 
for sale. After careful consideration, it was recommended that the maga- 
zine be purchased for five hundred dollars, that to include the good-will and 
mailing list. 

Bishop W. T. Hogue was elected editor of The Harnest Chr istian, and 
B. H. Roberts was chosen as corresponding editor. The subscription price 
was fixed at one dollar a year in advance. 

The apportionment for bishops’ salaries for the coming year was fixed 
the same as last, namely, a sum equal to eighteen cents a member. 

The church treasurer, S. K. J. Chesbro, submitted his annual report, which 
was duly accepted.

In harmony with a recommendation of the treasurer, it was ordered that 
an amount equal to forty-five cents a member be raised the coming year for 
conference claimants. 

The board duly considered the following paper which was presented by 
C. EH. Harroun, Jr. It was adopted: 

Resolved, That this board of claimants and claims hereby requests the 
bishops to ask of the conference the privilege to present to a public congrega- 
tion, either personally or by some person whom they may designate, at each 
session of the annual conferences which they may hold until the next session 
of the general conference, the Permanent Fund for conference claimants—its 
nature, design, and the beneficiaries—and so solicit from the audience cash 
and subscriptions to said fund, as any are willing to give. 

Resolved, Further, that all moneys received through such method shall be 
placed to the credit of the Permanent Fund as “special’’ and to be a part of 
said fund unless ordered otherwise by the general conference. 

The minutes were read and, on motion, approved. 

On motion the board of conference claimants adjourned.

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PROCEEDINGS 


The general missionary board met pursuant to a notice published in the 
Free Methodist, at the Free Methodist Publishing House, Chicago, Illinois. 
Wednesday, October 14, 1908, at two o’clock p. m. 

The president, Bishop Walter A. Sellew, called the board to order and 
presided. 

The president announced the hymn entitled, “Triumphs of the Gospel,’ 
after which he read a portion of Philippians, second chapter. Prayer was 
offered by J. S. M’Geary. 

The missionary secretary, Rev. Benjamin -Winget, was kept from attend- 
ance upon the several sittings of the board on account of sickness. J. S. 
M’Geary was elected secretary pro tem. W. B. Bertels and F. W. Warren 
were also absent. 

Twenty-one sittings were held, and two sittings of the board of directors. 

The annual report of the missionary secretary was read, as follows: It 
was duly received. 


MISSIONARY SECRETARY’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD: 

It gives me great pleasure to acknowledge, with thanksgiving, the mani- 
fold mercies and signal blessings of God to us as a people upon our mission- 
ary work, both on the home and foreign fields; and not only to us as a people, 
but to all who are laboring in sincerity to extend the light of the glorious gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ to those in darkness and in the shadow of death. 

Since the last annual meeting of the board, we have been called to mourn , 
and to rejoice; the former on account of the death of two of our missionaries ; 
the latter, on account of the reports of victory and of revivals which have 
come to us from the several mission fields. The interest manifested in the 
work by the church at home has been gratifying, considering the financial 
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stringency of the past months. In some conferences the offerings have not 
been so large as formerly; while in others the spirit of sacrifice and self- 
denial has been shown by increased gifts for missions. 

The presence and labors of the several missionaries home on furlough 
have given a great impetus to the work, not only in general information and 
education, but in spirituality. They have labored untiringly for the work to 
which God has called them, and for which they have counted not their lives 
dear unto themselves. The interest so increasingly manifest on the part of 
our Sunday-schools and Junior societies has been a great encouragement. Our 
young people in our seminaries have shown a considerable interest in this 
cause, especially the Student Volunteer Band at our college at Greenville, Illi- 
nois. 

The total receipts for foreign missions for all purposes the past year has 
been $53,243.45. The total. amount reported last year was $56,285.86. Of the 
amount raised this year, the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has raised 
$33,703.03, Or 63 per cent of the moneys raised. Last year this society raised 
$39,242.60. The missionaries on the fields have received in gifts for all pur- 
poses, $304.78, as compared with $488 received last year. This shows that 
there has been a decrease over the grand total of last year of $3,215.63. The 
average amount paid by each member of our church for foreign missions this 
year has been $1.83, according to the church treasurer’s report. 

There are yet many circuits where no offerings are reported as raised 
either by the pastors or by the Woman’s societies. We are praying that the 
time will soon come when all our people in every conference will do all in 
their power that the glorious gospel of Christ may be carried to those in the 
darkness of idolatry and superstition in foreign lands; and also that the 
needy places in our own land may be speedily evangelized. 

Our missionaries on the foreign field generally consider that they are 
called to preach a higher standard of Christianity than most other churches 
do. It is about as with our work in the home land. Considering even South 
Africa, the country has been evangelized to some extent, but it will take some 
time for the people to have a comprehensive view of what is embraced in the 


Bible type of Christianity. 
AFRICA 


The reports received by your secretary from this field have been very 
encouraging, and show that progress is being made in temporal and along 
spiritual lines. It is a matter of great thanksgiving that none of our mission- 
aries have died, and that all have been quite generally preserved in health, 
excepting Sister Lilla Ryff. In answer to the prayers of the church, and 
special care given her, she is now fully restored to health. Furloughs have 
been requested for three of our workers, Rey. and Mrs. J. W. Haley, who have 
been on the field several years, and for Sister Lucy Hartman, who has labored 
acceptably there for ten years. Two missionaries from this field are now home 
on furlough. The workers on the field have been greatly encouraged because 
of the reinforcements sent them the past year. Those who have gone to that 
field since our last annual meeting are Rey. and Mrs. N. B. Ghormley, Rev. 
and Mrs. G. G. Kessel, Rev. and Mrs. A. M. Anderson, Miss Ethel Cook and 
F. Grace Allen, who has returned from her furlough. Sister Luella Newton 
accompanied Brother Kessel’s family. She is an applicant for appointment 
as a missionary on that field. She is proving herself capable. 

INHAMBANE.—In my last annual report, the needs of our work here were 
briefly stated. It was mentioned that reinforcements should be provided for © 
Brother and Sister Haley, who were toiling on under great burdens. At the 
last conference, Rev. and Mrs: Carroll Smith and Miss Hthel Cook were sent 
to assist in the work. ‘Twenty-three native evangelists were appointed to as- 
sist them. ‘There has been an increase in the children supported. The schol- 
arships now number over 220. The board has seen the necessity for provid- 
ing a missionary for this field who could teach the native workers, and the 
Portuguese language. One man was sent out by the board two years ago, but 
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he soon returned home. There is an imperative need there for a training 
school for native workers and a teacher for this work. Brother J. W. Haley 
says in a communication under date of August 27, 1908, “Now even though 
you [the board] do appoint a man for us, and it is a sinful procrastination 
not to make an effort, it will be two years before he can help us, as he must 
get both Portuguese and a native language before he would be entitled to a 
license under present regulations.” For the information of all concerned, we 
give herewith a few excerpts of the law relating to mission work in the Proy- 
ince of Mozambique: 

“(2) In the first three years after the publication of this order (Decem- 
ber 14, 1907), instruction will be given in either the Portuguese language or 
the native language of the country, and only such books may be used in teach- 
ing as have been officially approved. 

“(3) No person either white or colored will be allowed to teach in the 
schools of the province who is not able to speak the native language or who 
does not know the Portuguese language. 

“(6) No person will be allowed to teach in a native school who has not 
been examined by either the governor of the district, administrator of the cir- 
ecumscription, Capitao-Mor, military commandmant, or other local authority, 
and proved that he has a good knowledge of the native language of the dis- 
trict in which the school is to be opened, and of the Portuguese language. 

“(7) The provisions of Articles 3 and 6 shall come into full force within 
a year from the date of the ‘Official Gazette,’ in which the law is published, 
during which period the schools already in existence should conform with the 
terms of said law.” 

Brother Haley thinks this a very good law and that it will do them much 
good; also that they would have found it difficult to reorganize without it. 
The law has been expected for several years. It seems reasonable that we 
are aS much in duty ,bound to teach the Portuguese natives the Portuguese 
language as we are to teach the British natives the English language. We 
should get our evangelists into school at once and train’ them for the work 
while they are with us. Brother J. W. Haley writes that they now have a 
half-caste, at three pounds a month, who, while he may not have the exact 
pronunciation, and morally may not be all that is desired, yet is a good teacher. 
With his assistance the missionaries are studying hard; and they hope to be 
able to secure the required license by the appointed time. The missionaries 
have requested the governor to appoint a Portuguese instructor for all the 
missionaries in the district. They seemed to think they would be able to se- 
cure a man who knew Wnglish. We learn that there are twenty of the evan- 
gelists now in school. They could have more if they encouraged them to come. 
Some of them may stay at their stations until the close of the year. The 
religious services will be carried on as heretofore, and the children will be 
given religious instruction. ‘There should be no falling off in donations for 
this work at Inhambane. The work seems much more encouraging than ever 
before, for which we offer praise to God. 

The health of Brother and Sister J. W. Haley has been remarkably pre- 
served. Sister Haley has had no fever and Brother Haley but one attack 
which lasted about a week, Jeaving both spleen and liver enlarged. These are 
not considered serious afflictions, yet are an indication that his powers of re- 
sistance are being reduced. For him to have a furlough now seems the part 
of wisdom, that his health may be regained, and he then be permitted to again 
take up his work. Besides Sister Haley’s other work, she has accompanied 
her husband on his trips, and in her travels has penetrated farther than any 
other white lady. The missionaries voted at their last annual meeting re- 
questing the board to grant them a furlough. 

Brother Haley’s power of attorney has been legalized in Lisbon and is now 
ready for use. There has been a considerable increase in church membership 
during the year. A new school building has been erected, but was not at the 
last reports fully completed. It has been used for school and church purposes. 
The ordination of one of the native evangelists to the office of local deacon is 
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requested, so soon as the missionaries are fully convinced that he is fully com- 
petent for such orders. 

Farr Virw.—Good reports come to your secretary from this field, which 
are a source of much encouragement to “those who are holding the ropes” in 
the home land. Rev. G. G. Kessel was at the last annual conference session 
elected district elder for the Inland and Coast districts, and, is also pastor at 
Fair View. Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Woods have been received as full members 
of the missionaries meetings. The year opened up there with some especially 
discouraging conditions, so it was reported to your secretary; but in answer 
to prevailing prayer God has poured out upon them copious. showers of grace, 
and they have witnessed a revival of:religion. Many were converted or re- 
claimed and many additions have been made to the church. Sister Agnew and 
those associated with her, often labored day and night and have “prayed with- 
out ceasing.” 

Farr Virw Farm.—There has been a continual outlay for the farm, as 
shown from the financial statements. Brother Woods has planted bananas and 
he reports they are growing nicely and hopes for a crop from them next year. 
Brother Ryff expresses it as his opinion that Brother Woods is a good man for 
the place; that it needs just such a man as he that should do the work in con- 
nection with the farm. He is careful and painstaking. Many a farmer in 
Africa during the past several months has not only made no money but has 
gone under. There are many other ways in which this farm is of special value 
to us aside from financial remuneration to the board. 

GERMISTON.—The close of the year found the missionaries there well in 
body and blessed in soul. Some fruits have been reaped at the several preach- 
ing places on the circuit. However, the work there is largely a time of seed 
sowing. Some of the boys who have been converted under Brother and Sister 
Jules Ryff’s labors and those associated with them, have been preaching to 
their own people in Portuguese Africa with success and without financial as- 
sistance. There is an urgent call from them for a white missionary to help 
and direct them in evangelistic work. They should not be kept waiting too 
long. Brother Ryff thinks it will be necessary to discontinue the white services 
in order that the native work can have the attention given it that it requires. 
The missionaries at the last annual meeting decided that in view of the increas- 
ing work there among the natives, the white services be discontinued. In an- 
other communication Brother Ryff states that since their return from confer- 
ence they do not find it so easy to give up the white services as they thought. 
Brother Ryff further says: “Things have been more interesting of late, and I 
wonder if, after all, we can afford to leave these people without the pure and 
undefiled truth.’ ‘The people seem to stick to them, especially so long as they 
do not see another denomination established. Four native evangelists are as- 
sisting in the work on the circuit. Brother Ryff was elected at the last annual 
meeting as the representative of the government in the British Colonies. 
Brother and Sister Ryff are very thankful, and sincerely appreciated the 
prayers and other expressions of sympathy for them during the trying and 
testing time of Sister Ryff’s sickness. 

BALENI’s.—Paul Cele is the native evangelist now laboring among this peo- 
ple. It is still largely a time of seed sowing here, but we understand a few 
sheaves have been gathered in. So far as white missionaries are concerned, 
this people have been practically left alone. Paul has no doubt done his best. 
He reports that some of the heathen are beginning to be troubled on account - 
of their sins, and that the prospects are that in “due time’ many will be 
“turned from darkness to light.” It is hoped that ere long they may have the 
services of a white missionary. 

EDWALENI.—In the midst of various discouraging features, Brother Smith 
believes this station has held its own. Many changes have been made in the 
persons in charge during the six years of its existence as a mission station, 
making it difficult to do good work; as it takes some time for any missionary 
to win the confidence of the natives. Dr. Backenstoe and his wife are doing 
well in the work assigned them, but he feels he could labor to far greater 
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advantage in the work of a medical missionary. One hundred and seventy-four 
patients have received 314 treatments during the year. He and his wife 
have seen some accessions to the church during this time. One native evan- 
gelist assists them in the work. Dr. Backenstoe thinks there is no more 
healthy location in Africa than Edwaleni. The mission house there needs ex- 
tensive repairing at once. At the last annual meeting of the missionaries the 
_ vote was unanimous in favor of locating the training school here, one of the 
missionaries not voting. The training school is located on the west end of 
Edwaleni, while the mission is situated on the east end. 

ITeMBA.—The last or fourth session of the conference was held at this sta- 
tion, and was reported as the best conference yet held in South Africa. Sis- 
ter Hartman has been greatly blest in her work and enters upon a new year 
with faith and courage. There is a strong class of native Christians here, 
which is a monument to those who have carried on the work. The past year 
has been one of blessing. Sister Hartman has overseen the work of building 
a good chapel at one of the out-stations this year. It has been paid for out 
of the collection money, no money for its erection being asked for from the 
board. -Most of the work was done by the evangelists and native Christians. 
The services in the kraals and chapel have been kept up; also Sunday-school 
and class-meetings. The revival meetings resulted in great good. The day 
school has been interesting. The native teacher is a success, and the children 
are reported as doing well in their studies. The evangelists have been dili- 
gent. Sister Maude Cretors is proving a valuable worker. She is almost en- 
tirely supported by her own people in America. The missionaries have recom- 
mended that Sister Hartman be granted a furlough. 

GREENVILLE.—A few sheaves have been gathered in at this place. Several 
probationers were added during the year and quite a number of the heathen 
have sought the Lord. The work has been in charge of Sister Margaret A. 

_ Nickel. Our native evangelist assists in the work. In a recent communica- 
tion Brother A. M. Anderson writes that their school at this station opened 
two weeks ago and has taken on the aspect of a girls’ school. There are eigh- 
teen girls now enrolled and more may come. They have no money to pay for 
books, clothing or board. The missionaries do not feel like turning them away, 
but will endeavor to take them in and educate and Christianize them so far as 
possible. The girls are coming from all directions. Some of them have no 
parents, some have run away from home, and others have their parent’s con- 
sent. He states they greatly need a hut for the girls to use for kitchen and 
sleeping purposes. This would cost about fifteen dollars. They also need 
blankets’ for sleeping purposes and cloth for clothing. As they have thirty 
aeres of land there he is planning to make gardens for the girls to work in 
after school hours. The girls range from the ages of eight to eighteen years. 
This station is situated in a thickly settled country where they do not have 
to go far to reach the people. The people are right at their doors. 

Isigi—Hast Griqualand.—Brother and Sister A. E. Haley and their helpers 
have faithfully sown the precious seed. He has had to devote no small part 

-of the past year to building and so has been hindered from giving so much 
attention to evangelistic work. The house is now practically completed. The 
Wesleyan native evangelists surround our station here, and some think this 
is the greatest hindrance to our work. The interest in the school has increased. 
The services at the mission are fairly well attended and deep interest is shown 
at times. Some have been saved and baptized. Brother Haley was elected 
to elder’s orders at the last conference and was ordained. 

In general there is great reason for encouragement on all the African 
fields. We may well say, ‘What hath God wrought?” Many perplexing prob- 
lems have arisen from time to time, among them being the practise among 
the natives of “lobolosa.’”’ We trust proper decisions may be reached regard- 
ing this and other matters of administration brought to the attention of this 
board by the missionaries. It is fitting before leaving this part of the report 
to call attention to the book recently issued by Sister Brodhead, entitled, ‘“Mis- 
sion Work in South and Hast Africa.” It is having a large sale.

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INDIA 


Since the beginning of our work in this country, continued and severe 
tests have come to our missionaries. We cannot but believe that God will yet 
visit this field in an especial manner, even in a greater out-pouring of the 
Spirit, that there may be a great harvest as the result of the prayers and 
efforts of our people at home and of our true and tried missionaries on the 
field. The missionaries are doing well in acquiring the language. A blessed ~ 
spirit of unity and love prevails and all are laboring together with one heart 
and soul. There is a special request for two men and their wives and one 
young lady to be sent out in the near future. Since the last annual meeting, 
reinforcements have been sent to this field. They were Sister Mata D. Allee, 
Edith M. Santee, Rose Cox, who has been home on a furlough; and Rey. and 
Mrs. J. T. Taylor, now on their return voyage thither. Brother and Sister 
M. C. Clarke and Effie L. Southworth recently returned home for a much 
needed rest. 

The whole church has been called to mourn together with our missiona- 
ries there, on account of the sad death of our esteemed and faithful laborer, 
Miss Mary E. Chynoweth. She died at the post of duty and with victory. The 
cause of her decease was.a virulent form of smallpox. The end came at Yeot- 
mal, India, January 29, 1908. Sister Chynoweth was possessed of rare gifts 
and graces, a superior character and was deeply spiritual. She was very pro- 
ficient in the Marathi language. We sorrow, but know that our loss is her 
eternal gain. We cannot understand in regard to her departure, but leave it 
with Him who doeth all things well, and wait for the mists to be cleared away 
in the brighter morning, when clouds and sorrows shall never come. ‘The fol- 
lowing resolution was -adopted by our India missionaries at their last annual 
meeting : : 

“INASMUCH ag we have sustained the loss of our dear sister, Mary HE. 
Chynoweth, who, by her faithfulness to duty, her zeal for the lost of earth and 
her holy life which shown brigthly in the midst of the heathen darkness of 
India, endeared herself to all; and ay 

INASMUCH as we feel that a substantial memorial be erected in loving re- 
membrance of her; 

Resolwed, That a fitting tombstone be erected over her last resting place; 
and that a committee be appointed to receive funds and purchase the tomb- 
stone.” 

A resolution was passed by the missionaries expressing themselves very 
favorable to the opening up of a new station at Pandur Kawri at once. It is 
said to be a very needy and promising field. The rules governing native work- 
ers, and the Catechism have been translated into Marathi. The second year’s 
course of study for native workers has been prepared and adopted. It is the 
concensus of opinion among our missionaries there that the first period on that 
field is too long, and should be changed from seven to five years. Thg people 
listen well to the gospel messages in the out-villages. 

The industrial work is in good condition, this being brought about largely 
through the labors of Brother M. C. Clarke. In his annual report, Brother 
Clarke states that “We cannot wonder that the Brahmins hate us, and espe- 
cially the school work that we are doing, because they see in these educated 
people the confutation of every idea that they have been teaching the people 
for years; that is, that the lower castes cannot rise and cannot become edu- 
cated. * * * These missionary schools have refuted this idea. Last year we 
sent one of our boys to the Anglo-Vernacular school in Yeotmal. He started 
in two months and a half late and at the end of the year came out first in his 
examination in Sanskrit, over the boys of the whole Brahmin community.” 
He further reports real progress in all of the departments the past year. 
There is an improvemnt in the quality of the work done, and a corresponding 
increase of interest in the work on the part of the boys. The boys who have 
completed the theoretical course have work in practical carpentry and cabi- 
net making. More than 1,800 visitors have inspected the work done. This 
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makes friends for the work and helps greatly to break down prejudice. It is 
expected that many of these boys will make very effective workers in that 
needy district, as they understand us and know what it means to be converted, 
and are acquainted with our usages and doctrines. 

The government officials have recognized the superiority of this indus- 
trial school. It surely is among the children that the greatest work of evan- 
gelizing and Christianizing India is to be done. Rey. and Mrs. G. G. Edwards 
have been placed in charge of the Boys’ Orphanage for the coming year, and 
Sister Gertrude Alcorn in charge of the Girls’ Orphanage. 

There is still a strong feeling of unrest in some parts of India against 
foreigners. It is no child’s play to do the work of a missionary in this dark 
land—the land of idolatry, caste and superstition. The new bungalow at Dar- 
wah is completed. It surpasses all the other mission houses in stability, com- 
fort and conveniences. In this work Sister Ward has rendered valuable as- 
sistance to her husband. Brother and Sister E. F. Ward are seeing some fruit 
from their many years of faithful labors in this country for the upbuilding of 
the kingdom of Christ. In addition to his many duties and labors, Brother 
Ward has performed a great service for the church by preparing the manu- 
script for a new book on India and her people. It has been issued by our 
publishing house, and deserves a large sale. Some of the.natives who have 
heard the gospel have afterward called on our missionaries for further instruc- 
tion. Our missionaries in India, as well as on all the other mission fields, 
should have the continued prayers of the church. The government has given 
a nice lot of land at Darwah for a school and for a native workers’ home. This 
may be considered by you at this meeting.

JAPAN 


~ We are pleased to report that the work in Japan is no less encouraging 
than last year. The spirit of unity and harmony prevail, binding all the mis- 
sionaries closely together, as also the native Christians and workers. They 
have seen much fruit in this land so recently opened to the gospel. The mis- 
sionaries have been assisted by a noble band of spiritual native helpers. They 
have done well in the part of the work assigned to them. The missionaries 
have expressed themselves as having many reasons for thanksgiving and praise 
to God, although often they have been brought face to face with problems that 
have sorely taxed their grace and wisdom. One especially encouraging fea- 
ture is the Sunday-school work. The missionaries are putting forth special 
effort in this direction. It surely pays greatly to toil on and continue to sac- 
rifice that the true light may reach all this people. 

Brother Youngren reports that they try from time to time to urge the 
native Christians to give of their means toward the support of the gospel; and 
with the exception of a few, he thinks they are doing as much as they are 
able. ‘Fhe island people are poor, as a rule, and are heavily taxed by the gov- 
ernment. 

Reinforcements haye been sent out since the last annual meeting in the 
persons of Rey. and Mrs. W. lL. Meikle of Wisconsin, and Minnie K. Hessler 
of Syracuse, New York. Brother and Sister Matthias Klein, in harmony with 
iction taken by the board, have been received there to labor among us. They 
are proving very acceptable and spiritual workers. The new missionaries are 
reported as making good progress in the study of the Japanese language. 
Brother and Sister W. IF. Matthewson have returned home for a furlough and 
will be present at this meeting. They have labored faithfully on that field, 
and have been blessed of God to the salvation of many souls. They were on 
the field about five and one half years. 

The missionaries have taken action providing that regular quarterly meet- 
ings be held at each station in order to provide spiritual fellowship and en- 
couragement to the missionaries laboring at the stations more isolated. They 
request that a suitable young lady be sent out as soon as possible to assist in 
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the work. Brother Kawabe reports a real revival spirit among the Osaka 
people. For various reasons, which will no doubt be explained at this meeting, 
the erection. of a new dormitory has been postponed. Fifteen converts have 
been baptized and added to the church in Sumoto under the labors of Brother 
and Sister August Youngren. F 

On account of the greatly increased cost of living in Japan since the Jap- 
anese-Russian war, also the customs duties since the war being increased on 
an average about forty per cent. on imported goods, the missionaries urgently 
request that an extra allowance be made for them, in order that they may ren- 
der the more efficient service in the work to which God and the church has 
called them. This request seems very reasonable. 

The young people in the training school are choice and are doing well in 
their studies. They are consecrated to God’s service. It is thought by several 
of our missionaries that the plan of supporting individuals is not the best. 
To them it seems better to put all moneys in the general fund, and see to it 
that the hands of the board are not tied for funds. As the work has begun 
and has thus far been so successfully carried forward, we pray it may be 
continued in the years to come. ; :

CHINA 


The missionaries on this field, and the Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety at home and all our people have been called to mourn this year on account 
of the death of Sister Lillie M. Peterson. She had been compelled to return 
home on account of rapidly failing health. It was a grief to her to have her 
work so soon terminated. She reached Seattle, Washington, on March 16, 
1908, and did not again leave home until released by death on June 4, 1908. 
She was diligent in the study of the language and looked forward to being 
on a station with the other single ladies where they together might carry on 
the work of God. The Lord greatly blessed her influence among the Chinese 
during her brief ministry. We all mourn with her parents, who have shown 
such great interest in our work and who have contributed so generously for 
the founding of our work in China. The influence of her life, as also that of 
Sister Clara Leffingwell, will plead eloquently for others to take up the work 
where they, in God’s providence, were compelled to lay it down. 

Our other missionaries on the field have been generally well preserved 
in health and strength, and are encouraged in the conflict. We learn with 
pleasure that in several places there have been outpourings of the Holy Spirit 
on the church there. We pray that these may be but drops before a mighty 
shower, thus causing the work to grow numerically and spiritually. The idea 
of our departed Clara Leffingwell was that each of the eighteen provinces in 
the Empire should havea Free Methodist mission. God always regards such 
large faith. Some of our workers there approve of the idea that to each male 
missionary there should be a native force of about .a dozen suitable helpers so 
soon as they can be secured. 

China is surely ready for a great forward movement on the part of the 
church. We have never before had such grand opportunities of influencing so 
many millions of people for Jesus Christ. Reinforcements have been sent out 
the past year in the persons of Sisters Edith Francis Jones and Lucy H. Tit- 
temore. Brother George D. Schlosser has been transferred from Africa to 
China. He reached that field the latter part of March last. These new mis- 
sionaries are reported as being in good health, of strong faith and courage and 
_are making good progress in the study of the language. -The other missionaries 
are usually well and are seeing some fruit. One native worker especially, 
Wang Sin Cheng (Perfectly New King), is proving faithful and is much blest 
in his work. Four native evangelists have assisted in the work a part of the 
year. The Bible woman who assisted Sister Florence Scofield last year was 
from the Presbyterian mission. She will not be available for another year. 

The territory to be evangelized is large and thickly populated. Many vil- 
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jages and cities in some of the provinces make it a desirable mission field. -It 
is very gratifying to hear that in several places serious concern is being shown 
in the gospel messdges. 

We are pleased to learn of the kind and friendly interest taken by the 
Presbyterian mission in Brother and Sister Fred J. Fletcher, in their sickness 
and affiiction some time since. As yet no property has been secured in Kai 
Feng Fu, so it appears necessary to continue to rent there, probably at least 
for a year yet. The missionaries desire to enter a city of the third rank about 
thirty miles south of Cheng Chow. It is still unoccupied by any mission, but 
probably will not remain so long. 

Some souls have been definitely helped of the Lord and many thousands 
have heard the gospel message. A few have openly and fully taken a stand 
for Christ. There have been several inquirers at Yungsti Hsien and are 
thought ready for baptism. 

Necessarily there has been some delay in the orphanage work. Brother 
and Sister Fletcher are reported to hive been Jaboring faithfully in the work 
committed to them. Continue to pray much for this great field already white 
unto the harvest. 


SANTO DOMINGO 


In harmony with the action of the board at its last annual meeting, rein- 
forcements so long needed were sent out to this island to assist Sister Esther 
D. Clark, who has for several years faithfully labored as a Free Methodist 
missionary. Those who have gone out are Doctor and Mrs. W. C. Willing of 
the Illinois conference, Miss Nellie Whiffen, and Rey. and Mrs. Roy C. Nichols. 
Sister Willing did not go out as a board missionary. The Lord has blessed 
our Sister Clark’s labors there. Brother Winans seems to be taking hold of 
the work well. The field presents many perplexing problems, but we believe 
the missionaries there are bent on Seeing the work permanently established on 
a good basis. Sister Clark reports that a native, Pedro Maria Diaz, feels espe- 
cially called to labor for the salvation of his own countrymen. Let us pray 
much for these workers and for the native converts, that abundant fruit may 
be garnered in for Christ. Roman Catholicism has been a great curse to these 
people, but as the light comes, many will turn to Christ. 

Brother Willing writes, under date of August 25th, that he is receiving 
enough for his practise to warrant his trying to support himself, and so asks 
nothing from the board. He reports the outlook as good for the missionary 
work. 

At their annual meeting held on the seventeenth day of August, they 
adopted the following resolutions: 

“Resolved, First, That we consider it the better plan to begin work in the 
Central Valley, north of the Cibao range of mountains for the following rea- 
sons: 1. It is by far the most densely populated. 2. It is much more accessi- 
ble, being quite level, and the larger towns in nearer proximity one to the 
other. 38. It is the most productive and salubrious part of the island. 4. We 
_ are here, the work is at hand, and it means much to move in this country. 

Resolved, Second, That in our opinion the attitude of S. BH. Mills, of San- 
tiago, towards all sects is unchanged, and that he does not look with favor 
upon our cccupation of this territory; and that the attitude of his converts 
is generally favorable to our work so far as they understand it.” 


CEYLON 


We have only one missionary laboring in this field, Sister Kittie Wood 
Kumarakulasinghe. She has reported some good meetings and considerable 
good work done among the children. No definite statistics are available for 
this field. 


PERSONAL REPORT 


I have held meetings in twelve different states and in several conferences, 
including Western Canada. In addition to these labors, I have had an in- 
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creasing correspondence concerning both the home and the foreign field. I 
haye traveled over 10,000 miles and have preached many times. I have re- 
ceived two donations of $1,000 each for foreign missions.

The following were severally elected directors of the board: Burton R. 
Jones, J. 8S. M’Geary, W. W. Vinson, Walter A. Sellew and Mrs. M. M. Rob- 
inson. é 

The auditor submitted his report as follows:- “I haye audited the books 
and accounts of the treasurer and found them properly and correctly kept. 
I found that nearly all payments had proper youchers for the same, except 
the personal accounts of the missionaries. On account of this method hereto- 
fore employed in keeping their accounts, the auditor could not satisfactorily 
audit these accounts, but he believes them to be all correct. On the sugges- 
tion of the auditor, the treasurer keeps individual accounts with each mts- 
sionary, and he expects that there will be no trouble in auditing these ac- 
counts. I also examined the bank books, showing the accounts of these funds, 
and found the amounts correct and on deposit as represented in the book ac- 
counts. I also examined the securities represented on the books and found 
them to be good and as represented. This audit was nvade from April 1, 1907, 
to April 1, 1908. (Signed), WALTER A. SELLEW.” 

The report was duly adopted. 


General Conference Evangelist C. W. Stamp submitted his report, which 
was, on motion, received: 


To THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD OF THE 

FREE METHODIST CHURCH OF NoRTH AMERICA: 

The mercy of our heavenly Father has been over us during the year and 
we are, therefore, able to report success in our department of the work of the 
church. 

Following your instructions to labor three-fourths of the time in New 
England in new fields, we have held revivals in a number of places in Massa- 
chusetts, Maine and Connecticut. The results have been good for the Free 
Methodist church. 

Several new societies have been organized during the year and our new 
district is taking on the strength of a mature work. We now have new organ- 
izations at Clinton, Massachusetts ; Marlboro, Massachusetts; Worcester, Mass- 
achusetts; Hampton, Connecticut; Springfield, Massachusetts; and North Ad- 
ams, Massachusetts. We have also a beginning at Hartford, Connecticut. 

In the state of Maine, we have held revivals in several different locali- 
ties and have some very encouraging openings which probably will develop 
into Free Methodist churches. 

One important thing in connection with the opening of new fields is to se- 
eure permanent houses of worship for the new societies. Though with some 
difficulty, we have been able to rent suitable buildings for all the classes. The 
Lord, we think, assisted in this. Some of these churches and halls are held 
at high rent. We have to pay as high as $200 for some. Others are rented 
much cheaper. 

The preachers now in charge of these churches, including the district el- 
der, have united with us during our revivals on the new field. They are men 
of strength and devotion. They are spiritual and radical, though sweet and 
tender in the administration of the truth. All of them are true to our issues 
as a denomination and labor earnestly to build up the church. Three of these 
men were received into the Susquehanna conference last year, two in full con- 
nection and one on trial. Two were received on trial this year. 

During the year we have had three young men laboring for us in band 
work. They have used our tabernacles purchased for the bands. Their work 
was made a blessing to the church. Besides these young men, other workers 
have done excellent work. We have now a preacher and his wife who will 
labor during the year as our assistants in evangelistic meetings. This minis- 
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ter and his wife were appointed by the Susquehanna conference at our request. 

We have had some gain in membership and societies the past year, though 
there has been some falling off on some circuits. It is sad to say, there has 
been a little division at two points. Through the influence of the enemy, nine 
of our members have withdrawn from the church. Others have taken their 
places, but we are sorry and grieved that these could not have been held. 

The character of the services is that of spirituality, power and life. Our 
first camp-meeting held on the New Hngland district was a most blessed meet- 
ing. It will never be forgotten. The district meetings, all-day meetings and 
regular services of the different circuits have been seasons of blessing. 

We have not urged the conference to send in preachers from the old fields 
as yet, on account of the inability of these new classes to support them. The 
ministers who are now supplying the work, labor a part of the time at their 
trades for the support of their families. We are not unmindful of the fact 
that the work would perhaps move more rapidly could it be supplied with more 
experienced preachers, but we must walk before we run. Could the General 
Missionary Board appropriate one-half support for three or four ministers and 
their families, we would gladly allow our new ministers to go to the older 
fields. y 

If this new work is preserved to the church, and other societies raised up, 
there must be appropriations, sufficient to meet the expenses of the meetings 
as well as to assist the faithful preachers who are laboring to push the work. 

Meetings outside of the New England field.mBesides the work done in the 
Hast, we have held revivals and special services in Jamestown, New York; 
Saratoga Springs, New York; Buffalo, New York; Uxbridge, Ontario; Sarnia, 
Ontario; and in several places in Michigan. We have also assisted in several 
camp-meetings. 

Financial. Amount received in cash for the missionary bands and for the 
expenses of the New England work since last specified report given at the gen- 
eral conference, $659.33; for support aside from traveling expenses, $190.00; 
paid to band workers and for other expenses incident to the revivals on new 
fields in New England since the last specified report given at the last general 
conference (there being no definite report presented at the last board meeting), 
$768.41. 

An encouraging number have united with the Free Methodist church and 
many have sought the Lord during our revivals. We have been sensible of 
special assistance of the Holy Spirit in preaching the Word this year, and 
have been encouraged to expect greater results in the future.

Mrs. Blanche BH. Stamp, general missionary, submitted the following re- 
port, which was duly received: 


“TO THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD, DEAR 

BRETHREN AND SISTERS: 

“Tt is gratifying to report to you that the past year has been one of the 
best of my life. The Spirit has been poured out upon the revivals in which 
I have assisted, and blessed results have followed the efforts put forth to ex- 
tend our borders as a church and to save the lost. I have done evangelistic 
work in several camp-meetings and other special services in the West, and 
have spent a short time in raising funds for the missionary band work in the 
East. Our field of labor has, however, been principally on new ground in New 
England. 

- “The work has been hard and we have carried heavy burdens that the 
church might be established upon a firm basis. In many respects our new 
work is encouraging. However, there is great need of careful management and 
prayer to God, that the little flock may be kept together and that the neces- 
sary funds may be supplied to maintain what we have until there is strength 
enough to withstand the enemy and to continue the opening of other places 
for the church. 
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“YT have labored to build up the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and 
there has been a gratifying increase on the new district and splendid showing 
financially from that field.”

Several important items of business were referred to comiittees which 
gave due consideration to the same. 

The following missionaries home on furlough addressed the board regard- 
‘ing their work: Rev. and Mrs. W. F. Matthewson, from Japan; and Rey. and 
Mrs. M. ©. Clarke, from India. 

The annual reports of the several superintendents on the foreign fields 
were read: Rev. C. Floyd Appleton, in China; Rey. Carroll Smith, district 
-elder of the Inland and Coast districts, South Africa Mission conference; Rey. 
J. W. Haley, district elder of the Inhambane district of the aforesaid confer- 
ence; Rev. M. C. Clarke, India; Rev. W. F. Matthewson, Japan. 

It was voted that in case a bishop cannot preside at a session of 
the South Africa mission conference and be present on the field in the inter- 
val of any conference session, that the president pro tem is empowered and 
‘duly authorized to transfer preachers from one district to another. 

The annual report of W. S. Woods, superintendent of the Fair View farm, 
South Africa, was read and received. 

The board elected the following persons as superintendents on the foreign 
fields: Rey. J. T. Taylor, India; Rev. C. Floyd Appleton, China; Rev. August 
Youngren, Japan. The board of directors was authorized to elect a superin- 
tendent for the Dominican Republic. 

The board elected the following persons to serve as treasurers: Rev. Jules 
Ryff, for Africa, excepting the work ‘at Inhambane; Rey. Carroll Smith, for 
Inhambane; Rey. J. T. Taylor, for India; Mrs. Laura Millican Appleton, 
China; S. E. Cooper, Japan. The board of directors were authorized to elect 
a treasurer for the Dominican Republic. 

Rey. 8S. K. Wheatlake, general conference evangelist, submitted his report, 
as follows: It was duly received. 


To THE MEMBERS OF THE MISSIONARY BOARD, DEAR BRETHREN: 

I beg to submit to you the following report of my labors since the late 
general conference. I confess that I entered upon my work with considerable 
forebodings as to my ability to fill such a responsible position. Under God I 
have done the best I knew. : 

I am truly thankful to the Lord for all of the blessings He has bestowed 
upon me thus far during my labors, and for the success He has given me in 
my efforts to promote the best interest of the church, and thus exalt His glory 
among men. I have spent nearly six months of the time on new fields, hold- 
ing meetings at the following places: West New Castle and Union Town, Penn- 
sylvania; Boonsville, Indiana; Pinkstaff and Chauncey, Illinois. I succeeded 
in organizing good, substantial societies at Boonsville and at Pinkstaff. Some 
of these fields were very hard to work, but we did the best we could and left 
the results with God. In all of these meetings considerable good was accom- 
plished and in some of them much of prejudice was broken down. I had ar- 
ranged to hold meetings in other new fields but was called to the West by your 
recommendation. 

I spent all of last winter holding meetings within the bounds of the Ne- 
braska, South Dakota, Iowa, and Minnesota and North Iowa conferences and 
held meetings at the following places: Lincoln, Nebraska City, Lynch and 
Butte, Nebraska; Wessington Springs, South Dakota; Centerville, Hldon, and 
Estherville, Iowa. Wessington Springs and Eldon were without pastors. “At 
several of these places God was pleased to graciously pour out His Spirit, and 
many souls were saved and purified. 

I spent the month of June on the Kingston and Havelock districts,Hast 
Ontario conference, holding tent and assisting in camp-meetings. These meet- 
ings were especially owned and blest of God in the salvation of souls and the 
upbuilding of the church. 
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I have dedicated churches at the following places: Rose Hill, Kansas; 
Lynck, Nebraska; and at Fifth Lake, Ontario. I have attended eight camp- 
meetings since the general conference. At some of them I remained only a few 
days. Three of them were arranged for before my election as general confer- 
ence evangelist. 

During the past fourteen months I have traveled 8,456 miles and preached 
550 sermons. Over 500 souls have professed to have been saved, reclaimed or 
purified in the meetings I have held. A goodly number of these united with 
the church either on probation or in full connection. 

My traveling expenses have been, $185; raised for rent on buildings and 
incidentals, $115; raised on church debts, $350.

‘The missionary secretary was authorized to purchase a cable code for 
China [a copy of which was submitted to the board], and for any other of the 
foreign fields as he deemed necessary. 

The board appropriated sufficient money to pay the freight on the goods 
of N. B. Ghormley and of Roy WH. Nichols, from their homes to New York City. 

It was decided to be the sense of the board that the children of our effect- 
ive missionaries on the foreign fields are not entitled to receive allowance 
from the claimants’ fund while they are receiving an appropriation as chil- 
dren of such missionaries. 

Emma Appling was voted sixty dollars a year as a superannuated mis- 
sionary. 

The board decided that on account of various enterprises already on hand 
they did not deem it advisable to open school work in Ceylon. 

R. Takashima and B. Horiuchi, native workers in Japan, were, in har- 
mony with a recommendation of our Japan missionaries, elected to deacon’s 
orders. They are to be ordained at the first suitable opportunity. 

The committee to consider certain questions pertaining to the deaconess’ 
work submitted their report as follows, which report was duly adopted: 

“We recommend that the first sentence of sub-division 8, paragraph 149,. 
of the Discipline, be changed to read: ‘The garb of a deaconess shall be a dark 
gray dress and a dark gray bonnet with white ties.’ 

“In regard to a question raised some time ago in the Pree Methodist as: 

to a discrepancy between the ‘Digest of Free Methodist Law’ and the Disci- 
pline, relative to the manner of recommending persons for deaconess’ license, 
we would say that sub-divisions 1 to 6 inclusive, of paragraph 149, of the Dis- 
cipline, embody the recommendations of the committee of last year.” 

The following revised course of study was, on recommendation of the mis 
sionaries in Japan, unanimously adopted:

Study the Japanese grammar according to Noss-Lange to the 
end of lesson 54, page 226; translating all the English sentences and writing 
them in mixed script.

CONVERSATION. Converse at least one-half hour daily with the teacher. 


SECOND YEAR 


READING. 1. Jinjo Sho-gakko Tokuhon, numbers 5-8. (Or the newer edi-- 
‘tion when adopted by the government schools). 

2. Learn to recognize and read all the characters in these readers andi 
practise writing them; learn to write easy dictation. 
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3. Read at least three of the Mukashi-banashi, Iwaya sueo’s edition. 

4. Read Tamura’s Collected Tracts, ‘“‘Why I Believe There is a God,” 
“Why I Believe the Need of Atonement,” “Why I Believe in Immortality.”

GRAMMAR. Noss-Lange completed. 

CONVERSATION. Converse at least one-half hour with the teacher daily, 
and during the last half of the year prepare and deliver publicly ‘short ad- 
dresses at least once a month.

COMMITTEE. 

Mrs. Rebecca HB. Sellew, general missionary, submitted the following re- 
port, which was received: 

“On account of sickness in the family and other reasons, I haye not been 
able to do as much work as usual this year. 

“Have held missionary meetings at Gallatin, Tennessee; Jamestown, New 
York, Baptist church; South Dayton, district meeting; Gerry, New York; Butte, 
Nebraska; Shenandoah, Iowa, Also took part in meetings at Ransomyille, 
New York, and Jeannette, Pennsylvania. 

“Respectfully submitted, ‘ 
“REBECCA HE. SELLEW.” 


The following motion was passed by the board: “That in reference to 
the African work, that it is the sense of this board that in the future special 
gifts sent to our native workers and evangelists in Africa be given by our 
missionaries to those for whom such gifts are intended, at once; or held by 
the missionaries for their future use; or correspond with thé donors as to 
what disposition be made of such gifts.” 

The following report in regard to the dormitory in Japan was adopted: 


“Your committee recommend that the building of a dormitory for boys in ~ 


Japan be postponed for the present, and that they continue to occupy their 
present location at Shita-tera-machi. 

“We further recommend that the board proceed to erect a girls’ dormitory 
at Tennoji, so that Miss Minnie Hessler may the more effectually confine her 
work to the education of the girls as originally designed.” 

The following report of the committee on memoirs was unanimously 
adopted; and the secretary was instructed to prepare and send a special copy 
of these resolutions to the parents of Sister Lillie Peterson and to the nearest 
relatives of Sister Mary E. Chynoweth. After the reading of the report, Bishop 
Jones offered fervent prayer. 


REPORT ON MEMOIRS 


“During the past twelve months, signal prosperity and special blessings 
have attended the work on all our mission stations in foreign lands. As the 
general missionary board of the Free Methodist Church of North Ameriéa, 
we are profoundly thankful to our heavenly Father for all these mercies, but 
with all our rejoicing and thankfulness there comes the deepest sorrow in the 
loss of two of our beloved missionaries, Miss Mary HW. Chynoweth of India, 
and Miss Lily M. Peterson of China. 

‘Miss Mary E. Chynoweth had labored in India for six years. She had 
already obtained a fine command of the Marathi language and was an invalua- 
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ble evangelist among the Hindus. Her clear, logical presentation of the truth 
appealed strongly to the Oriental mind. Those who heard her almost invaria- 
bly went away to think and often to follow out the convictions impressed upon 
them, by her burning words and striking personality. 

“The passion of her soul was to gather in the lost ones of India to the 
fold of Christ. Her plea on her death bed was that some one should go and 
tell the story of the cross in the surrounding villages, calling on the mis- 
Sionaries around her to go quickly and spread the gospel. Her last conscious 
message was to the members of the missionary board, telling them not to be 
discouraged and entreated them to send other workers to fill the broken ranks. 
She forgot her own terrible sufferings in her great solicitude for the salvation 
of the heathen. 

“As a board, we consider her Joss well nigh irreparable but bow to the will 
of our heavenly Father. Miss Chynoweth was filled with loyalty to her friends, 
to the cause she represented, and above all to the Master she so faithfully 
served. No friend could be more devoted, more tender, more true. Her ideals 
were lofty-and purposes unflinching. Everything she did must be done in the 
most perfect manner. Her standard of Christian life was very high indeed. 
She knew the saving power of Christ to the uttermost and yearned to bring 
all with whom she associated to the same exalted pinnacle of Christian per- 
fection. 

“When the hand of disease was laid heavily upon her she was found in 
the ranks, touring for miles in the villages around. Her ambition was to 
evangelize the entire district of Yeotmal. Had she been spared, this would 
have been accomplished. 

“Weary and smitten with the dread disease, smallpox, she laid aside the 
sickle without a murmur and entered into her reward, leaving the fields white 
for a harvest. Her voice is calling us to-day to send forth more laborers to 
reap these needy fields. Let us as representatives here in America hasten to 
send others to take up this work she has laid down. 

“As the members of the general missionary board, we would tender our 
sincere sympathy tq her brother, other relatives and friends, and assure them 
of our mutual sorrow in this hour of bereavement. 

“The work in China is still in its infancy and we had so recently been 
ealled to bury our leader, Miss Clara A. Leffingwell, that we could ill afford 
to lose another devoted missionary from among our consecrated laborers there. 
Miss Lily M. Peterson had only been in China two years, but during this short 
period had greatly endeared herself, not only to every missionary there, but 
also to the Chinese. They called her, ‘Pehi-ueh-tean,’ ‘White Precious Lily,’ 

_and showed their love in many ways. When they understood they must bid 
her a final farewell, they wept and manifested deep grief. Although her stay 
among them was so brief the Lord gave her some lasting fruit in the conver- 
sion of her cook, who is now spreading the gospel among his own people. He 
had continually prayed for her recovery and evidently expected it. } 

“One morning Miss Jones came in, saying to him, ‘Miss Peterson is well 

now. She will never be sick any more.’ He looked up with a smile, at the 
good news; then the truth dawned upon him and that she had really gone. 
He bit his lip and his face twitched—the Chinese dislike to show emotion— 
but his grief overcame him; he put his face down on his arm and sobbed aloud. 
Before she went as a missionary, some of the young men in the Chinese mission 
where she labored, were converted and went back to China to carry the glad 
news. She had become quite proficient in the Chinese language, as was shown 
in her closing hours. While delirious she talked fluently in the Chinese lan- 
guage, having forgotten her mother tongue. i 

“As members of the general missionary board, we deeply appreciate the 
sacrifice of this beautiful life to the cause of missions. Her only regret when 
she realized that she must relinquish the work was the fear that missionary 
zeal among the people at home might be dampened by her early death. We 
are assured that her sweet unselfishness, her superior intelligence, her humble, 
trusting dependence on the arm of Jehovah have left a lasting influence in the 
fields where she labored. In the great gathering of the nations by and by 
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when the blood-washed shall come from every land and from every tongue, 
we doubt not many shall be garnered into the fold through the loving ministry 
of our beloved missionary, Miss. Lily M. Peterson. We would tender our 
deepest sympathy to the bereaved parents and members of their family, as- 
suring them that this sacrifice of theirs in giving their first-born shall be held 
in precious memory by the members of the general missionary board.” 

The board adopted the following report: 

“Your committee to whom was referred the request of members of the 
South Africa Mission conference as to some amendments to the Zulu Discipline, 
by which native members of the church may be tried by a committee, beg to 
report as follows: 

“It is our opinion that it would be unwise and contrary to our polity in 
mission work in Africa to allow natives who may have violated any part of our 
Discipline to be tried by a committee composed of natives alone. Such com- 
mittee should have at least enough missionaries on said committee to consti- 
tute a majority of one. 

“We propose the following changes in the Zulu Discipline: 

“Paragraph 178, page 118: ‘When charges are preferred against a mem- 
ber, the missionary in charge shall call a meeting of the society, which shall 
elect two native members of. the society and two white missionaries, who, 
with the district elder, who shall preside, shall constitute a committee to try 
the case. The district elder may appoint some other missionary to serve in 
his place on this committee and to preside.’ ” 

Rey. and Mrs. J. W. Haley were granted furloughs, on account of ill- 
health. The granting of a furlough to Sister Lucy Hartman was referred to 
the board of directors. 

The board yoted that it is not necessary for returned missionaries from 
Africa to bring their books home to be audited, unless in exceptional cases, 
and when requested to do so by the board. 

The board gave careful consideration to all requests for appropriations 
from the several foreign fields. Those voted appear later in this volume. 

Mrs. Ida R. Winget, general missionary, submitted the following report 
of her work. It was duly received. 


“T have traveled in the interest of the foreign missionary work this year 
about six thousand miles. I have held and assisted in meetings in Colorado, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Iowa, Illinois, New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio. 

‘Respectfully submitted, Ipa R. WINGET.” 


General Conference Evangelist J. H. Flower submitted the following. re-- 
port, which was duly received: 


“TO THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD OF THE: 
FREE Mrernopist CHURCH: 

“At the time of your annual meeting last October, I was engaged in a 
revival meeting at Monterey, Tennessee, which resulted in the conversion and’ 
sanctification of many souls. Over one hundred were at the altar as seekers 
during the meeting. 

“From here I went to the Kentucky and Tennessee conference and as- 
sisted in the evangelistic services during its session. I was called to the bed- 
side of my father, who was very ill, at Lawrenceville, Illinois. He seemed to 
rally and I left him in the care of other members of the family and went to 
Pnnis, Texas, to hold evangelistic services prior to and during the session of 
the annual conference, which resulted in the conversion and sanctification of 
a number of souls. Much of the blessing of God attended the services, men- 
tion of which is made in the Annual Minutes of the Texas conference. 

“While here I received a message to come at once to the bedside of my 
father, as he was not expected to live. It was his earnest request that I 
should not go back to the far South so that I could reach him in a few hours’ 
notice. So up to the time of his death, June 5, I spent the time between car- 
ing for him and the mission work in St. Louis. Immediately after his death: 
I took up tent and camp-meeting work and held meetings at Polk City, Des. 
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Moines and Sioux City, Iowa; Robinson and Bradbury, Illinois; Bluffton, 
Indiana; Scottsville and Petroleum, Kentucky. At each place souls were 
converted and sanctified and the Spirit of God was poured out in a gracious 
manner. 

“Trouble having arisen between the church and the mission and rescue 
work in St. Louis, I was called from Kentucky on that account. 

“IT have calls awaiting me at Jackson, Mississippi; Hot Springs, Arkan- 
sas; and some in Kentucky, which I hope to fill as Soon as I can adjust my 
affairs to this end. : 

“J am thankful to God for His converting and sanctifying grace that 
keeps and sustains me and also thankful to the church, and all my brethren, 
for their love, patience and forbearance; and covet the prayers of all that 
during the coming year I may be able to ‘do the work of an evangelist’ ac- 
ceptable to God and approved by His church. J. H. FLOWER.” 


The committee elected to investigate the amount paid Rey. J. H. Flower, 
for services as general conference evangelist, by the church treasurer, re- 
ported. The report was adopted. d 

“We find after careful investigation that he has devoted nine months 
in evangelistic work since his election as general conference evangelist, for 
which he has received full pay, namely, $375. We also find that seven months 
of that time he labored in the southern field and two months in the north.” 

It was decided that T. Kawabe’s relation to the white missionaries in 
Japan shall be as follows: “That when items of business in the missionaries’ 
meetings pertaining to the native workers, their salary and places of work, 
and rent of native chapels, and such things as pertain to the native work are 
considered, he be given a yoice and vote; and that when the matter of appro- 
priations for houses and living expenses of the missionaries are considered, 
the missionaries consider these matters by themselves.” f 

The board passed the following: ‘There seems * * * * to be a very press- 
ing need at this time for medical service in our mission field in China. From 
what we can learn, Dr. Backenstoe can practise in China with his present 
American diploma without restraint. Dr. Backenstoe writes under date of 
August 10, 1908, ‘We are willing to start.for China on short notice.’ We rec- 
ommend that Dr. Backenstoe be transferred to China as a medical missionary.” 

It was decided that Herbert M. Damon and wife be sent to India in the 
fall of 1909. 

The committee elected to consider the question of “lobolosa,’ in Africa, 
recommended that after considering the correspondence referred to them, that 
in the case referred to in such correspondence, the native brother be author- 
ized to carry out the contract made by his heathen father for benefit of his 
heathen relatives, but shall not be allowed to retain any money or cattle ob- 
tained from the carrying out of the contract, for his personal use and bene- 
fit. The recommendation was adopted. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

“WHEREAS, A large number of requests have been coming from the coast 
and from the Western’ Canada conference for the labors of General Confer- 
ence Hyvangelist C. W. Stamp and his wife; and 

“WHEREAS, There are now several petitions from those fields; and, as 
Brother Stamp has promised a year to the district elders and pastors of the 
Pacific coast and Western Canada conference; and 

“WHEREAS, The new district organized in New Wngland needs care and 
further labor ; 

“T'herefore, We move that Brother and Sister Stamp be directed to work 
three months in New England with special supervision of the field, three 
months through the middle west, and six months on the Pacific coast and 
in Canada.” 

A communication was presented to the board, signed by a Mr. F. M. Baker, 
of Rochester, Pennsylvania, wherein he referred to his desiring to labor among 
the colored people of the South. It was received and referred to the general 
conference evangelist for the south, for his consideration. 
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Rey. 8. IK. Wheatlake was requested to give his first three months of labor 
in the bounds of the Minnesota and Northern Iowa conference and also the 
North Minnesota conference; and the remainder of the year to our work east 
of the Colorado conference. 

Rev. C. E. Harroun, Jr., asked whether it is proper and in keeping with 
the usages or polity of our church, for a quarterly conference to renew the 
license of a local preacher who labors as a missionary in Mexico. It was 
voted to be the sense of the board that for them to do so is not at all incon- 
sistent. 

Mrs. M. M. Robinson presented the following resolutions. They were 
adopted: 

“WHEREAS, At our annual missionary board meetings the members are 
called upon to consider and decide very important questions concerning our 
church interests in foreign lands; and 

“WHEREAS, They need all the information obtainable by them in order 
to rightly and wisely understand such important questions; and 

“WHEREAS, They do not generally know what questions are to be brought 
before them for consideration and action until they have actually assembled 
together in business meetings; which-lack of knowledge has many times proyed 
very embarrassing; therefore, 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this body that its members should have 
as much knowledge and information placed before them as possible; and that 
the attention of the missionary secretary be directed by the board to this mat- 
ter; and that he devise some means to place this information in the posses- 
sion of the members of the board before they assemble in annual session.” 

The report of the board of directors of the business transacted by them 
since the last annual meeting of this board was adopted. 

The missionary secretary. was elected a delegate to represent this board 
at the Sixteenth Annual Conference of the Foreign Mission Boards, to be held 
in New York, January 12-14, 1909, with the understanding that he has the 
privilege of appointing a proxy in event he cannot attend. 

The board voted to appropriate five hundred dollars for a chapel at Nip- 
pon Bashi, to be built on the front end of the lot whenever the present chapel 
shall be torn down to-make way for the street car line; and that it be built 
in such a manner that the rear of the lot can be utilized for another building. 

The power of attorney of J. P. Brodhead was continued; and it was. pro- 
vided that this action be duly certified to by the proper officers of the board, 
when he returns to Africa. 

The out-going of Rev. E. M. Sandys and family to Africa was deferred, 
and the time left with the board of directors. 

The missionary secretary was instructed to culminate so soon as possible 
the purchase of the Haynes’ property in Durban, in accordance with action 
taken by this board at its last yearly meeting. 

On motion of W. W. Vinson, and in harmony with the recommendation 
of our missionaries in India, it was decided that the first term of service in 
that country be changed from seven to five years, in case that the missionaries 
on the field recommend this in the case of any missionary. 

A communication was read to the board, signed by Prof. HB. G. Burritt, 
of Greenville College, Greenville, Illinois, relative to the missionary training 
work being carried on, and further contemplated by, the college. After due 
consideration by the board and by a special committee, the following report 
of the committee was adopted in the case: 

“We recommend that this board hereby approves of the work being done 
by Greenville College ‘for the benefit of those preparing for foreign mission- 
ary work,’ as outlined in said letter. We would bid the college Godspeed in 
this new and important work which it has taken up. 

“Wwe do not think it advisable to make any appropriation from the funds 
of the board to aid in promoting this department of missionary training at 
this present time, in view of the shrinkage of the board’s receipts this year, 


and other considerations. 
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“The sense of this board is that it would be unwise to allow credit for such 
appropriations [mentioned in the letter] on account of the danger of deplet- 
ing the general funds. 

“We recommend that the-secretary of the board convey to Greenville Col- 
lege, through its president, the action of this board in this matter.” 

The following motion was passed: “That the plan for meeting the tray- 
eling expenses of our missionaries who are home on furlough and holding 
meetings in the interest of this work be as it is at present; with the under- 
standing that each missionary provide himself with suitable receipt books, and 
that they keep the stubs of all receipts given in order to facilitate the audit- 
ing of such expenses.” 

The board recommended the readjusting of the location of certain mis- 
sionaries in Japan, as follows, such plan being made necessary by the elec- 
tion of August Youngren as superintendent: ‘‘August Youngren, for Osaka; 
Matthias Klein, Awaji; S. E. Cooper, Akashi.’’ 

The board approved of Brother Matthias Klein exercising the office of an 
ordained elder in Japan until such time as his ordination papers can properly 
be considered by an annual conference in America, he having been ordained 
by the Pentecost Bands of America. 

The secretary was instructed to forward the records of the South Africa 
Mission conference to Rev. Jules Ryff, as soon as possible. : 

The following action was taken: in the case of Rev. E. M. Sandys: ‘“‘That 
in case EH. M. Sandys and family should go out to Africa as a board mission- 
ary; and in case their health should fail and they should be ordered home 
by a physician, this board agrees to provide their return passage the same 
as for any of the board missionaries under like conditions.” 

The missionary secretary being unable to attend the board meeting on ac- 
count of serious illness, he sent the following letter of greeting to them: 


“To My BRETHREN AND FELLOW-WORKERS OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD: 

“DEAR BRETHREN, GREETING: For a little over six weeks I have been pass- 
ing through one of the most crucial experiences of my life. Little did I ex- 
pect to be shut up here by myself and suffer the pain that I have for these 
weeks. In the midst of it all the Lord has given me great patience and humble 
trust in Him. 

“My heart has gone up to the Lord for His blessing upon you and upon 
the work committed to your charge, that you may apprehend the mind of the 
Spirit and be guided by Him. 

“T know you are nearly through with your work, but feeling a little 
strength to greet you in the name of the Lord, I have sent you these few lines. 

“T want to say that I think I have felt the best to-day that I have felt 
since I was taken sick. I am encouraged by my doctor that in a few weeks 
I shall be well again. I know I have your prayers and sympathy. May God 
bless you increasingly. “Yours in the Master’s service,

The following reply to the above letter of greeting was unanimously 
adopted by the board: 

“CHICAGO, OCTOBER 20, 1908. 
“Rey. B. WINGET, MISSIONARY SECRETARY : 

“Dear Brother: Your communication of yesterday to the missionary board 
was received and read in a sitting of the board this morning. 

“Permit us to assure you, dear brother, that we are most devoutly thank- 
ful to Almighty God that He has been pleased to spare you, and that the 
prospect for your full restoration to health is so encouraging. We would as- 
sure you that. since the news of your sickness first became known to the 
church, constant prayers have gone up to-the throne that you might be re- 
stored to your work. 4 

“We have missed you very much in the sittings of the board. It has 
~ seemed at times as though we hardly knew what to do; but the business of the 
board has gone forward without friction. We are now nearing the close of our 
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work. We would be very glad if you might be with us before we adjourn; 
but as this is not likely to be, we pray God to be with you, and to keep us all 
rantil we meet where sickness, sorrow, pain and death are felt and feared 
no more. c 
“Again assuring you of our love for you in our Lord, and our continued 

prayers for your complete recovery, we are

The following persons were accepted as foreign missionaries: Louise D. 
Calkins, for India (conditionally) ; Sophia Eberman. for Japan; Charlotte B. 
Johns, Delevan, New York, for Africa; Mary E. Ogren, for China; Mattie — 
J. Peterson, for China. 

The applications of the following named were referred to the board of 
directors: Fred G. Wynett (referred to missionaries on the field, etc.) ; Har- 
riet H. Sheldon. Hamilton, Ontario; Ciyde C. Forman (to be sent to Inham- 
bane). 

Action in the following cases was deferred: Alice C. Furman, Corning, 
New York; Mr. and Mrs. A. L. Grinnell, Los Angeles, California; Rev. Fred 
J. Hessler, Atlanta, New York; Rev. and Mrs. John R. Klein, Algonquin, Illi- 
nois; Rey. R. H. and Mrs. Jennie Hamilton, Hstevan, Canada; James 8S. Rice, 
Cortland, New York; Ida B. Rice, Spring Arbor, Michigan; Lillian Webster, 
Mercer, Pennsylvania; Lillian Russell, New York, New York. 

It was voted that Rev. N. S. Honn and family be transferred to Shanghai 
to take up the work among the Cantonese, in harmony with action taken in 
this case at the last annual meeting of this board; and that a sufficient addi- 
tional amount be appropriated by this board to make the allowance for ex- 
penses in connection with opening up this work of one thousand dollars, the 
amount on hand with our treasurer in China now being about four hundred 
dollars. 

Rey. J. P. Brodhead reported as follows in regard to his work in the home 
land for the past year. This report was supplemented by a verbal statement 
as to the amount of money he had raised for. the foreign work: 


“The time of the past year has passed pleasantly and quickly by. The 
months of October and November, 1907, were occupied in holding various mis- 
sionary meetings within the bounds of the Oil City and Pittsburg conferences... 
From December, 1907, to March, 1908, I was occupied in a dental office in 
Franklin, Pennsylvania, under the competent instruction of Dr. Rickards in 
dental work, and feel the time was most profitably spent and that the benefit 
accruing will be manifest on the mission field in works of mercy along these 
lines. 

“From March 1, 1908, to the present, my time has been wholly occupied in 
holding missionary meetings at various places and in different conferences, 
as far west as the Minnesota and North Iowa conference. I attended a goodly 
number of camp-meetings and conferences in annual session, and at every 
place was accorded a most hearty reception by our preachers and people, and 
trust that, educationally and financially, some measure of blessing has resulted 
therefrom.”’ ; 

; “J. P. BRODHEAD.” 


The secretary read a communication from Dr. Philip B. Cousland, of 
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China, as to a request from him for an offering from this board in the interest 
of medical mission work in that country. The request was referred to the 
missionaries on that field, as to the advisability of this board voting an appro- 
priation for this work; and if an affirmative answer is given, the board of 
directors were authorized to make an appropriation as seems to them best. 

George D. Schlosser was transferred to Tsing Kiang Pu, China, to assist 
Brother I. J. Fletcher in the orphanage work there. 

On motion, the board accepted the offer of the Christian Herald, of New 
York, in regard to the support of orphans in China under the supervision of 
our church; and further they approved of the work that Brother Fletcher had 
done thus far. They also voted that the number of orphans to be cared for 
be left to the judgment of Brother Fred J. Fletcher. The securing of a loca- 
tion for our orphanage and building for the same, outside the city of Tsing 
Kiang Pu, was referred to him in conjunction with the board of directors. 

The yearly report of Effie L. Southworth, superintendent of the girls’ 
orphanage in India, was read by Mrs. M. C. Clarke. It was duly received. 

It was voted to be the sense of this board that Dr. W. C. Willing be con- 
sidered as a missionary laboring under the auspices of ‘this board, without 
salary. j 

The yearly report of Esther D. Clark, missionary to Santo Domingo, was 
given by Mrs. Ida R. Winget. 

The board of directors were authorized to retain and employ -J. P. Brod- 
head to travel and hold meetings and raise funds in the home land, in the in- 
terest of our foreign work, if in their judgment it seems best to do so. 

The report of S. K. J. Chesbro, treasurer of the general mission fund, was 
read and received. 

The several appropriations from the general mission fund, as also for the 
foreign fields, were made. 

The following letter of greeting to Dr. Louis Klopsch was adopted: 


“Dr. Lours KiorpscH, Editor in Chief, Christian Herald Bible House, New 
York City: 

“Dear Brother Klopsch: The General Missionary Board of the Free 
Methodist Church of North America, now assembled in this city, wish to ex- 
press our most profound appreciation to you and the Christian Herald for 
the interest you have always taken in foreign missions, and particularly for 
the work you have accomplished by way of famine relief funds, and the carry- 
.ing for orphans in different foreign countries. 

“We would especially express our appreciation of the interest manifested 
by you and shown through your agent in China in offering to support the 
large number of orphans now under the care of Rey. and Mrs. F. J. Fletcher, 
of Tsing Kiang Pu, China. This generous appropriation is a source of encour- 
agement and inspiration to our entire board in connection with our foreign 
missionary work. 

“Praying that the divine blessing may ever rest upon the Christian Herald 
and yourself in this great work, we are,

The publishing agent, W. B. Rose, was duly authorized to sign checks: for 
the treasurer, in case of an emergency. : 

The board accepted the offer of Bishop Walter A. Sellew to go to China; 
and he was granted power of attorney for China and Japan while on his trip 
to those countries. The treasurer was instructed to pay his traveling ex- 
penses while on his trip inland in China from the port of Shanghai. 

The minutes were read and approved. 

The general missionary board adjourned to meet at the call of the chair. 


PROCEEDINGS OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Board of Directors of the General Missionary Board of the Free 
Methodist Church of North America met at the Free Methodist Publishing 
House, Chicago, Illinois, 14-16 North May street, Thursday, October 22, 1908. 
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Bishop Walter A. Sellew called the board to order and presided. 

Prayer was offered by J. S. M’Geary. 

The following members responded to the calling of the roll: Walter A. 
Sellew, Burton R. Jones, J. S. M’Geary, W. W. Vinson and Mrs. M. M. Rob- 
inson. 

J. S. M’Geary was elected secretary pro tem on account of the absence 
of the missionary secretary. : 

The charge and general direction of our work in the island of Santo Do- 
mingo was vested in the missionary secretary, as heretofore. 

Action in several items of business was deferred till the next meeting 
of this board, in order to give the missionary secretary an opportunity to be 
present. 

The opening of a new station in China, and the erection of a building at 
such station, was referred to the secretary to investigate; and if sufficient 
funds are found to be on hand,.that he be authorized to proceed with the 
opening up of the station and erection of the building as suggested by our 
missionaries on the field. 

It was decided that whenever it was deemed advisable to send a single 
young woman to Africa that it be the sense of this board that Miss Charlotte 
BE. Johns be sent out in preference to any other candidate for that field. 

It was voted that Rev. J. P. Brodhead be requested to remain in the home 
land another year unless he prefers to go to Africa the coming spring, as pro- 
vided by the general missionary board. 

The board carefully considered the items of business transacted by the 
general missionary board. 

The following paper was received, signed by Mary lL. Coleman, president, 
and Adella P. Carpenter, secretary pro tem. The request contained therein 
was granted. | 

“The members of the board of directors are respectfully requested ‘to 
allow a committee, consisting of the woman on the board of directors, the 
president of the general society of the W. F. M. S., and such other woman as 
they shall choose, to act in place of the Women’s Auxiliary Board in the inte- 
rim of its annual meetings; the work of considering women candidates for the 
foreign field, who are not to wait for the action of the annual meeting, to be 
conducted among them by correspondence.” 

The action of the general missionary board in reference to the going of 
Bishop Walter A. Sellew to China was endorsed. 

The minutes were read and, on motion, approved. 

The board of directors adjourned to meet at the call of the chair.

MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The second annual meeting of the executive committee of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society for this quadrennium was held in the Second Free 
Methodist church, Chicago, Illinois, beginning October 13. 1908. 

The members present were Mesdames Coleman, Carpenter, M’Geary, Jen- 
sen, Arnold, Winget, Robinson, Sellew and Beers. 

The treasurer reported 1a deficiency, or rather a falling off in receipts for 
the first time in the history of the W. F. M. 8. 

The reports of the editor and publisher of the Missionary Tidings show 
fhat enlarging the paper has not been a losing venture financially, notwith- 
standing a shrinkage in the subscription list, owing doubtless to the strin- 
gency of the times. 

The committee on publication submitted the prospectus of the calendar 
for 1909, and will have it printed as soon as possible. The committee was 
authorized to prepare picture post cards of our mission fields and keep them 
on sale. 

Mrs. Jensen reported that she had sent out about four thousand tracts, 
and that the work was self-supporting. She was elected tract agent in the 
place of Mrs. Alma K. Pearce, deceased. 

The corresponding secretary called iattention to the fact that no space had 
been left in the report blanks for the address of a superintendent of Junior 
work; and also that there was an omission in the Constitution and By-Laws 
relating to district superintendents of Junior work. She was requested to have 
these corrections made in future editions. 

A plan was adopted whereby a member of a local society shall be given 
a certificate of transfer when her membership in the first society shall cease. 
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If her dues are paid she shall not be expected to pay in the society to which 
she is transferred till the following year. 

Rey. Wilson T. Hogue very generously donated to the W. E&. M. 8. the 
royalty on the “Wissionary Hynms and Bible Readings,’ beginning with ‘Oc- 
tober, 1908. He had previously given the copyright. 

A communication was received from Prof. KE. G. Burritt, of Greenville, 
Illinois, in reference to a Missionary Training Course now being conducted 
in Greenville College. In a resolution, endorsement was given to the plan and 
a promise to co-operate with the general missionary board in whatsoever. they 
shall recommend. 

The applications of fifteen women candidates for the foreign: field were 
considered, and passed on to the general missionary board. 

Mrs. M. C. Clarke, returned missionary from India; Mrs. W. F. Matthew- 
son, from Japan; and Rey. J. P. Brodhead, from Africa, each addressed the 
meeting and were unanimous in their expressions of. appreciation of the 
prayers of their constituency in the home land. Mrs. Beers, for Lily Peter- 
son, said, “Do not let my death dampen your ardor; keep sending missiona- 
ries to China.” 


STATE OF THE WORK OF THE W. F. M. S. IN 1907-1908 


The indications show unmistakably that the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society movement is still on the up grade. 

First, the conferences reporting at all have, as a rule, been more prompt 
than ever before with their reports. ; 

Second, the reports, when containing anything besides the bare figures, 
have had a note of encouragement and aggressiveness which speaks well for 
the future. 

Third, there has been a gain numerically in everything except honorary 
members. 

The gain in Junior work is worthy of note; forty-three societies and 798 
members. Included in this are several Young People’s societies, reported from 
Hast Michigan, Oil City, Pittsburg, Southern California and Wisconsin. This 
is a good work and should be pushed. The young people, especially, . should 
take up a mission study course. If they do no more than this, they will reap 
great benefit to themselves and the cause of missions. 

A few conferences reported superintendents of Junior work. Perhaps more 
would have done so had there been a space in the blank for address. ‘This 
will be remedied in time. : 

In the Genesee conference the Junior work is being carried on success- 
fully under the efficient leadership of Miss Bertha Taylor. They have a gain 
of 206 Junior members. All the districts have superintendents of Junior 
work. 

North Dakota reports a gain of twenty-four members and fifteen Juniors. 
The secretary writes, “We are blest with the conscious knowledge of an in- 
crease of interest, harmony, and love in our missionary work.” 

Iowa has made a gain of one district and nine locals. Kansas a district 
and two locals. Many other conferences, as the statistics show, have done 
as well. The Western Canada conference think they should be favored with 
a visit from some of the returned missionaries. They are doing well under 
the active leadership of a good president. 

From West Iowa “the outlook is bright.’ West Ontario: “The work is on 
the aggressive. We expect great things from God.” 

The secretary of the Wisconsin W. F. M. S. writes as follows: “The work 
in this conference is increasing in interest. The officers are learning to send 
their reports promptly, which is indeed encouraging. Brother Brodhead gave 
a most interesting address Sabbath evening, which was responded to by $500 
in cash and subscriptions. He also gave stereopticon views with lecture, which 
proved a great means of instruction. God is with us here. Our sisters are

willing workers. The work for the coming year is contemplated with earn- 
est-hearted pleasure.” 

I quote this report for two reasons, as follows: To call attention to the 
fact that if all officers from the local up would do their duty promptly as 
these officers do, some other conference secretary could write in this happy 
strain, and your humble servant would not have to resort to so many expe- 
dients to fill out her annual report. And also to emphasize the importance 
of the public meeting at conference. Many of these have .been reported 
pepoign the Free Methodist and Missionary Tidings and all resulted in much 
good. 

At Oil City conference, Brother Brodhead and Brother Sellew illustrated 
the way the bishop preached to the natives in Africa, with Brother Brodhead 
interpreting. While at first it was a little embarrassing and took some stretch 
of imagination to change their white congregation to Zulus, they accom- 
plished it to perfection and preached with so much earnestness and sincerity 
that the blessing of the Lord came down and the place was filled with shouts 
before the close. 

Right here let me say that too much cannot be said of the benefit that 
has come to the cause of missions by the never-tiring labors of that faithful 
missionary, J. P. Brodhead, throughout our borders. As a public speaker he 
has few equals; and on the subject so near his heart, “Dark Africa,’ he is 
at his best. Add to this the blessing of the Lord, which always attends him 
and his labors are doubly effective. He is a warm friend and supporter of 
the W. F. M. S., always working under its auspices when possible. His wife 
was an active worker before she became a missionary in fact. We have else- 
where published the amount raised by the various conferences for city and 
foreign missions in fruit and goods. 

Some sections of the work are suffering from the general depression in bus- 
iness, and the receipts have naturally fallen off, and yet that the decrease has 
not been greater speaks well for the consecration and deyotion of our people 
and their faith as well. 

Brethren and sisters of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, we must 
not settle down under this financial pressure and let God’s work suffer; but 
with a united faith that laughs at impossibilities and cries, “It shall be done,” 
expect God to make a way where there is no way.
